Billy Martin (H-D) and Jeff Johnson 
(Tri) claimed the Open A and Open 
Vintage-class wins, respectively, during 
the opening round of the West Coast 
Flat Track Series at Perris Auto Speed- 
way in Perris, California, on April 24. 
Martin got the better of a racelong side- 
by-side battle with runner-up Ronnie 
Brown (Yam) in the 16-lap Open A 
main. Mark Corsetti (W-R) was third. 
Johnson easily won the Open Vintage 
main, followed by Art Fredenburgh 
(Yam) and Jim Rosa (Nor). 


Australian Troy Bayliss (Duc) won both 
rounds of the British Superbike Champi- 
onship at Oulton Park on April 25, top- 
ping Sean Emmett (Duc) in race one 


and James Haydon (Suz) in race two. - 


Chris Walker (Kaw) and John Reynolds 
(Duc) split third-place finishes on the 
day. Bayliss now leads Walker in the 
series standings, 113-105. 


If you want to watch Jeremy McGrath 
race an outdoor AMA 250cc National, 
you'd better go to Glen Helen Raceway 
on May 9 because that will his only out- 
door race of the season. McGrath, who 
was originally going to do the first two 
rounds in California and some selected 
races back east, has had a change of 
heart. “I’m just going to do Glen Helen - 
that's my only one," McGrath said on 
Wednesday, April 21. "I was going to do 
a couple, but I’ve changed my mind. I 
really wasn't going to do any because 
I've got a busy schedule planned for the 
winter with some supercross races. I 
was just going to go ahead and take the 
whole time off, but I want to do Glen 
Helen because it's my local race and it's 
the home race for Chaparral and I can 
take care of Dave (Damron - the owner 
of Chaparral) over there." 


Dan Murphy, the promoter of the July 
9-11 running of the World Superbike 
Series round at Laguna Seca, was on 
hand at Sears Point Raceway for the 
AMA Superbike National - further fuel- 
ing rumors that he was there to check 
out the facility for a future round of the 
World ‘Superbike Championship.

The AMA calls the legisla- 
tion an outrage and is urging motor- 
cyclists to help stop the further callous 
insult to the motorcyclist's family and 


* friends. On April 7, Tennessee Gover- 


nor Don Sundquist signed into law a 
bill to designate a section of Interstate 
140 near Knoxville - stretching from 
Interstate 40 in Knox County to U.S. 
Highway 321 in Blount County - as the 
"Senator Carl O. Koella Jr. Memorial 
Highway." Signs bearing the new 
name are expected to be erected this 
summer, according to the AMA. AMA 
member Terry Barnard of Huron, 
Ohio, was touring on his motorcycle 
along Highway 321 in Blount County 
in October 1996 when an oncoming 
van bearing state senate license plates 
and driven by Koella turned left direct- 
ly in front of him. Barnard struck the 
van and was killed. Witnesses reported 
the van driver briefly stopped, got out 
of the van, then got back in and drove 
off. Despite descriptions of the van and 
its special license plates, and the fact 
that Koella lived just up the road 
where the van had turned, police wait- 
ed for nearly four hours after the acci- 
dent before they interviewed Koella. 
When a grand jury determined he 
should face felony charges, Koella 
pleaded ^no contest" in May 1997 in a 
plea bargain to a misdemeanor charge 
of leaving the scene of a fatal accident. 
He was fined $2500 and ordered to 
perform 30 days of community service. 
Koella died in January 1998 following 
emergency heart surgery. "Naming 
any highway after the late senator is 
Offensive to Terry's family and all sen- 
sible people," AMA vice president of 
communications Greg Harrision said. 
“Naming a highway for Koella that 
ends on the very road where Terry 
Barnard was killed is nothing short of 
an ‘in-your-face’ action to his family 
and many friends."

&6 won." 
Mat Mladin described 


his win at Sears Point 
Raceway in much the same 
manner in which he'd just 
won - succinct and precise. 
Letting his actions speak far 
louder than his words, 
Mladin won his first race of 
the season on a cool and 
cloudy day in Northern Califor- 
nia's wine country. 

The Australian came into Sun- 
day's National with a little extra 
inspiration and fire after he felt he 
was robbed of the pole position a 
day earlier (see sidebar). Already 
arguably the most motivated rider 
in the series, Mladin turned his ire 
into a sparkling performance that 
no one came close to matching. 

Mladin claimed that a good 
night's rest had calmed him # ег 
Saturday's outburst, but it didn't 
show in his riding. 

“1 got over it, essentially, but 
again I was pissed because of what 
they did," Mladin said. "I was lucky I 
got through on the first couple of laps, 
because if it was going to be a fight, I 
was going to win - whether or not peo- 
ple went down or they crashed. It didn't 
matter. 1 was pretty angry about the 
whole thing. Essentially, they did the 
wrong thing. I did a legitimate lap time, 
and they took it away from us." 

After he took over from early leader 
Aaron Yates on the second of 25 laps, 
the Yoshimura Suzuki-mounted Mladin 
steadily drew away from the pack. Once 
his lead reached the seven-second mark, 
Mladin locked in and held it there until 
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AMA/MBNA SUPERBIKE SERIES 


a last-lap cruise eventually netted him a 
4.189-second margin of victory. 
Finishing behind Mladin was his for- 
mer Cagiva 500c Grand Prix teammate, 
three-time AMA Superbike Champion 
Doug Chandler, leading a revitalized

Muzzy Kawasaki team to its best finish 
of the still-young season. 

Chandler was back on form at Sears 
Point, qualifying on the front row and 
charging past teammate Yates before 
settling into a solid second place - 
knowing full well that no one was going 
to beat Mladin on this day.

With Yates destroying his rear tire 
early on, he was left to try to salvage 
third place - but he couldn't. Instead, the 
spot went to the gritty Pascal Picotte on 
the factory Harley-Davidson VR1000, 
giving Harley its first AMA Superbike 
podium since Thomas Wilson finished 
second to Picotte in the rain at Mid-Ohio 
in 1996. Naturally, Picotte and the 
Harley team were thrilled. 

Yates, meanwhile, managed to hold 
on for fourth place, well clear of Vance 
& Hines Ducati's Anthony Gobert - the 
Australian having battled through the 
pack after being forced to undergo a 
stop-and-go penalty for jumping the 
start. In the end, Gobert barely edged 
out American Honda's Miguel 





Controversy ends with Bostrom on 





DuHamel for fifth place, the French 
Canadian worried about his tire going 
the distance. 

Seventh place went to a beaten-up 
Jamie Hacking. The factory Yamaha 
rider had crashed hard in the 600cc 
Supersport final, slamming into the hay- 
bale-protected barrier on the outside of 
turn 10 and knocking himself silly. It 
was actually remarkable that Hacking 
was able to ride at all, as he confessed 
after the race that he couldn't even 
remember his phone number prior to 
the start of the Superbike National. 

American Honda's Eric Bostrom 
showed signs of coming back to life at 
Sears Point. The youngster continues.to 
battle back from his Daytona crash that 





left him with injured feet and bruised 
confidence. Bostrom said after the race 
that he's close to getting the package 
back together, and he promised better 
results by next week's Laguna Seca 
National. 

Bostrom raced for nearly the entire 
distance with Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve 
Rapp, another who was a bit beaten 
after a qualifying crash. Tenth place fell 
to last week's Willow Springs National 
winner, Larry Pegram and the Fast By 
Ferracci Ducati. Pegram, never a fan of 
Sears Point, blamed no one but himself 
for his poor result. 

Defending AMA Superbike National 
Champion Ben Bostrom had a day he'd 
rather forget. The Californian stalled his

ifying session at Sears Point Raceway, with Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Mat Mladin recording a 1:38.3 right in the waning 
seconds only to see the lap taken off the boards when he failed 
to negotiate turn one to start the next lap. Naturally, the Aus- 


Tos flared after a dramatic end to Saturday's final qual- 


tralian was livid, but his arguments didn't do anything to per-. 


suade the AMA to change the order, and pole position went to 
the calm and collected Ben Bostrom (right). 

The young Californian lapped at 1:38.581 on his Vance & 
Hines Ducati to break Mladin's lap record of 1:39.425 from last 
year's qualifying. It earned him the single championship point 
that goes with the honor and put him just two points behind 
Mladin going into Sunday's National. 

Mladin's heroic last lap was for nothing, and he wasn't real- 
ly happy about it. 

"They (the AMA) reckon they're reviewing it,” Mladin said 
before finally getting word that his lap had definitely been 
taken away. "I didn't go straight through. I tipped it in, lost the 
front, stood it up and went through the grass. What matters is 
that I did a good lap - it was a legitimate lap. It won't matter 
where I start - there's going to be carnage out there. We'll see 
what happens. What I did down there was exactly what Га do 
in the race if I lost the front in that corner. 1 was going for an 
extra lap - I wasn't going straight." 

AMA Pro Racing's Ron Barrick explained the AMA's posi- 
tion on the incident. 

"It's the same procedure we've used here for the last several 
years," Barrick said. “It speaks volumes about why we have that 
rule when people can't make that first corner. What we talked 
about in the rider's briefing was making that turn. Everyone 
was perfectly clear when we left the briefing." 

With Mladin demoted to sixth on the grid, Bostrom led the 
rejuvenated Muzzy Kawasaki pairing of Aaron Yates and Doug 
Chandler on the front row - sandwiched by the second Vance & 
Hines Ducati of Anthony Gobert. 

Yates ended up lapping at 1:39.088, to edge out Chandler's 
1:39.096 and Gobert's 1:39.201. 

“We had the bike set up pretty good, and I kept seeing all 
these guys' times," Bostrom said. ^I kept going quicker and they 
kept going quicker yet. It was getting a bit frustrating, and then 
we put on that Q (qualifying tire) and it just worked really well 
with my bike. I’ve got to credit my team because the bike 
worked awesome. I just went out there on it and the thing put 
in a good time - I was surprised when I saw the board when I 
came by. I'm happy." 

Bostrom had one anxious moment in turn 11 when he almost 
high-sided while trying to go under a slower rider. 

“I don't know what he was doing,” Bostrom said. “I came 
up, and he went a little bit wide. I thought he saw me on the 
inside, so I thought Г just gas it and go by him. It just stepped 
all the way out. I thought I was going to high-side my bike and 


jump on the back of his bike and ride along. It was a moment. 
This track has a weird surface - even with a qualifying tire, you 
can slide it quite a bit. It's nice because it doesn’t override the 
front too bad.” 

Although he had the package for qualifying, Bostrom still 
wasn’t sure about the race setup, and he had work to do on Sun- 
day morning. 

“We have one other thing I want to try,” Bostrom said. “The 
race setup is pretty good, but all these guys are going great, too. 
I know there will be five, six guys in the lead pack, and it’s 
going to be the guy with the best setup, because everybody is 
riding so well. Hopefully, my chassis will work a little better 
than theirs. I put a lot of laps in this weekend. I keep going out 
and riding the whole session, trying to change my bike because 
I haven't been too happy. It's getting better, and the boys are 
doing a good job. I’ve just got to go out there and try to win my 
first race. We changed the suspension quite a bit, playing with 
the offsets on the front end a bit to try and make it steer a little 
quicker. This track is kind of weird; it's slippery but you've got 
to throw it in and ride the front wheel. If you've got a good- 
steering bike, you can run pretty soft tires here and they grip 
pretty well. It’s going to be whoever has a quick-steering bike 
and a little bit of traction. I’ve just got to go out there and try to 
win. I haven't won one yet, so it's something I really want to 
do." 

Both Yates and Chandler were happy to be on the front row 
after a somewhat dismal start to the season for the Muzzy duo. 

“Qualifying went really good," Yates said. "I haven't really 
been experienced with the bike in the past years, but my guess 
is the dual-compound tires - the thing just doesn't like it. Here 
the.bike is going good, and it was good in Phoenix, too. I think 
it’s going to be a good race out there. There are a lot of guys 
going fast out there. This morning I didn't get much practice. I 
had a loose connection or something, and my bike quit firing, so 
I missed all of practice, really. We made some changes from 
those couple of laps, and for qualifying it worked really good." 

Ditto for Chandler, who knew that things would get better 
once the team came to a race track that didn't require the use of 
the dual-compound tires. 

“1 was happy with what we ended up with today," Chandler 
said. "We could have made a little bit of improvement, but I 
kinda knew we'd do low 39s, possibly 38s, and we were real 
close. I’m happy to be on the front row. It's something we 
haven't been able to get close to so far this year. I think we have 
a good race setup for tomorrow’s race as well. The race tires 
seem to be working really well with our bike, and I'm looking 
forward to tomorrow's race. The biggest thing is that we're not 
running the dual-compound tires. Our bike seems to work real- 
ly good on some of these race tracks where we use softer race 
tires. Any time we have to use a harder tire where the bike 
needs to abuse the tire in order to get some traction, our bike 
just doesn't seem to work that tiré hard enough to get the grip." 


Behind the two 
Kawasakis was Gob- 
ert, the Australian 
having skipped Satur- 
day morning's session 
only to pay for it later. 
He also had a crash in 
the final session while 
chasing Mladin. 

"| felt good all 
weekend and then 
today I decided to do 
a gearing change," 
Gobert said. "We lost 
a lot of time in that 
session because of that 
and then I ended up 
having a crash - 
because I was pushing 
the front a little bit too much. I did the best that I could with 
what I had and I feel happy to be on the front row. Not to take 
anything away from the other guys, because they were better 
than me today, but I feel that we could have gone a little bit bet- 
ter if we didn't waste so much time earlier on." 

Still, he defended not riding in the morning, based on the 
fact that he really doesn't think too highly of Sears Point. 

"They forecast it to be pretty hot tomorrow and I figured 
there was nothing really left to try," Gobert said. “I was pretty 
happy with the race setup, and I pretty much know what tire 
T'm going to race on. They wanted me to put some more laps on 
a used tire, but I wasn't too keen because I know that it's just 
going to slide a bit more each lap. I just chose to sit out. This 
isn't the kind of race track where you just want to ride around 
and around, because anything can happen. I had a crash then, 
and I was lucky it was in a decent spot. You've got to try and 
think when you run around that it only takes one slip and you 
could hit one of the walls a bit funny - and you could be out for 
the rest of the year, or maybe for good. You've got to be really 
sensible riding around here, so if I didn't have to ride, then I 
wasn't gonna, you know?" 

The hard-riding Pascal Picotte put the Harley in fifth place to 
lead row two, lapping at 1:39.254. 

“I'm riding my ass off on that thing," Picotte said. “I think I 
could have been on the front row. The bike was vibrating early 
in the session. We put the first qualifying tire on and did a 39.8. 
Then I did a 39.3 the lap after that. Going into turn one, I tried to 
get around Larry (Pegram) on the exit of one, and I went off the 
pavement and into the dirt. I thought maybe I would have done 
a high 38 if it weren't for that. I keep going fast, but they go 
faster." 

Behind Picotte and Mladin came Yamaha's Jamie Hacking 
and Yoshimura Suzuki's Jason Pridmore. 
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Ducati on the start line and by the time 
the crew had helped him fire life back 
into the V-twin, the pack was almost a 
full lap ahead of him. He carried on, 
though, finally moving past Harley- 
Davidson's Scott Russell to finish an 
eventual 11th. 

Russell was the last of the factory 
men to finish, as privateers James Ran- 
dolph, Jeff Short and Rad Greaves 
rounded out the top 15 finishers. 

Among the notables not finishing 
were Fast By Ferracci's Matt Wait, who 
crashed on the 18th lap; Yamaha's Rich 
Oliver, who was knocked down on the 
seventh lap; Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve 
Crevier, who did the knocking down; 
and Yoshimura Suzuki's Jason Prid- 
more, whose bike expired on the sixth 
lap. 

Mladin did everything needed to pad 
his championship points lead, and his 
main rivals in the series title chase did 
their part to help as well. With the extra 
point gained by leading 23 of 25 laps, 
Mladin now leads Bostrom by 19 points 
after four rounds, 129-110. Pegram is 
third with 103 points, 10 points clear of 
fourth-placed Chandler. DuHamel is 
fifth with 89 points - 40 points behind 
Mladin. 

Temperatures for Sunday's National 
were much cooler than the previous 
day's qualifying sessions, with cloud 
cover moving into Sonoma County. It 
didn't take long for something to hap- 
pen, with both Hacking and Bostrom 
having problems on the start line. First 
Hacking stalled his Yamaha and was 
pushed off the grid, only to return with 








his motor fired prior to the green light. 
Bostrom, though, wasn't as fortunate, as 
the big V-twin is impossible to bump- 
start. He had to wait for his crew to 
bring him the team's starting device to 
get the Ducati going again, but by then 
the pack was long gone. 

He was in for a long and lonely day. 

“I saw. the ‘2’ came up, so I pulled in 
the clutch and went to put it in gear and 
I guess I wasn't giving it enough gas," 
Bostrom said. "When I put it in gear, it 
just died. I didn't know what to do 
except get out of the way so the 40 guys 
behind me didn't hit me. You know 
how those twins are, you can't bump- 
start 'em, but we tried. They ran back 
and got the starter, but by then those 
guys were a minute ahead up in turn 
seven. I just rode around. My bike was 
great, so.good. I didn't even have to 
push to do those lap times. It was lonely 
even when I caught people because I 
wasn't in the race. It was really a boring 
day. I was praying for a red flag. It was 
like, "No red flag at this track, what's the 
deal?’ You never get ‘em when you need 
'em." 

Bostrom's mishap didn't go unno- 
ticed by Mladin. 

“1 didn't know about Anthony (Gob- 
ert), but I saw Ben and I thought that 
was perfect, because he's obviously the 
first one behind me in the champi- 
onship," said Mladin. 

Vance & Hines' day got worse when 
Gobert was brought in for a stop-and-go 
penalty on the third lap, having been 
penalized for jumping the start from his 
front-row position. His day was also a

long one, though he was at least in posi- 
tion to fight hard through the pack to 
finish an eventual fifth, after disposing 
of DuHamel right at the end. 

“I didn't feel like I. did (jump the 
start),” Gobert said later. “But if the 
AMA said I did, then I did. I’m pretty 
diplomatic these days, you know, mate. 
I was sixth after the first lap, anyway, 
and I got fifth - maybe I could have been 
on the box. The Ducati is awesome and 
I'm happy to settle for that." 

Though he didn't believe Gobert had 
jumped, Mladin didn't waste any time 
in venting his anger. 

"Anthony (Gobert) sort of smoked it 
off the start line and got in everyone's 
way," Mladin said. "I was fortunate 
enough to get right through on the 
inside. I just sort of pulled my shoulders 
in and Kept going and sort of jumped 
across the grass a little bit. That's how I 
got into third place." 

At the end of the first lap, it was 
Yates leading with Mladin in his wake, 
having passed his teammate Pridmore 
entering the final corner on the opening 
lap. Yates had just over a second on 
Mladin, but that was whittled down to 
under half a second by the time they 
completed lap two. Yates had a huge 
slide exiting the corner prior to the 
Carousel, and Mladin pulled alongside, 
taking the lead on the entrance to the 
fast left-hander. 

“We knew what we had for the race 
here, so it was good to get out front,” 
Mladin said. “I was thinking, with start- 
ing on the second row, if we got caught 
up behind a couple of guys and get into 





their rhythm, it was going to be tough. I 
really charged hard from the start and 
caught back up with Aaron (Yates). He 
got a little bit of a lead on us in the first 
lap and a half. He looked over his shoul- 
der and I was there, and coming out of 
the corner before the Carousel he got 
out of the seat, looked over his shoulder 
and I was right beside him. I had him, 
and I knew if I could stay in front of him 
for a lap, I could pull away. I just ran 
some low 39s for a couple of laps and 
got a couple of seconds. At first I 
thought he was going to let me past, like 
he scared the crap out of himself. And 
then all of a sudden he was back on the 
gas again and I'm like, "What's going on _ 
here?' I was right beside him, but I had 
the inside, so I could hold it." 

That was it. From there, Mladin sim- 
ply turned up the wick, lapping in the 
1:39s with relative ease, and pulled 
away to victory. Piece of cake. 

“We knew we could run 39s whenev- 
er we had to today," Mladin said. "We 
did that for about 13 or 14 laps. On 
about lap 10, I knew that Doug (Chan- 
dler) was behind me and we had about 
7 / or eight seconds by then, and that 
was enough to do it." 

By the time Mladin got by Yates, 
Chandler had moved into third place 
but was more than a second behind his 
teammate. He charged on, noticing that 
Yates was in for a long day with his rear 
tire - the two riders and their contrasting 
styles having completely different 
effects on their rear tires. 

While Yates gamely tried to hang 
with Mladin, Chandler bided his time. 
On the 12th lap, the pair of Kawasakis 
were together, with Chandler making 
his move going into turn seven. Yates 
didn't have any fight left in his tires, 
and he was left to persevere in the hopes 
of maintaining third place. 

“It feels good to get back up on the 
box," Chandler said after pulling away 
to a solid second place. "We've been 
struggling the last couple of races and it 
definitely feels good to get back into the 
groove and be competitive, or feel like 
you're competitive. Hopefully, we can 
use this as incentive and get rolling and 
do even better than last week. 

“He was trying really hard," Chan- 
dler said of Yates. "When Mat (Mladin) 
got by him, he tried to stay there and he 
did a good job, but he had a couple of 
moments down in four, getting on it a 
little too early and the thing would 
come around. You could see the tire 
started to show feathering on the side, 








Briefly... 


Parity, parity, parity. Four different men have won the four 
AMA Superbike Nationals thus far in 1999 - on three different 
brands of motorcycles. Miguel DuHamel won Daytona on a 
Honda, Anthony Gobert won Phoenix on a Ducati, Larry Pegram 
won Willow Springs on a Ducati, and Mat Mladin scored his first 
win of the season at Sears Point on a Suzuki. 





Defending AMA 750cc Supersport Champion Richard Alexan- 
der Jr. was forced out of the Sears Point round of the series 
after fracturing his right forearm bone in his 600cc Supersport 
crash at Willow Springs last week. Alexander was scheduled to 
have the cast removed and the arm examined by Dr: Arthur Ting 
after the Sears Point round. The New Yorker is hoping to be able 
to ride at Laguna Seca next weekend. “I'm going for it-at Lagu- 
na," Alexander said. "They said three or four weeks, but he (Ting) 
is going to take the cast off and look at it. The problem is that it's 
my throttlé/brake hand, and they said that | stand a chance of 
breaking it off if | jam. it. Why it happened kind of bothers me. 
What the hell: is a drainage ditch doing out there?" Alexander 
crashed on the inside of turn three after being run off the exit of 
turn two. He slammed into a drainage ditch and was thrown off 
the front of his Chaparral Suzuki. 


Alexander's Chaparral teammate Damon Buckmaster prac- 
ticed all day on Thursday and Friday at Sears Point but decided 
that he still wasn't healthy enough to race. The Australian headed 





back to Southern California for the weekend to undergo more 
therapy on his recently broken neck. He is now hoping to be fit for 
racing action at Laguna Seca. 


Unlike the previous round at Willow Springs International Race- 
way, tire wear wasn't a concern, with the Dunlop-mounted rid- 
ers having two choices - front and rear - that tire technician Jim 
Allen felt could go the race distance. “| think we can make ‘em 
happier this week,” Allen said. "I think we're in pretty good shape 
for Superbike, and it looks like we can use the softer of two com- 
pounds in Supersport. " 


Doug Chandler knew what tire he was going to use for Sun- 
day's National, but he wasn't letting the cat out of the bag - at 
least not in the postqualifying press conference. "| think there's 
maybe three (choices)," Chandler said. “I've already made my 
decision." To which Anthony Gobert asked, "What is it?" Ben 
Bostrom had a completely different outlook on the tire situation. 
“| usually let (Gary) Medley Chis tuner) make that decision,” 
Bostrom said. “1 just ride it." 


Aaron Yates had a get-off in Friday's session, sliding out in turn 
11, but his definition of a crash is obviously different from the 
rest. " just had a little low-side in turn.11 - I. don't really call those 
crashes," Yates said. "It was just a little slide. It felt like we were 
going so slow in that turn over there, and 1 thought, ‘Everybody's 
got to be going faster than this.’ If you're going to fall, 1 guess 
that's the best place to do it. It falls pretty good. At Phoenix, | fell 
three times and only scratched the bodywork - except for the time 
it went in the gravel, and the gravel did that.” 


Despite getting new engine parts prior to Willow Springs for his 
Muzzy Kawasaki, Doug Chandler continues to use his old 
stuff. "We had a few things before Willow," Chandler said. “Jt 
was okay, but | didn't use it in the race and. here today. I'm not 
using that (new) motor. I'm using what we started the season 
with, what we had last year, and the year before that. We got the 
swingarm at the end of last year, апа the.biggest improvement 
was the '99-spec forks, so it seemed to work very well. We also 
got a different shock spec that went with that swingarm. Last year 
when | tried it, it'was real close and not a big difference from the 
standard one - with the rest of the pieces. But with the arm, | think 
it's a bit better." According to Aaron Yates, he doesn't have the 
new swingarm. 


Plain and simple. Miguel DuHamel is tired of talking about his 
injured leg. "It's not too Баа,” DuHamel said. "It's getting better. | 
just have to get it stronger, because l'm, just not using it. When 
I'm.braking, I've got to put the foot under the brake pedal to help 
me not go over the bars because there's a lot of hard braking 
here and it's bumpy. | can't squeeze the tank real hard under brak- 
ing. I'm really looking forward to it getting better, because l'm 
tired of talking about it. It sounds like whining, and | don't like that, 
so... Hopefully, this coming month - after Laguna Seca | have a 
month off - I'll hit it really hard. | can't wait to tell you guys that I'm 
okay and just riding bad today. The 600 is easier on me -it's a 
definite improvement from last year. The F4 is.a lot better bike, 
and | have my team to also thank for that. The whole team is 
doing a team effort."

and I knew he couldn't hang in there. I 
was just hoping I could get by him and 
not get hung up with him and race him. 
I think he pretty much let me by because 
he knew he was. going backwards. I 
tried to keep my head down and keep 
my laps consistent, because I didn't 
want to get tangled up with anyone else. 
I wanted to see what we could do 
towards the end. I really didn't think I 
could do anything with this guy 
(Mladin). He was doing really good lap 
times, and I was more concerned with 
my tire after looking at Aaron's. Our 
bikes are the same. I was just hoping 
that mine wouldn't go that way, too. I 
just started riding it fairly conservative." 

By this time, Oliver and Crevier were 
out of the race, with Crevier running 
into the back of the factory Yamaha. 

After 15 laps, the running order read: 
Mladin, Chandler, Yates, Picotte, 
DuHamel, Gobert, Hacking, Rapp, Eric 
Bostrom, Wait, Pegram and Russell. Ben 
Bostrom was still off the leaderboard, 
but he was lapping in the low 40s. He 
would soon get to Russell and finish in 
what would eventually be 11th place. 

As the race started to run out of laps, 
focus shifted to Picotte's charge. The 
French Canadian now had Yates in his 
sights, and on the 20th lap he stuffed his 
way under the Kawasaki in turn seven. 
Yates, frantically trying to find traction 
on the exit, was frustrated as he kicked 
his ZX7, knowing that a rostrum posi- 
tion was now out of the question. 

"It was a great race for me," Picotte 
said. "First of all, I had a little break 
because Ben (Bostrom) couldn't make 
the start and Jamie (Hacking) also, and 
something was wrong with Anthony's 
bike, or whatever. So that gave me a lit- 
tle break, and I want to be honest with 
those guys, that they all deserved to be 





there also. We've been working hard, 
and I think we deserved it. It wasn't real- 
ly a horsepower race track this weekend. 
It seems like the VR1000 seems to be able 
to rail a corner pretty good. 

"It was kind of a banzai move," 
Picotte said of his pass on Yates. "I 
caught up to him and I was able to see 
that his tire was going away pretty bad; 
he was sliding all over the place. It was 
kind of tough for me to really pass him. 
I slowed down a little bit to try and 
bring my temperature a little cooler on 
my tire, because I was starting to get 
greasy also. I thought maybe I could get 
a little better grip by cooling off the tire 
and go by him and leave him instead of 
just battling with him. Aaron is a tough 
competitor and he outbrake me every 
time. I just kinda slowed there and tried 
to be as smooth as I can and try to con- 
serve my rear tire, especially, and try to 
get a good drive out of the Carousel. I 
was right behind him, but Aaron is so 
good on the brakes, I had to let off the 
brake, and I was actually turning, and 
just went under him. Sorry, Aaron, but I 
had to do that. If not, I could never have 
finished third. I didn't want to hit him, 
but I wanted to pass. It was kind of a 
block-pass, a motocross move almost. I 
didn't hit him and he didn't crash, so... 
He did the same thing to me before 
when I was riding Supersport on the last 
lap. I gave his money back, I think." 

Yates wasn't overly upset with the 
pass. He was just discouraged with the 
outcome. 

“I ran the wrong tire," Yates said, 
though his was identical to Mladin's 
and Chandler's. "I ran the 555, what 
Doug (Chandler) had. I was thinking 
about the 501 and how well I usually do 
with it, but then I changed right before 
the race to the 555. It was really spin- 














ning, and I thought it might be going 
low, but it stayed the same. I tried to 
turn under him (Picotte), but it just spun 
up and went sideways." 

Yates managed to hold on to fourth, 
ahead of the Gobert/DuHamel battle 
that went to the finish. 

"The way it started, I felt the rear 
shock was off, because I had not-so- 
good traction," DuHamel said. ^I tried 
to hang with those guys, Steve (Crevier) 
and Rich (Oliver), and then Steve took 
him out. It was a lonely race. I had to 
take it easy because I thought the tire 
might chunk and Га get 12th or some- 
thing. I’m happy with fifth. I’m disap- 
pointed that Gobert caught and passed 
me. I tried to do the best I could, but I 
couldn’t put up a fight, and Anthony 
deserved it. I just needed one less lap in 
Superbike and one more lap in Super- 
sport.” (DuHamel finished a close sec- 
ond to Nicky Hayden in the 600cc 
Supersport class, held earlier in the 
day.) 

Then came Hacking, feeling as 
though he’d gone 12 rounds with a 
heavyweight prizefighter. 

“1 don't really remember the whole 
thing,” Hacking said of the Superbike 
race. “At one point, early on, I got 
kicked up out of the seat and I almost 
pulled in. I knew the guys in front of me 
had soft tires and Га put a harder one 
on. I just took a couple of breaths and 
chilled out. I reeled them back in and 
rode 40 to 50 percent." 

Behind Hacking came Eric Bostrom, 
having fended off attacks from Rapp 
and Wait, with Wait ultimately crashing 
out of the race. 

“It’s getting better," Eric Bostrom 
said. "It was just another frustrating 
weekend. I've got a lot more confidence 
now, but this has never been my great- 
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est race track. It’s a bit of a confidence 
thing right now, but next weekend we'll 
be back to where we were." см

taken.away. The AMA also ended up stripping Nicky Hayden of 
his best lap in 600cc. Supersport qualifying after the youngster 
crashed in.turn one and didn't make it through - as required by the 
AMA for Sears Point. "I didn't find out until this morning,” Hayden 
said, "so what was | going to do about it? | felt like | earned the 
pole and deserved it, but |\guess rules are rules, and they didn't 
give it to me. I'm kinda used to that." Hayden was also fined $200 
earlier in the week for practicing his 600cc Supersport Honda in 
the 750cc Supersport class without paying an entry fee. 


Hayden did end up getting a little revenge after crashing out of 
last year's 600cc battle with Miguel DuHamel on the final 
lap. This time it was Hayden who took the win on Sunday mom- 
ing. "I watched last year's race again, and it was such а good race 
with-me and Miguel," Hayden said. “I had a little unfinished busi- 
ness. A couple of times during the race, | showed my brother 
(Tommy Hayden) a wheel there, but 1 thought, ‘No, we won't go 
there this year.'" Last year, DuHamel stopped and picked up Hay- 
den after the crash. Asked if he would have returned the favor this 
year if DuHamel had crashed, Hayden joked, "Since he's crippled, 
1 would - maybe I'd get handicapped parking back here." 


Three-time 500cc World Champion Kenny Roberts was on 
hand to watch.his son Kurtis race at Sears Point, opting to stay in 
"California rather than.go to Japan where his other son, Kenny Jr., 
ended up winning the Japanese 500cc.Grand Prix on April 25. 
Roberts was in-his motorhome late Saturday night, getting 
updates of Kenny Jr.'s progress via the telephone from his good 
friend Sparky Edmondson, who was at home watching the race on 
the Internet. Edmondson gave- Roberts almost lap-by-lap updates 








until Kenny. Jr. finally crossed the finish line with the win, ending 
Roberts Sr.'s eventful and not-so-relaxing evening. 


Mat Mladin was happy to be at a race track that was more 
technical than last week's venue, Willow Springs International 
Raceway. He also liked the fact that passing at Sears Point was 
easier - especially when it came to getting by lapped riders. "For- 
tunately, at this place, there are a lot of places to pass," Mladin 
said. "Especially the slower guys. At places like Willow Springs, 
the guys that are going slow really aren't much slower. When you 
get stuck behind 'em going into three, essentially, it's very hard 
to get ‘em until you come back оп the back straight. You can 
lose a lot of time. But here it's pretty easy to.get around the 
guys. 


Doug Chandler has been involved with the track changes 
scheduled to be made to Sears Point Raceway in time for next 
year's AMA National. He described the changes to the media on 
Sunday afternoon. "The first half of the track, from tum two tó 
turn seven, is going to be basically unchanged with just a little bit 
more runoff," Chandler said. “The esses - turn eight will be elimi- 
nated - and we are going to have a straightaway with a left-to- 
right, then another straightaway with a slight bend. Right now we'll 
come out where turn 10 is and start braking and end up doing a 
full horseshoe around the end of the drag strip here. Then, when 
we come back up the front straight, we'll be parallel to the drag 
strip and then we'll peel off up the hill. So the speed when you 
start up the hill won't be that bad, and we won't have to deal with 
crossing the drag strip. It'll be shorter, and the lap times will be 
faster; but | think it's going to be a good track." 





Yamaha's Jamie Hacking crashed four times over the course 
of the weekend at Sears Point, the most serious one coming in 
the 600cc Supersport race in turn. 10. Ironically, Hacking had 
crashed in the exact same spot in 1997. "I picked the throttle up 
too early and the track goes away right there," Hacking explained 
of his race crash. "I just lost the front, and it took off. I'm very 
lucky. It was the same as in.'97 - | made the same mistake." 
Hacking ‘banged his head but still managed to finish seventh in the 
Superbike National later in the day. 


One week after winning his first AMA Superbike National, Fast By 
Ferracci's Larry Pegram could do no better than 10th at Sears 
Point - a circuit-he loathes. "I just didn't ride well - plain and sim- 
ple,” Pegram ѕаід.: “1 had the equipment, | just didn't use it. It’s a 
shame we-have to race here, a shame that our safety isn't a con- 
cern. Next weekend we go somewhere good and we'll see what 
happens. I've never done good here, but that's not an excuse. | 
started out good, but | just wasn't willing to hang it out that last lit- 
tle bit- not. here." 


Yamaha's Rich Oliver wasn't too upset after being knocked out 
of the race by Steve Crevier. "I got off the line good,” Oliver said. 
"We made some changes on Saturday evening that worked out 
well. | was trying.to tag onto Pascal (Picotte). Steve (Crevier) just 
made a mistake and knocked the. bike out from. under me. | know 
he feels bad about it." Oliver's 600cc Supersport race went bet- .

rion Racing’s Nicky Hayden slid 
E into turn 10 at Sears Point Race- 
way - a broken black mark left in 
his wake - and under Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Aaron Yates. That was all it took. 

In one fell swoop, Hayden had not 
only stormed into a lead he wouldn't 
relinquish, but he'd also taken charge of 
the AMA/Pro Honda Oils 600cc Super- 
sport Series championship points lead 
with a win at Sears Point Raceway. 

American Honda's Miguel DuHamel 
was also able to move around Yates in 
the second portion of the restarted race, 
taking second after poor results in the 
last two rounds. DuHamel also put in a 
spirited charge to catch Hayden on the 
final lap but came up just .503 of a sec- 
ond short at the finish line. 

Yates held on to finish third, despite 
leading 10 of the 15 laps. He'd thought 
his Kawasaki was jetted a bit off, due 
mainly to a change in weather on Sun- 
day that saw conditions that were cooler 
than the hot and sunny qualifying ses- 
sions. Still, Yates did enough to move 

- into second in the point standings, 
behind Nicky Hayden. 

The championship leader coming 
into Sears Point, Jamie Hacking, crashed 
out of the race on the fifth lap of the first 
portion and was lucky to walk away 





after crashing in turn 10. The crash left 
Hacking with a headache, but what hurt 
worse was the fact that he fell back to 
seventh in the series point standings. 

Fourth place in the race went to Erion 
Racing's Kurtis Roberts, a vast improve- 
ment from the seventh-place position he 
held prior to the restart. Perhaps a talk 
from his three-time World Champion 
father, Kenny Roberts, between races 
paid dividends. Roberts ended up com- 
ing out the best of a battle with 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier and 
Yamaha's Tommy Hayden, who had led 
off the start in both races. Tommy Hay- 
den was a bit irritated after the race, 
blaming Crevier for an off-track excur- 
sion in turn one. 

Behind Hayden came Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Jason Pridmore, Parriott 
Motors' Brian Parriott, Chaparral Suzu- 
ki's Tom Kipp and Valvoline EMGO 
Suzuki's Josh Hayes. 

The race was stopped after eight laps 
in order for a helicopter to transport the 
fallen Randy Groves, who had crashed 
his Suzuki in the high-speed esses, to 
Santa Rosa Memorial Hospital. Groves 
was upgraded from critical to serious 
condition on Sunday afternoon, with 
head and chest injuries. The Elk Grove, 
California, resident was placed into a 
medically induced coma and is in inten- 
sive care. 

Nicky Hayden's second win, adding 
to his Phoenix victory, his fourth at Day- 
tona and his fourth at Willow Springs, 
gives him the championship points lead 
over Yates, 128-111. Tommy Hayden is 
third in the series standings with 110 
points, nine clear of Roberts. DuHamel 
is fifth with 94 points. 

The race was held in two parts, with 
Tommy Hayden getting the jump on the 
field in both of them. 

"Unfortunately, it wasn't a drag 
race," the oldest Hayden said later. 








Though Tommy Hayden started 
strongly, it was Yates who bulldogged 
his way to the front when the pack 
headed into the Carousel for the first 
time, leading the first lap, with Tommy 
Hayden, Steve Rapp, Crevier, Nicky 
Hayden, DuHamel, Roberts, Kipp, 
Hacking, Pridmore and Team Yamaha's 
Rich Oliver giving chase. 

Nicky Hayden was on the move, 
though he had his initial troubles get- 
ting past Crevier. 

"The first start there, I got a bad 
start" Nick Hayden said, "and right 
there at the beginning (Steve) Crevier 
did what he always does on the first lap, 
and I fell back. Once I got going, I was 
going pretty good. I knew I couldn't let 
Aaron get away, because he was mov- 
ing, and I knew he was fast all weekend 
and really hungry. I knew I had to get 
up there or he was going to get away." 

Once he got around Crevier, Nicky 
Hayden set out after his brother Tommy 
> while Yates led by almost a second. 

“It took me a little bit,” Nicky Hay- 
den said. "I got around the Suzuki guys 
and got up with my brother. I couldn't 
get around him because he was running 
really good, really smooth everywhere, 
and making no mistakes." 

Then the red flag came out, with the 
helicopter being called to transport 
Groves to the hospital. The delay ended 
up being quite lengthy, with the majori- 
ty of the field fitting new tires to their 
mounts. Some - like Rapp and Kipp - 
needed them most after shredding their 
Dunlops early in the first portion of the 
race. 

By this time, Hacking was already 
out of the race, having crashed his 
Yamaha in turn 10 (see “Briefly...”). 

The restart was nearly a carbon-copy 
of the first one, with Tommy Hayden 
leading the way, only to give quarter to 
Yates in turn four. This time, Nicky

Hayden was coming from row one, and 
he didn't waste any time in going after 
Yates. ? 

Still, the Kawasaki rider led by .78 of 
a second at the end of the first lap, with 
Nicky Hayden ahead of Tommy Hay- 
den, Crevier, DuHamel, Roberts, Oliver, 
Parriott, Kipp, Pridmore, Hayes and 
Rapp. 

Then Tommy Hayden had his run-in 
with Crevier. 

"The start was great again," Tommy 
Hayden said. "I've got 'em figured out. 
Crevier came up the inside of me and 
couldn't make the corner. I went out 
into the grass. After that, I couldn't get 
back by those guys." 

By the end of lap two, Nicky Hayden 
had closed to within two-tenths of 
Yates, with a gap back to Crevier, 
DuHamel, Roberts and Tommy Hayden. 

Yates led for one more lap, and then, 
Nicky Hayden attacked, sliding his way 
past on the entrance to turn 10, his CBR 
stepped out like a dirt tracker running 
counterclockwise. 

"| knew that Aaron (Yates) was really 
struggling getting off turn 10," Nicky 
Hayden said later. “He was shaking his 
head coming off there, but honestly I 
wasn't as close as I wanted to be there. I 
was like, ‘Nah, I'm not going to do it,’ 
and then I went for it." 

Yates was hoping Hayden would slip 
up - but he didn't. 

“I was hoping he'd run in there a lit- 
tle hot and run wide, but he kept it 
tight," Yates said. 

From there, Yates had no answer to 
Hayden, and the youngster pulled 
away. DuHamel, however, wasn't giv- 





ing up. He shot around Yates with just a 
- few laps to go and set out after Hayden. 
He started the final lap over a second 
behind, and he managed to cross the 
line right on Hayden's tail. He'd hoped 
to have a shot at him in turn 11, but he 
made a mistake in turn 10 that didn't 
allow it to happen. ч 

"It went pretty well," DuHamel said. 
"I've got to practice my starts, because 
both times I got some pretty bad starts. 
I'm happy with what I did, considering 
how we did at Phoenix and Willow 
Springs. So on one hand I’m thinking 
I'm gonna go out there and win because 
I felt good and the bike was going well, 
but then I was like, ‘Remember the 
Alamo.’ And I've just been there. I'm 
happy, I’m really happy. On the last lap 
I gave it a shot. I figured I had clear sail- 
ing because I'd distanced myself from 
Aaron (Yates). Nicky seemed to be rid- 
ing good, and smooth, but I wanted to 
maintain a good pace, and I seemed to 
be able to close up quite a bit on him 
real quick on the last lap. Then, coming 
down through that left-hander before 
where Hacking had crashed, I hit a neu- 
tral. It wasn't a sure thing, but I would 
have been a lot closer for that last cor- 
ner and maybe I would have had a look 
and tried to make him a bit nervous. 
But, unfortunately, it didn't happen. 
When I got the neutral there, I just 
decided to settle for second and get the 
points. 

"That's racing," DuHamel added. 
"That's one thing I'm always afraid of 
when I get second: I don't want to 
belittle the accomplishment of the guy 
who won the race. He won the race. 
When the checkered flag fell, he was the 
first guy across it, and my hat's off to 
him. He did a great race and he stayed 
out of trouble and did what he had to to 
win it. For sure, if you go into ‘if this 
and maybe that,’ maybe in another lap I 
would have fell - who knows? I felt real- 
ly comfortable. I'm just happy we had a 
great race and Honda finished 1-2." 

. Yates was left to finish third, two sec- 
onds behind Hayden but some three 
seconds ahead of the Roberts-Crevier- 
Tommy Hayden duel. 

"The first part went pretty good, then 
we got the red flag," Yates said. “I heard 
that Nicky (Hayden) was on his way up 
there. On the restart, it kind of went the 
same as the first one. Tommy (Hayden) 
got the holeshot and I got by him, I 
guess a turn earlier. I tried to really go 
fast, and I think I tried too hard. I really 
wasn't going as fast as I was earlier. I 
needed to relax, but I knew there were 
only eight laps, and I just tried to go 
balls to the wall all the time. It was 
messing me up. It wasn't that there was 
anything wrong with my tires, but they 
got to maving around too much. These 
guys came by, and they were on rails 
and going good. I couldn't run with 'em, 
SO... 

"The tire started going off after 
seven, eight laps," Yates added. "I 
expected it to hang in there a lot better 
than that, but maybe we didn't get the 
setup right and it was using the tires too 
much. These guys rode a hell of a race. 
Miguel was on the gas, and I was kinda 
surprised to see him up there. He rode 
good." 

To which DuHamel replied, ^Thanks 
- Ibuprofen," giving full credit to the 
medication that helps take some of the 
edge off the pain in his leg. см

AMA/Lockhart Phillips USA 750cc Supersport 
Series, Round 4: Sears Point Raceway

f there's one thing in the Lockhart 
ў Phillips USA 750cc Supersport class 

that you can count on, it's Tom 
Kipp. Throw at him what you will, the 
Ohioan stands up to the pressure, and 
for the third time in a row, the Chapar- 
ral Suzuki rider has not only taken the 
win, but led the most laps on his way to 
the flag. 

The race at Sears Point shaped up a 
lot like the other Kipp victories have this 
season, with the Ohioan muscling his 
way to the lead early and holding off the 
spirited challenges of his rivals. 

His closest this time was Yamaha's 
Tommy Hayden on the Yamaha R6. 
Hayden had gotten the jump off the 
start, but it took just seven turns for 
Kipp to put himself in what he obvious- 
ly believes is his rightful place - the lead. 

Once there, Kipp had to work hard to 





keep the spot, struggling a bit with his 
chassis, but thankful he had a displace- 
ment advantage over Hayden. 

^We had a little steam on the Yama- 
ha and it made my job a little easier," 
Kipp said. “I was making (my bike) as 
wide as I could. I think I missed a little 
bit on our setup. I felt his pressure the 
whole race. Tommy was really riding 
well. In fact, I think his pace potentially 
could have been a little quicker than 
mine." 

It did, in fact, appear that Hayden 
could indeed have upped the pace, 
because when the Yamaha rider got 
balked by a lapped rider late in the race, 
he almost immediately closed back up 
on Kipp's rear wheel. If he could only 
pass Kipp, he might have gotten away, 
but he just couldn't make it happen. 

“I got a good start and led for the 
first half-lap or so, and then Tom came 
by," Hayden said. "Pretty much after 
that I was just behind him and just rid- 
ing right there with him, waiting for 
him to hopefully make a mistake, which 
never happened. Couple turns I got 
close, kind of had a wheel in there, but 
just could never make it stick." 

Copier Discount Warehouse's James 
Randoph took an uneventful third, the 
spot he held from start to finish. Early in 
the race he had stayed within about a 
second of the leading duo but began 
dropping off their pace after about the 
fifth lap to finish some 10 seconds back 
from the leaders. 

“1 kept up with them until about 
halfway through the race and then I 
pumped up a little bit,” Randolph said. 
"And so I just stayed where I was. But it 
had dragged me enough that I was clear 
of the other guys and I could pretty 
much cruise from there. You can see 
from the last few laps my laps weren't 
all that fast." 

One of the "other guys" was Parriott 
Motors Honda/Supersport Engine 
Development/Michelin-sponsored 
Brian Parriott, a local rider on a CBR600, 
who, after a missed shift early in the 
race, had clawed his way past both fifth- 
place finisher Jimmy Moore on the Ricci 
Mnotorsports/Bardahl Oil GSX-R750 
and Cycle Gear Suzuki's Jake Zemke, 
who was sixth at the finish. Both Moore 
and pole qualifier Zemke said they were 
struggling with setup on the demanding 
2.52-mile, 12-turn road course, and their 
results suffered for it. 

Team Valvoline EMGO Suzuki's 
Grant Lopez was seventh, some seven 
seconds behind Zemke at the line.

Lopez said he was still feeling the effects 
of his crash in Phoenix, and that it 
hadn't helped matters when he crashed 
during practice Thursday. 

A pair of Hooters riders rounded out 
the top 10, Jamie Bowman taking ninth, 
Mario DuHamel 10th after leading his 
teammate earlier in the race. 

After four rounds and three wins, 
Kipp is well ahead of Moore in the point 
standings, 140-114, with Hayden third 
on 109. Team Valvoline EMGO's Josh 
Hayes, 13th in the final after struggling 
with handling and running off the track, 
is fourth with 102, followed by Ran- 
dolph in fifth with 95. 

Hayden was the surprise early 
leader, able to get the jump off the line 
on the 600, but it wasn't too long before 
Kipp sneaked his way up the inside 
entering turn seven. 

Kipp said he was afraid Hayden 
might get away if he didn't make a 
move for the lead early, and that he 
had been struggling to find a good set- 
ting on his bike, despite all the atten- 
tion his team was giving him since both 
his teammates, Rich Alexander and 
Damon Buckmaster, are sidelined with 
injury. 

“I had a lot of problems in the 
Carousel,” Kipp said. “We had the thing 
working pretty good earlier in the week- 
end, but we drifted away from it a little 
bit. It wasn't from lack of effort. Because 
me and my mechanic, Mitch (Leonard) - 
Theo (Lockwood, one of teammate Rich 
Alexander's two mechanics) was help- 
ing us out this weekend - really, the 
whole team was at my disposal this 
weekend. I mean I had guys taking 
splits, I had guys getting times of every- 
body else, I had guys watching lines, I 
had guys working on my setup, you 
know, I mean... It wasn't from lack of 
effort. But unfortunately we never really 
found a way around a couple of our big 
problem areas." 

Hayden had noticed and tried sever- 
al times to close the gap in the Carousel 
and the following run to turn seven, as 
well as trying to stick a wheel in enter- 
ing turn 11. The pair spent the entire 15 
laps never more than a few lengths 
apart, and even when they got separat- 
ed by lapped riders, Kipp could never 
pull away. Hayden tried one final time 
to get the win late in the race.

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"I got close in there (turn seven) and 
11, and on the last lap I got pretty close in 
seven in the middle of the corner," Hay- 
den said. ^But I had it stepped around a 
little too much coming out and I couldn't 
get any kind of drive. That's probably the 
closest I got there, and then 11." 

Kipp hung on to win by .112 of a sec- 
ond. 

Randoph's ride to third place was 
relatively uneventful, as he was unable 
to keep up with the leaders. Late in the 
race, Parriott was making his charge, 
and Randolph got held up by lapped 
riders and a waving yellow, but the 
Suzuki rider hung on to the spot, never 
truly coming under fire from the Honda 
rider. 

"There were three guys racing for 
position on the last lap going down into 
seven that I got stuck behind," Ran- 
dolph said of the riders he caught up to 
after losing a few seconds during a yel- 
low flag. "I just tried to make real good, 
clean passes on them. I knew if I got 
past a couple of them, Parriott wasn't 
going to be able to get through them 
(quickly), either. I was aware he was 
closing, so I just did the smart thing and 


‘got by those guys enough to get to the 


finish line." 

Parriott had run the early laps in 
sixth place but was able to catch both 
Zemke and Moore to take fourth at the 
flag. 

Penke had used up his tires trying to 
force his ill-handling bike to keep pace 
with the top three, and he was also 
passed by Moore at the line. 

“Tve been fighting setup all week- 
end,” Zemke said. “A lot of people were 
happy to see me on pole, but I kind of 
knew the bike still wasn't where it need- 
ed to be, and it showed in the race. Try- 
ing to stay up with the lead pack at the 
start just ruined the tire." 

Moore had his own troubles. 

^We had a problem with the trans- 
porter hauling the bikes here, and we 
didn't have any bikes to ride on Thurs- 
day," Moore said. "When we finally got 
them on Friday, the bike kept shutting 
off - it wouldn't run. We found the 
problem, but it was really late Friday, so 
when I finally had a bike that was run- 
ning, it wouldn't handle. We found the 
direction we needed to go in, and we 
simply ran out of time. (The) top five 
will do for this weekend, but I definitely 
want to get back on the box." см

Northerners 
rule

SONOMA, CA, APR. 25 

Т: podium of the Mazda Trucks 
250cc Grand Prix race at Sears 
Point Raceway in Northern Cali- 

fornia belonged, appropriately enough, 

entirely to Northern Californians, the 

best among them being Chuck Sorensen. 

As he's done all year, the San Jose 
resident blitzed the field, making short 
work of his peers before settling into an 
unmatchable pace that would translate 
to his third race win in a row. Sorensen 
had 10 seconds at the halfway point and 
wasn't slowing down. The race was red- 
flagged on the 12th of 15 laps, so there 
was no margin of victory or official 
time, and it wasn't restarted, a popular 
move among the riders. 

"It would've been nuts and I wasn't 
looking forward to it," World Sports 
Imports' Sorensen said. "I probably 
would've still tried to win the race, but 
bad stuff could've happened." 

Bad stuff happened to everyone else. 
Sorensen followed San Franciscan Al 
Salaverria for one lap, then took his

leave. Bolting at better than a second per 
lap, Sorensen's game was in the num- 
bers. 

“АП weekend long we kind of hit a 
wall on Friday and we were stuck at low 
44s, and then we made some radical 
changes for the heat race on Saturday, 
and we immediately dropped a second 
and clicked off a high 42," the Yamaha- 
mounted Sorensen said. "From that 
point on it was just putting my head 
down and getting those plus signs on 
my board." 

What it translated to was a com- 
manding points lead in the Mazda 
Trucks 250cc Grand Prix Series. After 
four of 12 races, Sorensen has a massive 
40-point lead, 140-100, over Broward 
Motorsport's Quenni King, the Floridian 
who was fifth today and first non- 
Northern Californian. 

Sorensen was comfortably out front 
when the race was stopped after Saman 
Perera crashed in the hay-bale chicane 
just before the start-finish line. With Per- 
era lying almost on the track, the AMA 
had no choice but to stop the race, a 
move the riders applauded. 

Salaverria goaded his rickety KMS 
Hair Products’ Aprilia RSV250 to sec- 
ond today, prevailing in a wonderfully 
intense racelong duel with San Jose’s 
Geep Terranova, who was riding a 
Yamaha. The Terranova Painting- 
backed Yamaha rider held the second 
spot before Salaverria taught him some- 
thing he’d never seen. 

Terranova took over second on the 
sixth lap and held the spot until the 


‘ninth, when Salaverria went by between 


turns eight and eight-A. On lap 11, Ter- 
ranova sneaked under Salaverria going 
into turn seven, with Salaverria finding 
the narrowest of openings to return the 
favor, again between eight and eight-A. 
The move was decisive and clean, and 
Terranova respected it. 

“Heck, yeah, I was surprised,” Terra- 
nova said. “I’ve never been passed 
there. I think I’m absolutely the domi- 
nant on the esses and I got schooled 
hard today. But I must respect him. It 
stood me up, because I was like, ‘How 
did he do that?’ But he did it and it was 
awesome to watch and I was just happy 
to get right back with the pack.” 

The race was stopped soon afterward 
with Salaverria in second, where he'd 
finish, and Terranova in third. 

"The battle with Geep was incredi- 
ble," Salaverria said. "Geep was a lot 
stronger going into turn seven than I 
was on the brakes. He just had that cor- 
ner down pretty good. I would get him 
back in turn eight-A. He gave.me a cou- 








ple of inches there and Id take it. I knew 
it was going to be that run to the line if 
the race went the distance. Fortunately, 1 
was just ahead of him at that time when 
the red flag came out; otherwise I 
would've been third." 

Salaverria knew that, once he got 
passed, trying to stick with Sorensen 
wasn't an option, given the state of his 
Aprilia. 

"It's the same old story," Salaverria 
said of his aged Aprilia. "I don't mean to 
complain, but it's really worn out. We're 
just lucky to finish the race and be com- 
petitive and even see Chuck for a while. I 
know in my mind if I were to be on newer 
equipment, I could run with Chuck. For 
the most part, my hat's off to him." 

Given the machine struggles he'd 
been having, Terranova was content 
with third. 

“I was just happy to be where I was 
at, because I was going so slow all 
weekend," Terranova said. 

Just how he got up to pace for the 
race was a mystery. 

“I don't know,” he admitted. “I sure 
wish somebody would tell me, because I 
was totally depressed." 

Alone in fourth was Vacaville, Cali- 
fornia's Jeffrey Leggitt, the Mach 1 
Motorsports rider earning top Honda 
honors. 

Then came Quenni King, on another 
Yamaha, trying to make a late run at 
Leggitt after breaking free from Edward 
Sorbo, who'd been hooked up with him 
for much of the race. 

Chris Ulrich, Jeffrey Vos, Edward 
Marchini and John France rounded out 
the top 10 finishers, the first two 
riding Yamahas with the final two on 
Hondas. см

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couldn't quite get the drive the way I 
went in. I went in kind of hot and 
squared it in a bit. I didn't have enough 
for him today. My hat's off to him." 

It was Miller's first podium of the 
year. 

Not so for third-place finisher Kurtis 
Roberts. The second Erion Racing 
Honda rider has now finished first, sec- 
ond and third, which he took today after 
realizing that he didn't have the 
machine under him to be competitive. 

"We were struggling a bit in the 
race," Roberts said. "I wasn't going very 
good. We were a little behind on setup 
because of how I've been riding this 
weekend. We went a little better this 
morning, made some changes for the 
race, but I was having some problems in 
some corners that were really slowing 
us down. I could tell in the beginning I 
was really slowing Nicky down. When 
he got past, I knew he would, but I 
wasn't trying to keep him behind me. I 
knew he could get up there with Miller. 
So I was just concentrating on getting by 
(Joshua) Hayes. I could tell he was hav- 
ing some problems, but I just couldn't 
get around him till about halfway." 

Roberts chased the Valvoline EMGO 
Suzuki of Josh Hayes for the first seven 
laps before passing him at about the 
midpoint of the race. By then he was 
about 6.5 seconds behind the Hayden- 
Miller duel with little chance of catching 
up. He said that it took him "so long to 
get by him that the chance of that (catch- 
ing Hayden) was kind of gone after I got 
by him." 

The problem was suspension. 

“I just was having a hard time get- 
ting it through the esses on line," 
Roberts said. ^It was running wide there 
and some other places that you really 
don't want to run wide at that slow you 
down." 

In the end he finished a little over 13 
seconds behind Miller, with just over 3.5 
on Hayes. 

Roberts said he wasn't sure why he 
never got up to speed, though it may 
have had something to do with the 
nature of the track. 

“Maybe it's all the walls I don't like,” 














he said. "I was kind of behind all week- 
end." 

Even with his third-place finish, 
Roberts keeps the lead in the Formula 
Xtreme championship. After three of 11 
races, Roberts has 97 points, Hayes 88, 
and Hayden 86. 

Hayes finished fourth, well in front 
of his teammate Grant Lopez, who was 
a solitary fifth. 

Lopez had been in an early scrap 
with Chandelle Motorsports' Jeff Short 
before dropping him near the middle of 
the race. Short was a secure sixth, 
though Champion Truck Rentals' Jeff 
Hagan made a run at him at the end. 

San Franciscan AI Salaverria, in his 
second race on the Dutchman Racing 
Yamaha R-1, was by himself in eighth, 
though Graves Motorsports' Paul Har- 
rell, also R-1-equipped, could see him 
not that far ahead. 

GSRacing's Cory Call came out on 
top of a three-way fight for 10th, the 
Suzuki rider besting Grigg Electric 
Company's Steve Grigg and the Yamaha 
R-1 of Don Greene. см

Surprise, 
it’s 
Montano

Te was perhaps no one more 
surprised by Thomas Montano's 
race-winning pass than Shawn 

Higbee. 

Tilley's H-D/Buell's Higbee, who 
earned pole position by winning the 
faster of two heat races, appeared to be 
pulling a disappearing act in the Pro- 
gressive Insurance Pro Thunder final 
on a cold and overcast day at Sears 
Point Raceway. After all, just five laps 
into the race he had a gap of better than 
one second on second-placed Dave 
Estok on the Motorcycle Online Buell, 
with Monroe Motors' Montano down 
in third place and seemingly not a fac- 
tor. 

And things only looked better for 
Higbee, riding fast and smoothly on this 
bumpy, technical course, when his chal- 
lenger, second-placed Estok, suddenly 


slowed with transmission trouble that : 


ultimately forced him out of the race. 

"It looked like it was going to go our 
way from the get-go," Higbee said. ^I 
was just trying to open up a gap of any 
kind. It went pretty good. I looked back 
once or twice and then it was about 
midway or just past midway and I got 
passed. It startled me a little bit. I was a 
little drawn back by the fact that I just 
got passed. It took me a second to 
readjust and get focused on catching 
him again. I ran up on a lapper and just 
lost my focus there for a little bit there 
and allowed him to get away." 

Montano had his work cut out for 
him after getting off the line in fourth 
place. He was given third when Cory 
Call's GSRacing Ducati 748 had its 
clutch let go and then took second over 
from the fading Estok. 

“I got a fairly good start, but I think 
those bikes got a little more poop than 
ours," Montano said. "We've mostly 
been just with suspension stuff and not 
much with the motgr. I thought it was 
going to be tough to catch those guys 
in terms of power, and then I put my 
head down and started reeling them 
in. Then I smelled something and 
thought, ‘Is that my bike?’ because I've 
had bad luck with it. Then Cory all of a 
sudden just wasn’t accelerating any- 
more and I got him. Then I caught up 
on Dave, and he was riding really 
hard, and Shawn and Dave were really 
going at it, so I thought, ‘This is going 
to be tough.'" 

The Estok part of the equation turned 
out not to be so hard. 

"| think Dave popped a transmis- 
sion - I’m sure he missed a shift in the 
chicane, and then I got him," said 
Montano. "Then I thought, "There's 
the man out there, Higbee, it's going 
to be tough to get him.' I think it was 
that he got caught off guard. Some- 
times it's easier to chase than to lead, 





so when I got out in the lead, then I 
started thinking I’d better keep my 
head down." 

Montano took the lead on lap nine 
and held it to the end of the race, Higbee 
both surprised by the pass and distract- 
ed by another problem. 

^He was riding really smooth and 
really strong, so it was a challenge to 
catch back up to him," Higbee said. 
"Then my suit started unzipping. At 
first it didn't bother me - it was only 
partway down - and it drew my atten- 
tion a little bit but I didn't give it much 
thought. Then it got progressively worse 
and unzipped totally. I was like an air- 
brake. I was having a hard time holding 
on to the bike because my whole suit 
was filling up with air. Under braking it 
was good, everywhere else it sucked. I 
can't say enough about the team. The 
Don Tilley team worked really hard. We 
made a lot of changes to the bike, and 
the thing was really dialed for the race. I 
just made a few errors on the race track, 
but the bike was great today. ^ 

Hal's H-D/Buell's Billy Graef was 
third after being hounded by HMC Rac- 
ing's Shawn Conrad for most of the 
race. 

^We had some oil leaking yesterday 
and today in practice, so it was kind of, 
‘Let's get it patched up and see where 
we're at.’ I was a little hesitant, thinking 
it was going to leak oil on me, but it 
didn't, thanks to my mechanics. I just 
kind of set my pace, and Shawn Conrad 
and I just started racing it out. I had to 
be in that winner's circle. I hadn't done 
it at all this year, and it was getting pret- 
ty lonely going off the track back to the 
trailer, so I just really put my head 
down and tried to stay consistent and 
not do anything dumb." 

Conrad's mechanic, Travis Schultze, 
said that they had been riding a second 
Ducati 748 with a shorter swingarm to 
make the bike turn quicker, but got 
headshake that they couldn't eliminate 
before race time. 

Conrad made it past Graef near the 
end of the race, but the Buell rider 
moved right back by to take the final 
spot on the podium. 

Silverman Museum Racing's Jeff 
Nash took his Ducati Supermono to 
fifth. 

Conrad leads the championship with 
120 points to Graef's 103. Call is third 
with 96 points, followed by Bill St. John, 
ninth today, in fourth (95), James Lick- 
war in fifth with 92 and Higbee with 92. 
Race winner Montano is seventh on 85 
points. см

MOTEGI, JAPAN, APR. 25 
"uw; enny Roberts Jr. faced his 
& toughest-ever racing test in the 
rain at Motegi on Sunday. 


Lu 
ser After leading his second GP 
from the start, and as the rain redou-: 


bled, he started to feel the hot breath of 
multi-time World Champion Mick 
Doohan down the back of his neck. 

Countless other riders have wilted 
under this pressure, and, as the gap 
closed down by up to a second per lap 
until it was less than three seconds with 
five of the 23 laps to go, it seemed that 
the 25-year-old Malaysian GP winner 
might be about to do the same. 

Not this guy. 





His blue-and-white Suzuki sluing 
under braking and skipping through the 
puddles, Roberts upped his pace lap by 
lap until by the end he had opened it up 
to 3.8 seconds for a classic second suc- 
cessive win at the first-ever GP at the 
new Motegi Twin-Ring circuit outside 
Tokyo, where 61,000 fans braved the 
awful weather conditions for the inau- 
gural race. 

"When I saw Mick was coming, I 
thought, "Man, what do I do now? Do I 
wait for him or try and get away?' I 
don't have much experience of this sort 
of situation," said the 25-year-old son of 
a legend, nicknamed "American 
Express" by his delighted Suzuki team. 

Doohan was magnanimous in defeat, 
congratulating Roberts while explaining 
that his same-as-before Honda wasn't 





up to the challenge of a good rider on a 
rival bike. 

"The only thing Honda have 
changed is the paint - and it's not 
enough," Doohan said. "It was hard for 
me to pass to get into second, because I 
wasn't winning the drag races for 
once." 

He'd had to pass the fast-starting 
Yamahas of Carlos Checa and Norifumi 
Abe, with Abe holding on to third 
though dropping back at the finish on 
his 1998-spec Antena 3 Yamaha. 

Checa lost more ground, finishing 
sixth behind the Repsol Hondas of Alex 
Criville and Sete Gibernau, who had 
changed places on the final lap. But the 
popular Marlboro Yamaha rider again 
had the satisfaction of finishing ahead of 
his illustrious teammate Max Biaggi,

who was ninth after his “first race in the 
rain on a 500." 

John Kocinski did not finish, with a 
second successive race crash while lying 
11th on the Kanemoto Honda after start- 
ing again from the front row. Simon 
Crafar also crashed out on the Red Bull 
Yamaha on the first lap, and his team- 
mate Regis Laconi on the second after 
briefly leading on the run into the first 
corner. 

Shinya Nakano made no mistakes on 
the Chesterfield Yamaha to claim his 














first 250cc win of the season and Yama- 
ha's first since Indonesia in 1996, lead- 
ing the crash-strewn race almost from 
start to finish as the rain eased off and 
then redoubled. Tohru Ukawa, riding 
the Shell Advance Honda, was second, 
overtaking defending champion Elf Axo 
Honda's Loris Capirossi in the closing 
stages to pull away, with pole-starting 
privateer Franco Battaini a career-best 
fourth on his FGF Aprilia. 

Valentino Rossi, slow in qualifying in 
the unfamiliar wet conditions, rode a 
steady race to finish seventh, behind 
wild-card riders Daijiro Katoh (last 
year’s winner) and Tatsuya Yamaguchi, 
both riding Castrol Hondas. 

Anthony West had another impres- 
sive ride on the Shell Advance Honda, 
finishing 10th with a yawning gap of 
more than 15 seconds to the next man. 

Playlife Honda’s Masao Azuma 
claimed a second successive win in a 
125cc race of attrition, joining the lead- 
ers after five laps and then keeping his 
head as they slithered off all about him. 
Wild card Hideyuki Nakajo, riding the 
Jha Honda, was a distant second, with 
Via Digitale Honda’s Emilio Alzamora 
another 10 seconds behind in third. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


Laconi had a moment of glory, riding 
round the outside of Roberts at the first 
turn - but it only lasted 50 yards or so, 
and his next move was a very lucky 
escape, running off the track on the back 
straight on lap two while in second, fly- 
ing off as he hit the mud, and escaping - 
by inches - being thrown onto the 
Armco barrier. 

By now Roberts was already making 
the most of the clear track and working 
on building up a cushion. At the same 
time, Abe squeaked past Doohan to run 
away in second while the Australian 
was busy fending off Checa’s apparent- 
ly faster Yamaha. By the time he got free

on lap five or so, Roberts was more than 
two seconds clear of Abe, and Doohan 
was a similar distance behind the Japan- 
ese Yamaha rider. 

Roberts kept on stretching away until 
he was better than eight seconds clear 
by half-distance. But Doohan didn't 
seem to be able to do anything about 
Abe, who was riding as well as he seems 
able to in Japan, in spite of his avowed 
dislike of racing in the rain. At this point 
Doohan did pass him, only to be 
repassed under acceleration. It took him 
another lap to get by once and for all, 
with a forceful move through the fast 
chicane. 

“As the race wore on, I started to get 
a better feel from the bike," said 
Doohan, who now embarked on one of 
those vengeful and remorseless pursuits 
that are generally the undoing of his 
would-be rivals. 

As Roberts made a mistake on lap 15, 
his time dropping into the 2:05 bracket, 
Doohan was slashing his own times - 
running 2:03s and then, on lap 19, a blis- 
tering 2:02. The gap shrank in jumps of 
up to a second. With six laps left and a 
gap of only 2.9 seconds between them, 
the outcome seemed inevitable: Doohan 
would catch his young challenger and 
then redouble the pressure, and Roberts 
would either succumb or fall off - easily 
done in the conditions. 

It was not to be. Roberts was getting 
good signals, and he was able to 
respond, cutting his own time little by 
little, lap by lap, to slow the rate of 
Doohan's catching up and then finally, 
amazingly, to reverse the trend as he 
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(Above) Shinya Nakano made no mistakes 
en route to giving Yamaha its first 250cc 
victory since the Indonesian Grand Prix in 
1996.

ain was the story of the race, and of practice, with 

only the 125s and 500s having a dry track for the 

timed sessions. Threatening clouds meant that all 
made maximum use of that dry track as soon as possible, 
and the readiest was Malaysian GP winner Kenny 
Roberts Jr., who set pole time early in the session. 

“I knew when I'd done the lap, it was good enough 
for the front row, and that's all I wanted. After that I 
went into race mode, to get the bike fast for 40 minutes 
rather than just one Іар,” he said. 

Riding the semi-Big Bang motor, he looked neat and 
well-controlled - an impression he rather spoiled by run- 
ning off the track twice on Friday and once again at low 
speed on Saturday. 

Doohan was in a vengeful mood after missing the 
front row and the rostrum last week, and he was still 
waiting for machine developments from Honda but was 
still fighting understeer on his “unimproved” NSR. He 
ended up three-tenths slower than Roberts. Just to prove 


his intent, however, he stayed out for most of the second: 


streaming-wet session, running the most laps of anyone 
and ending up seven-tenths ahead of the next man, 
teammate Alex Criville. Roberts was way down after 
only seven laps but had already been second quickest (to 
Norifumi Abe) in the untimed morning session. Then 
Roberts was fastest in race-morning warmup, beating 
even Doohan's fast time of the previous afternoon. 

The grid may have been hit-and-miss, but it had the 
same personnel as last week, except that Doohan had 
displaced rival Max Biaggi. 

Carlos Checa was third fastest, though he said he was 


still coming to terms with the feeling of the Yamaha, and 
John Kocinski was alongside him. Both had been victims 
of frightening crashes as rain spots began at the end of 
the session, falling on the last corner, with their bikes 
continuing across the track to the pit wall. Checa's Yama- 
ha actually hit the wall; Kocinski's fell at the foot and 
started to burn. | 

Biaggi led the second row, with times ultra-close and 
mere tenths separating them - from Checa in third to 
Sete Gibernau in 14th was covered by just a second. 

Alex Barros was alongside, then Regis Laconi, making 
a much better transition to Michelins from Dunlops than 

‚ his teammate Simon Crafar, down in 21st position. 
Tadayuki Okada's Honda completed the row, and Alex 
Criville led the third from Abe's Yamaha and the two 
other Suzukis of Nobuatsu Aoki and Yukio Kagayama. 

One-race wild-card man Shinichi Itoh was 13th when 
he wasn't crashing - and then came Gibernau, Juan Borja 
and Tetsuya Harada, who was far from happy in his first 
ride on the Aprilia in the rain. 

Jurgen van den Goorbergh was 19th on the MuZ, 
ahead of Jean-Michel Bayle on the downbeat Modenas; 
Noriyasu Numata - substituting for Luca Cadalora on 
the second MuZ - was 25th, and Mike Hale was 26th and 
last on the second Modenas. 

The 250cc practice was wet throughout, and semi-pri- 
vate Aprilia rider Franco Battaini screwed up his courage 
and won the lottery for his first-ever pole position. This 
is not to undervalue his achievement. Shinya Nakano 
tried hard to depose him on the Yamaha for his home GP 


but was a full half-second shy. Countryman Tohru . 
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Ukawa was third, just six slender thousandths slower - 
and he too was challenging for pole when he fell. 

"I was too greedy,” he said. 

The last man on the front row was another first-timer: 
Jeremy McWilliams, riding a semi-works Aprilia like- 
that of Battaini. 

"The bike is really good," said the ex-Honda rider. 
“But it is difficult to set. We're still learning how to do 
RU 

Marcellino Lucchi's factory Aprilia led row two from 
Olivier Jacque's Yamaha, and wild cards Matsudo and 
Yaniaguchi - Japan's one-race men - for once beaten by 
the visitors. 

The big stars, however, were on row three. Last 
week's winner, Loris Capirossi, led the rank from last 
year's GP winner Daijiro Katoh, and Valentino Rossi's 
factory Aprilia. Rossi admitted he did not like the rain. — 

“I have no 250 experience in these conditions,” he 
said. 

Ex-125cc man Tomomi Manako completed the row; 
Jay Vincent led row four. | 

Anthony West was an impressive 17th in spite of a 
crash. 

There were 31 qualifiers. 

Lucio Cecchinello claimed his first pole in the 125cc 
class, his Honda ahead of Roberto Locatelli's Aprilia, 
Emilio Alzamora on a Honda and Gianluigi Scalvini, rid- 
ing an Aprilia. Last week's winner, Honda-mounted 
Masao Azuma, was sixth fastest, behind Mirko Giansan- 


ti's Aprilia.

sighting lap, Nakano's Chesterfield 
Yamaha leaped into ‘an immediate lead, 
and he was almost one second clear by 
the end of the first lap. Then his old All- 
Japan rival Naoki Matsudo, on a wild- 
card BP Yamaha, started to close up on 
him, with Stefano Perugini’s Fila Honda 
on his tail, only to crash out on the third 
lap, his front wheel tucking under in 
what was a rather typical crash for the 
wet race. 

Olivier Jacque, on the second 
Chesterfield Yamaha, was by now clos- 
ing on the leaders for a possible Yamaha 
1-2-3, only to suffer the same fate one 
lap later. He tried to restart, but one 
cylinder wasn’t firing and one footpeg 
was snapped off. 

This left the two Japanese riders 
alone up front, with Matsudo pushing 
hard enough for Nakano to let him pass 
on the sixth lap. But he only lasted one 
more lap before he, too, folded the front 
wheel under and slid off. He also 
remounted, successfully, to finish 11th, 
unable to match his earlier lap times on 
his damaged bike. 

Thus Nakano continued in glorious 
solitude in front of his home crowd to 
claim his first GP win in fine style, able 
to let a gap of eight seconds on lap 20 
shrink comfortably to just over 2.6 sec- 
onds at the finish. 

"I shouted so loud in my helmet as I 
crossed the line,” he said. “It was my 
dream to win my home GP.” 

Pole starter Franco Battaini was also 
riding well, holding a solid second place 
for much of the race, with champion 
Capirossi’s Honda close behind, but not 
close enough. Then Capirossi started to 
close up, at the same time as Tohru 
Ukawa on the Shell Advance Honda 
managed to escape from a wild-card bat- 
tle between Daijiro Katoh's and Tatsuya 
Yamaguchi's Hondas and also close up. 

Battaini fended off Capirossi’s first 
attempt but succumbed a lap later on 


substituting for the absent Luca Cadalo- 
ra on the MuZ. Numata was six seconds 
back at the finish but comfortably clear 
of Jose-Luis Cardoso on the second TSR 
twin Honda. Only then came Tadayuki 
Okada, who had been all at sea on his 
Repsol Honda with terrible wheelspin 
problems. 

Sebastian Gimbert, Markus Ober, 
Michael Rutter and Mike Hale on the 


second Modenas filled out the 19 finish- 
ers without points; Jean-Michel Bayle 
abandoned his Modenas out on the 
track with electrical problems, Jurgen 
van den Goorbergh’s MuZ suffered sim- 
ilar gremlins for an early retirement, 
and a highly disgruntled Tetsuya Hara- 
da pulled in on the Aprilia V-twin, judg- 
ing his Dunlops to be completely inade- 
quate for the conditions. 





Thus surprise title leader Roberts 
extended his points lead, while Doohan 
moved into second - 50 points to 33. 
Checa has 30, Criville 29 and fifth- 
placed Barros 18.

With front-row qualifier Jeremy 
McWilliams left in the pits, unable to 
start after ignition trouble struck on the 





lap 15. Then it was Ukawa’s turn to 
move smoothly inside the privateer as 
the rain started to fall heavily. 

At this point he was the fastest man 
on the track, and he easily caught 
Capirossi to ride past him on the outside 
and pull away. He was charging at the 
finish but had left it too late - but he was 
still an impressive 6.5 seconds ahead of 
Capirossi at the end. 
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Briefly... 
Suzuka is finished as a GP circuit, and the Japanese GP will 
henceforth be held at the new Motegi facility, close to the popu- 
lous Tokyo area, if а. decision not to homologate the old track 
remains in force. The original plan was to. alternate the race 
between the new-track and the old, but a document issued by FIM 
safety officer Franco Uncini unequivocally states that homologa- 
tion will be withheld from Suzuka, on the grounds of safety. This 
was а shock to the GP paddock, which has been prepared to tum 
a blind eye to some of the dangerous areas of the old track 
because in other ways it is such a magnificent circuit. With a vari- 
ety of corners including the famed "130R" left-hander at.the end 
of the straight, Suzuka has always been popular with. riders and 
teams as a place where riding talent counted for as much as 
machine performance. Close 500cc racing was more frequent 
than otherwise, a valuable commodity in recent times. "It's 
strange that the track is not safe for GP riders, but it is safe fór 
the Suzuka 8 Hours race," said one disgruntled Honda team man. 
Honda owns both Suzuka and Motegi. 


Motegi is a vastly impressive track, comprising a full Indy-style 
oval as well as the 2.977-mile road racing track, which passes out 
beneath the banking and back again via a pair of well-lit under- 
passes. Compared with Suzuka, its major advantage - apart from 
the better safety inherent with its more modern design - is its 
proximity to Tokyo, less than 100. miles by road: Its capacity for 
pulling crowds was clear from the start, with 30,000 spectators 
claimed for the second: day of practice (this was somewhat 
implausible given the empty grandstands), and 20,000 advance 
ticket sales for the-race: The organizers claimed 61,000 on race 
day. For such a vast project - $350 million spent, seven hills flat- 
tened and two valleys filled іп - the new track has one major draw- 





back: difficult access via. a single two-lane road through the hills. 


As a result, the organizers are able to sell tickets for only half-of 


the full 30,000 grandstand capacity, in order to avoid terminal traf- 


7. fic jams. Not that grandstand spectators can see much - only the 


start-finish straight, separated from them by the width of the oval 
track straight, and its pit lane. The full oval is, however, visible. 


Motegi's nature is mainly stop-and-go, with three U-bends and 
several other slow corners - but fears that this would favor Hon- 
das and lead to dull racing were not realized.. "It's about 60-per- 
cent stop-and-go, but the rest is flowing and there are some fast 
corners - it's not that bad to ride," said pole qualifier Kenny 
Roberts Jr. Many riders enjoyed the hard braking required for the 
three very slow corners, while the surface was sufficiently well- 
drained to cope with even a considerable deluge on Saturday 
afternoon. The feelings of non-riders were not so favorable - main- 
ly because of the extreme inconvenience of time-consuming trav- 
el, as well as cramped and primitive press-room and other facili- 
ties.

away again. “I tested the bike once in the winter, and | made 
some suggestions what it needed. HRC have made some 
changes, but they seem to be in the wrong direction." said 
Doohan.

It didn't leak or anything, but it was just tacked 
together and wasn't up to racing spec. So there wasn't much 
point in testing it anyway,” Doohan has complained for some time 
about a lack of development to the NSR.

Both he 
and Mick Doohan strenuously denied rumors that they were plan- 
ning to pair up for the 8 Hours, riding a Honda.sponsored by 
Shell, the company that backs the 250cc team co-owned by 
Doohan, and that had been linked with a rumored one-man 500cc 
team for Doohan this year. "My contract is specifically not to ride 
the 8 Hours," said Doohan. “And there's no way | could ride a 
Shell-backed bike while ! am employed by HRC to ride in the Rep- 
Sol team." 


Wayne Rainey was another visitor to the Japanese track, after 
flying out as the guest of Yamaha for a special reception at the 
factory. They presented him with his 1991. title-winning Yamaha, 
which will join the 1990 machine he. already has at his Monterey 
home. Rainey, who retired at the end of last year as team 
owner/manager, denied that he plans to get involved in racing 
again in the United States. "I'm really enjoying being at home,” he 
said. 


Luca Cadalora was a Motegi no-show, taking his new Team 
Biland MuZ squad by surprise. After retiring from the first race last 
week, Cadalora decided to go home, saying, "We are way behind 
in our test schedule in comparison to the other factory teams, and 
under these circumstances it is not possible for me to show the 
bike's true potential. | am convinced that we can run with the lead- 
ers on tracks where we have a similar base to start from, but it is 
impossible to make up in:four short practice sessions what the oth- 
ers did in days and days of testing. do not want to lose my motiva- 
tion in a fight that we cannot win. | decided to skip this race and get 
ready to attack again in Jerez."

Battaini hung on to fourth, with last 
year's winner, Katoh, just getting past 
Yamaguchi for the finish. 

Another seven second back in an oth- 
erwise rather processional race came 
Rossi, who had tangled with Katoh for a 
while before dropping back.

Briton Jason Vincent, riding the Pad- 
getts Honda, and Johan Stigefelt also 
crashed out; there were 21 finishers. 

Capirossi and Nakano share the title 
lead with 41 points each, with Ukawa 
on 40. Then comes Rossi on 20 and Luc- 
chi on 17.

The track was drying at the start but 
stayed wet enough for a race with many 
fallers. Early leaders Roberto Locatelli, 
on the Vasco Rossi Aprilia, and pole 
qualifier Lucio Cecchinello, on the Givi 
Honda, were caught most impressively 
by Italian youngster Max Sabbatani and 
his Matteoni Honda, but all slithered 
off. Locatelli was out, but the others 
rejoined, Sabbatani strewing gravel over 
the start-finish straight. 

Azuma's Honda had in the meantime 
caught up with them and it remained 
impressively steadfast to the end, 
pulling out a vast lead of almost 22 sec- 
onds over Hideyuki Nakajoh's wild- 
card Honda. Emilio Alzamora got the 
best of the pursuit battle and also stayed 
on board for third, another 10 seconds 
back. 

Youichi Ui had meanwhile worked 
his way steadily through the pursuit 
pack to give the new Festina Derbi an 
impressive fourth place in only its sec- 
ond race. At the end he was heading a 
close group, with wild card Katsuji 
Uezu fending off Cecchinello by inches, 
with Sabbatani less than two seconds 
behind, having moved past defending 
champion Kazuto Sakata's Pileri Honda 
and wild card Kazuhiro Kubo, riding 
the Hitman Yamaha, in the closing 
stages. 

Eighteen of the 21 finishers were still 
on the same lap as the leaders in a 
widely spread field.

enterprise,” which marries the SwissAuto V-four engine with a new 
Chassis built in England; but it is quite in keeping with his character. 
| After frequently pulling out of races while riding a Yamaha in 1995, 
Cadalora upset both Yamaha and Suzuki last year by joining them 
as à substitute rider, only to leave again without standing on cere- 
mony. Team boss Rolf Biland, who helped develop the engine as a 
successful sidecar unit, said, “From a rider's point of view, | under- 
stand Luca's decision. From a team member's point of view, it is 
more difficult. We had planned and agreed to look at this race as 
just another test to improve the bike. | have to explain Luca's deci- 
sion to our-sponsors, and to our mechanics who have been working 
day and night to get the bikes ready in time." Cadalora's place was 
taken: by Japanese rider Noriyasu Numata, who previously cam- 
paigned the 250cc factory Suzuki. 


Two-stroke 500cc racers seem to have been reprieved from 
a death sentence in favor of a switch to four-strokes, according 
to a meeting between the FIM and manufacturers at the Japanese 
GP. The. FIM has now backtracked on earlier suggestions that 
four-strokes will take over completely. and it seems that instead 
of a mass switch to four-strokes, the current thinking of an 
increasingly complex and seemingly ill-conceived plan will rather 
find a way to open the current series to include four-strokes. Mys- 
tery surrounded the actual outcome of the crucial third meeting 
about the introduction. of four-strokes to the 500cc class, held at 
the Japanese GP. The only thing that was clear was the wide dis- 
parity of opinions between the various interests involved, and the 
fear that the attempt to alter the foundations of racing could.bring 
the whole edifice crashing down. The meeting included FIM presi- 
dent Francesco Zerbi, representatives of the factories, and the 
FIM's “commercial partners,” including not only СР and Super- 
-bike rights holders and TV people. but also motocross-series 
organizers. This was considered rather surprising, since the GP 


teams' organization IRTA was not invited. The variety of different 
interests creates an extraordinary lack of balance in the proposal 
for radical change. While the FIM wishes to preserve its income 
from both GPs and Superbikes, Dorna has a different agenda. 
Midway through a management buy-out, its prime consideration 
must be to increased the perceived value of GP racing, in order to 
maximize value of its shares. Superbike organizers need: to 
defend their series as the premier four-stroke championship, while 
GP participants need to ensure that if four-strokes are brought in, 
then the Superbikes are downgraded closer to production-racing 
level to preserve their own status. The Japanese factories need 
to consider the possibility of racing four-strokes in order to justify 
their racing budgets on the grounds of research and development, 
rather than only promotion and advertising. After the meeting, the 
GPMA (manufacturers' association) issued a statement that 
revealed little except that there was a possibility of racing two- 
strokes and four-strokes together in. the future, while the FIM 
statement was that they would now further study the possibility of 
rules to include both types of machine. 


Yamaha may race both two-stroke and. four-stroke “5005” 
simultaneously; or even continue to race two-strokes, according 
to racing big boss Mr. Toshimitsu lio. While the other major facto- 
ries have pulled back from making any. clear statements, Yamaha 
continues to play a more open hand, via the personable "Mr. Hun- 
dred-and-Ten." who revealed the extent of the confusion existing 
concerning. the proposals in a special meeting with the press. 
"Everything will depend on the regulations," he said. "We-need to 
find a formula that will allow four-strokes ànd two-strokes to com- 
pete against each other directly." While admitting that the costs 
of developing a racing four-stroke would be- high, he ‘said they 
would be easier to justify to management because it related to 
their product. "That is why the proposal began, and why we need 
to study the possibilities," he said.

ver since Team Honda filled the 
E first four positions at the opening 

round of the AMA Supercross 
Series at Anaheim 15 races ago, it's been 
tough for the Red Riders to duplicate 
that feat. But they came close at the Indi- 
anapolis Supercross, where Team 
Honda's Ezra Lusk and Mickael Pichon 
ruled the RCA Dome in front of 46,831 
spectators. 

Unfortunately for the team, though, 
the good finishes at Indy meant nothing 
in regard to the championship, with 
Jeremy McGrath having already 
clinched the 1999 series a week earlier 
with a second-place finish at the New 
Orleans Supercross. Still, Lusk, who also 
won at New Orleans, and Pichon gladly 
accepted their success at Indianapolis 
and will certainly ride their high wave 
into the next series, the AMA outdoor 
Nationals that gets under way May 1 at 
Glen Helen Raceway in San Bernardino, 
California. Only one more supercross 
race - in Las Vegas - takes place before 
then. 

As for Lusk, not only did he get 
another mental boost with the Indy win, 
but he also got a huge check for winning 
the Vans Triple Crown Series, the three- 
race series-within-a-series. The Anaheim 
I, Houston and Indianapolis Supercross 
rounds counted toward the Vans Triple 
Crown, in which the top rider of those 
three races receives a check made out 
for $25,000. Had one rider won all three 
races, however, he would’ve been 
$100,000 richer. The series basically 
came down to a winner-take-all battle at 
Indy between Lusk and McGrath, who 
actually held a two-point advantage. 
But McGrath, who seemed to have a 
bull’s-eye painted on his back at Indy, 
saw his chance of getting $25,000 
wealthier vanish into thin air after he 
got wiped out in a first-turn pileup. (It 
was one of many crashes for McGrath 
on the night.) After passing Kawasaki's 
Damon Huffman, who grabbed the 1- 
900-PRO-RACE Holeshot Award and 
the $1000 that comes with it, Lusk rode 
off to victory relatively unchallenged on 
his Mike Gosselaar-tuned Honda. It was 
his fifth win of the series. 

“I just had a good, comfortable race,” 
Lusk said. “I really have to thank Honda 
for sticking by me and helping pull me 
out of that rut I was in. I think I'm get- 
ting the confidence back up to where I 
had it last year." 

Pichon also slipped by Huffman 
early on and pretty much drafted off 
Lusk the whole way, never really get- 
ting close enough to challenge for the 
lead, except, perhaps, for the first few 
laps. Riding with a sore shoulder and 
ankle that he injured earlier in the week 


Up for grabs at the Indy Supercross was 
the $25,000 from the series-within-a-series 
Vans Triple Crown. Team Honda's Ezra 
Lusk walked away with the check 
following his main event win. 
















































while practicing and reaggravating 
them following another get-off during a 
practice session at Indy, Pichon was at 
least pleased with the way the main 
event turned out. 

"Things haven't been good for me 
the last two weeks - eighth and sixth," 
Pichon said, "so I just wanted to get 
back on the podium and move up in the 
championship." 

Which he did. Pichon climbed into 
fourth place, a spot previously occupied 
by Team Suzuki's Larry Ward, who was 
one of many who got caught up in that 
first-turn, multi-rider crash. He ended 
up a disappointing 17th. 

One of the biggest happenings of the 
night involved Tim Ferry, who rode a 
strong race, putting his Noleen-backed 
Yamaha on the third step of the podium. 
It was his best 250cc supercross finish 
ever, and it marked the first time that a 








privateer made the podium this year. 
Ferry ran fourth for most of the race and 
was more than happy to accept third 
when Huffman ended up on his head in 
a whoop section. 

“I think by far this is the best ever 
(feeling)," the 1997 Eastern Regional 
125cc Supercross Champion said, "even 
better than when I won the champi- 
onship in '97." 

Finishing fourth, approximately 
three seconds behind Ferry, was 
McGrath, whose performance was noth- 
ing short of spectacular when you con- 
sider the fact that he rounded the first 
lap in 17th place after falling in the first 
turn and suffering another small get-off 
during his climb to the front. 

“I was happy with the way I rode,” 
McGrath said. "You just can't let those 
guys get away like that."

champ Nathan Ramsey rounded out the 
top five after starting off in sixth. He 
was followed across the finish line by 
Indiana's own Mike LaRocco, who also 
got tangled up in the first turn. LaRocco 
hooked up with McGrath for a while 
before struggling to get around Ramsey, 
which he never did. Sixth went to Ricky 
Carmichael, who was never really a fac- 
tor in the race and who was followed 
across the line by Great Lakes Avia- 
tion/Honda rider Heath Voss, who ran 
among the leaders early in the race. It 
was by far his best ride of the year. 
Suzuki's Robbie Reynard and a strug- 
gling Chaparral/Yamaha's Steve Lam- 
son rounded out the top 10. 

‘Tm not letting it hang out as much 
as I need to," Lamson said of his now 
customary midpack finishes. "I have to 
keep plugging away." 

Huffman, meanwhile, looked to have 
third place sewn up, but he went down 
hard on the 13th lap, though he sal- 
vaged 11th, ahead of Jimmy Button, 
who also suffered a solo fall - also on the 
13th lap (right after Huffman's crash) - 
while seemingly set for a top-five finish. 

After Button came Suzuki's Greg 
Albertyn, followed by Yamaha Japan's 
Takeshi Koikeda, PJ1 National Arena- 
cross Champion Buddy Antunez, Planet 
Honda's Jean-Sebastien Roy, Ward and 
Plano Honda's Grayson Goodman. 
Nonfinishers included Moto XXX's Phil 
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Lawrence and Ty Wallace. At one point, 
Lawrence was running near the front 
before crashing. The same sort of thing 
happened to Roy, who was running in 
eighth when he went down in a turn. 


HEATS 


The first 250cc heat was a relatively 
uneventful affair, with Lusk jumping 
out to an early lead and pulling away 
for an unchallenged win. Excel Motor- 
sport's Josh Demuth, who had won the 
first 125cc heat race just a few minutes 
earlier, ran second for a while before 
dropping back. 

Crowd favorite LaRocco put his Fac- 
tory Connection/Jack in the Box Honda 
into second, but Lusk was already gone. 
LaRocco ended up second with room to 
spare over Carmichael, who took the 
checkered flag with Button's booming 
four-stroke right behind him. Finishing 
fifth, one spot out of a transfer, was 
Ferry, followed by Huffman, Lamson 
and Ramsey. Demuth finished out the 
race in ninth. 

The second heat race made up for the 
lack of excitement of the first elimination 
race. Mike Jones started things off with 
the holeshot, launching his Kawasaki 
over the triples ahead of Emig, McGrath, 
Albertyn and Ward. Jones played tough, 
keeping Emig and McGrath at bay while 
they diced back and forth. 

McGrath forced his way past Emig 
but struggled to get around Jones. With 
the top three riders extremely bunched 
up, Emig touched McGrath, who went 
ricocheting off the main line, surrender- 
ing positions to Ward and Albertyn. In 
the next turn, Emig cut under Jones and 
took the lead. Then Ward suddenly 
blitzed past everyone, including Emig. 
And the first lap wasn't even over yet! 
Ward led the way, followed by Emig, 
Albertyn, Jones, McGrath and Pichon.

But then McGrath began his drive to 
the front, pulling Pichon along with 
him. At one point, Pichon T-boned 
McGrath in a turn and almost put him 
onto the ground. McGrath, however, 
stayed upright and pushed onward. He 
soon tripled by Emig, cut to the inside of 
Albertyn and slowly reeled in Ward. On 
the last lap, McGrath still had about five 
or six bike lengths to catch the Suzuki 
rider. He inched closer to Ward and, 
through a section of whoops two turns 
from the finish, he pulled alongside 
Ward and passed him. 

Ward tried to get McGrath back over 
the finish-line jump, but the champ held 
on for a very exciting win. Albertyn 
ended up third after Emig fell near the 





halfway point and dropped off the 
pace. Pichon took fourth, ahead of Rey- 
nard, Voss, Antunez, Lawrence and 
Emig. 

“Oh, man, that was the craziest heat 
race ever," an obviously worked 
McGrath said. "I got a good start. Then 
we had Mad Mike (Jones) in front, 
whipping it in front of me. I was like, 
‘Oh my gosh, here we go.’ It was tough 
to get by him. Then Emig started ram- 
ming his wheels in everywhere, doing 
everything he can to slow everyone 
down, so I went backwards. I was get- 
ting knocked down by everyone. Then I 
got pissed. I started passing some guys - 
about ran Emig off the track.

He said the injuries are pretty much 
healed, except for the ankle, which is still giving him some discomfort.

LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Emig was expected to win the LCQ, 
but he was one of at least nine riders to 
hit the deck in the tight, 180-degree first 
turn. The former Supercross champ was 
slow to his feet - though uninjured - and 
his night was all but over.

Jones pushed into me and I high-sided." 

Free State Cycle's Kevin Crine 
emerged from the mayhem with a huge 
lead, one he would have no problem 
maintaining over Goodman, who pulled 
away from eventual third-place finisher 
James Evans. 


MAIN EVENT 


It didn't take long for things to go 
haywire in the main event, as many rid- 
ers went down in the first turn, includ- 
ing Wallace, Ward, LaRocco, Goodman 
and McGrath, among others. 

771 was kind of a little late on the 
start,” McGrath said. “Ward and those 
guys were fighting for positions. I was 
leaning all over Larry - he was driving 
in - and I just got stood up. The same 
thing happened to Button and LaRocco 
last week. There was nothing I could 
do." 

Of the group that went down, only 
McGrath and LaRocco were able to 
mount a serious comeback. Ward tried 
but would again crash. 

Meanwhile, Huffman came out with 
the holeshot, but both Lusk and Pichon 
got by him on the second lap. From 
there, the race was all red - as in Honda 
red - with Lusk gradually pulling away 
from his teammate and clicking off con- 
sistent 56-second lap times, though he 
did post a few 54s. At one point late in 
the race, Lusk built up about a six-sec- 
ond lead before letting it shrink back 
down to about five seconds. Lusk then 
backed it way off on the last lap, making 
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the official winning margin 4.005 sec- 
onds. 

“Tt was one of those nights that when 
the main event came around, I knew I 
had to be super-aggressive," Lusk said. 
“1 knew only a half a second (in lap 
times) split me and Jeremy, so I knew I 
had to be perfect. I came out of the gate 
really good. I was riding really, really 
aggressive early on, which I haven't 
done in a long time." 

Once out in front, Lusk paced him- 
self and played it smart. 

“I'm the- kind of guy that, if I'm 
pulling away from somebody or see I'm 
keeping the same distance every lap, I 
won't go any faster,” Lusk said. “TI just 
stay that same speed. I feel there just is 
no reason for me to push it if I don’t 
have to, and that's what did. For a long 
time there, I never looked back. I didn't 
want to know who it was - especially if 
it was Jeremy, because I knew he was 
going good tonight." 

Lusk contributed much of his win to 
being in good physical shape. 

"| think right now my strength is just 
amazing," Lusk added. "I don't think 
my heart rate got above 160 to 165. I just 
felt awesome. I think it would've been a 
great race between me and Jeremy." 

Pichon made it a 1-2 Honda sweep 
when he crossed the finish line a few 
seconds back. 

“1 was trying to stay with Ezra,” said 
Pichon, who is still looking for his first 
250cc SX win. ^I couldn't really go 
faster than him, but he made a couple 
of mistakes and almost went.down, but 
the track was pretty hard to make up 
time. Maybe he could make a mistake, 
maybe I could pass him. But he was 
strong the whole race. I was trying and 
trying.” 

Despite finishing on the podium for 
the first time since St. Louis and saying 
he was happy, you could still hear dis- 
appointment in Pichon’s voice. 

“Үт happy to get back on the podi- 
um, but I haven't got that win yet," he 
said. "My goal was to get in the top 





three (in the series). I’m not going to 
make it, but I’ll be close.” 

After getting passed by the two 
Honda riders, Huffman settled into 
third and finally shook off a pesky 
Ferry. By the halfway point, Huffman 
was pretty much all alone and had third 
place all but wrapped. Then, suddenly, 
he crashed. 

“My start was awesome - best all 
year," Huffman said. "But I lost the 
front end, jumped into the whoops and 
went over the bars. I’m real disappoint- 
ed. I tried real hard; I guess I tried too 
hard." 

Huffman's loss was certainly Ferry's 

ain. 
“I heard his (Huffman's) bike rev up 
from the other straightaway, so I knew 
he went down," Ferry said. "I knew I 
was in fourth and wanted to play it cool. 
Last week, I was running fifth and fell 
with two laps to go - I didn't want to do 
that again, because third is a big step 
from fifth. I felt really strong. I started 
getting a little bit pumped up because 
I've never ran fourth in the main before, 
but when Huffman fell, it set me up for 
a good podium finish." 

Meanwhile, both McGrath and 
LaRocco started cutting their way up 
through the pack, but McGrath's drive 
was momentarily stalled when he tan- 
gled with Albertyn on the fifth lap. 

“I probably would've finished second 
- for sure, third - if I didn't fall the sec- 
ond time," McGrath said. “Albee slipped 
out in front of me. I ran right into him as 
he took off and hit my wheel." 

One of the riders who passed 
McGrath was LaRocco, but McGrath got 
him back and charged to the front, near- 
ly catching Ferry. 

"| was making some good moves," 
McGrath said. "I was happy with the 
way I rode. I was in the zone - I could’ve 
rode another 20 laps. I had a lot of laps 
in the 54s." 

Ramsey ran as high as fourth after 
Huffman crashed and Button stalled his 
thumper, but the Kawasaki rider was

dropped back one spot by McGrath 
before it was all over. 

“I didn'treally feel that comfortable,” 
Ramsey said. “I haven't had much time 
on the 250. I got a pretty decent start, 
just kind of stopped making all those lit- 
tle bobbles that I had been making (in 
the heat races)." 

Ramsey, however, nearly lost anoth- 
er spot to LaRocco, who pressured the 
125cc champ the last six laps. 

After rounding the first lap in 18th, 
LaRocco charged hard to salvage sixth 
and protect his second place in the 
series point standings. With one race to 
go, LaRocco has a 13-point cushion over 
third-placed Lusk. 

Carmichael finished the race in sev- 
enth after a ninth-place start, and Voss 
ended up a respectable eighth after 
starting off in fifth. 

Reynard went from 14th to ninth at 
the finish, while Lamson went from 10th - 
to ninth, back to 11th, and then back to 
ninth before finishing where he started - 
in 10th. см

125cc Supercross Champion 

Ernesto Fonseca led every lap of 
the 125cc main event to record his sixth 
win of the year, his latest coming in 
front of more than 46,000 spectators at 
the RCA Dome. 

Fonseca fought for the holeshot with 
Suzuki rider Jiri Dostal before claiming 
the lead for his own. The Yamaha of 
Troy rider then gradually and steadily 
stretched out his lead over the 22-rider 
pack, leaving little doubt in anyone's 
mind as to who was going to win this 
one. It would be Fonseca all the way. 

"I'm really happy," the Costa Rican 
National Champion said after barely 
working up a sweat in the 15-lap race. "I 
had a good start and took it from there." 

With two of his major rivals - team- 
mate Stephane Roncada and 
FMF/Honda’s Tallon Vohland - side- 
lined with injuries, Fonseca had little to 
worry about going into the final Eastern 
Regional race of the year, but Vohland’s 
teammate Danny Smith did the best he 
could to give Fonseca a run for his 
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money. Smith settled into third off the 
start and then passed Dostal for second 
place on the sixth lap, but by then the 
damage had already been done. Smith 
found there was an insurmountable 
eight-second gap between himself and 
the leader, Fonseca. The Honda rider, 
however, did manage to whittle away a 
few seconds off that gap, only to have 
Fonseca step it up at the end. Smith offi- 
cially crossed the finish line some nine 
seconds behind Fonseca. 

“Danny was right there," Fonseca 
said. "He was coming on strong." 

But not strong enough. 

Still, Smith was happy with what 
was his best ride of the year. 

"I've had the speed all year, but I 
haven't been able to put it together," 
Smith said. “I’m happy with second, but 
I still want to win.” 

Finishing on the podium for the first 
time all season was Tyler Evans, on the 
DGY Racing Suzuki. Evans, who com- 
peted in the 250cc class as well, battled 
back from an early-race fall and took 
full advantage of a Brock Sellards mis- 
cue late in the race to secure third place. 

“1 saw Brock go down - I was so 
stoked to get third,” Evans said. “I’m 
kind of wore out (after riding the 250 
and 125cc heat races, as well as the 125cc 
main), but that might've helped me." 

Evans wasn’t the only double class 
rider in the 125cc main; so was fourth- 
place finisher Josh Demuth on the Excel 
Motorsports Yamaha. He caught up 
from an eighth-place start to finish 
fourth ahead of Primal Impulse/Suzuki 








rider Dostal, Demuth’s teammate Jason 
Thomas, SplitFire/Pro Circuit /Kawasa- 
ki’s Nick Wey and Protel/Triad Yama- 
ha’s Jim Neese. 

After falling down with two laps to 
go while running third, FMF/Honda’s 
Sellards took ninth, with A.M. 
Leonard /KRW’s Joseph Oehlhof round- 
ing out the top 10. 

In the series’ final standings, Fonseca, 
who already clinched the title at New 
Orleans, finished out the season with 
172 points and six wins. Wey’s seventh 
place in the main and Robbie Horton’s 
inability to qualify for the main solidi- 
fied Wey's second-place position in the 
series with 119 points and no wins. Hor- 
ton, however, finished out the year with 
a respectable third (103 points), fol- 
lowed by Sellards (98) and Danny Smith 
(88). Sellards was the only rider other 
than Fonseca to win an East Coast main 
all year. 


HEATS 


Demuth started things off in the first 
heat race by taking the holeshot and tak- 
ing full advantage of it. He kept his 
Yamaha out in front for all six laps. 

Team Green Kawasaki rider Jeff Gib- 
son, however, kept it close as he kept 
pace with Demuth the whole way, but 
he just couldn’t get close enough to 
force pass. 

Late in the race, Wey positioned his 
Kawasaki right behind the lead duo but 
ran out of time and had to settle for 
third, ahead of Suzuki rider Robbie 
Skaggs and Danny Smith. Filling out the

top nine qualifiers were Team 
Motoworld of El Cajon's Andy Harring- 
ton, Nicholson's Jimmy Wilson, Planet 
Honda/Pro Grip's Jason McCormick 
and Evans. 

"Jeff (Gibson) and I have been racing 
each other since we were little; he's an 
up-and-comer, and he's still coming," 
said winner Demuth following the race, 
adding, "It's tough out there. The track 
is really good and there're a lot of lines." 

Fonseca breezed to victory in the sec- 
ond heat after passing Suzuki rider 
Doug Parsons on the first lap. Both Fon- 
seca and Parsons avoided a huge first- 
turn pileup that involved, among others, 
Dostal, KTM's Kelly Smith, Oehlhof, 
Thomas, Sellards and Kevin Crine. 

Parsons held on to second for a while 
until Davey Yezek moved up on his F&S 
Suzuki and slipped by Parsons on the 
third lap. By that time, Yezek had no 
chance of catching.Fonseca, and he set- 
tled for second. 

Despite getting caught up in the first- 
turn pileup, Dostal charged through the 
pack to finish third, followed by Par: 
sons, Bromley Suzuki's Barry Carsten 
and Protel Yamaha rider Jim Neese. 
Rounding out the top nine were Smith, 
Sellards and Oehlhof. 

In the last-chance qualifier, in which 
the top four finishers transfer to the 
main, Thomas came from behind to win, 
followed by Crine, Kawasaki of Mis- 
souri's Brian Stone and RRP's Ty Wal- 
lace. 


MAIN 


Dostal edged out Fonseca for the 
holeshot in the 125cc main, but his lead 
would be short-lived. Before the first lap 
was over, Dostal had given up the point 





to the already crowned champ, while 
Team Motoworld of El Cajon's Andy 
Harrington settled into third, followed 
by Kelly Smith, Danny Smith, Tyler 
Evans, Sellards, Demuth, Thomas and 
Gibson. 

Fonseca immediately established a 
comfortable lead, while Danny Smith 
and Sellards began their charge to the 
front, which was helped considerably 
when Evans momentarily dumped his 
machine in a turn. Smith and Sellards 
kept coming and had control of second 
and third by the fifth lap, but by that 
time Fonseca had already built up an 
eight-second lead. 

Meanwhile, the other Smith - Kelly - 
clipped a couple of "hay" bales and 
went down, dropping back to 19th 
place. 

By the halfway point, Fonseca was in 
command, while Danny Smith started 
inching away from Sellards. Dostal still 
held fourth but would soon lose that 
spot to Evans, who was back on the 
move. Demuth would also get Dostal. 

As the race wore on, the top riders 
began to spread out, with Fonseca seem- 
ingly content to hold seven to eight sec- 
onds on Smith. Then, just when things 
looked set, Sellards bobbled, hit the 
deck, and dropped back to ninth. With 
just two laps left, Sellards had no time to 
make up for his mistake. 

At the finish, it was Fonseca breezing 
to victory with nine seconds to spare 
over Danny Smith, who in turn had a 
13-second cushion over Evans. 

“It was a good race," Fonseca said 
afterward. "But you had to keep think- 
ing out there, because the track kept 
changing." 

“I waited too long to get into the 
pace," Smith said. "I guess that's how 
you live and learn." см

he story of how a pair of  fortysomething f farm boys from the Midwest named Dan 
(Ls Dave Hanlon are re-creating the Lost Legends of American motorcycling, by 

refounding the historic Excelsior- Henderson company and building a modern ver- 
sion of the legendary X-Twin cruiser, is strictly Hollywood. 

Except it's also true, proved by the fact that we got to ride one of the first Super X 
Excelsior-Henderson cruisers off the new company's Minnesota production line during 
Daytona's Cycle Week "99, 

Check out this synopsis of "Dave and Dan's Excelsior Adventure" and see if you don't 
agree that Messrs. Costner and Hanks ought to give the script a read-through - because 
what the Hanlons àre doing is as American as apple pie - or Harley-Davidson. 

They've worked night and day for six years to get a multimillion-dollar company 
Ў up and running from ground zero, to construct motorcycles similar to but different 
КОШ ДТ than the ones that have been their hobby for the past quarter-century, spurred on by 
T a desire to offer like-minded customers a product they believe in, and which gives 
new life to a significant ingredient of America's motorcycling past (see sidebar). 

In doing so, they've not only made history live again, but they have also given 
expression to the kind of “what if?" dream many of us have at some time in our 
} lives, without Dave and Dan's drive to fulfill it - the dream of building something 
from nothing, and having fun in the achievement of doing so. 

But back in the 1960s, when, together with their six brothers and sisters, Dave 
(now 46) and Dan (42) were growing up on their parents' 160-acre dairy farm in 
Belle Plaine, Minnesota, the only hint that they might one day try to build a motor- 
cycle that made Minneapolis famous, rather than Milwaukee, came from the various 
run-down dirt bikes they tooled around the family farm aboard. 

б Апа though both became committed bikers in adulthood, the succession of 
E» Harleys - and Yamahas and Hondas - they've ridden ever since served mainly as an 
ms, antidote to the stresses of everyday corporate business life, not as a means of earning 
p асгиѕі Until now. 

| “Motorcycles are my release," says Dave Hanlon of the 11 Harleys he's owned to 
date. “I love to ride them and just have fun with them." 

“Biking is a kind of cleansing of the soul," agrees older brother Dan. “The wind 
in my face and the feeling of the open road spell freedom." 

Okay, I hear you say, there's the RUB - as in “Rich Urban Biker." Except 
the Hanlons are much more than weekend warriors, as the past six years 
of their lives will attest. It was 1993 when it all started, when the broth- 
ers' annual summer visit to the Sturgis bike event - together with 
Dave's wife, Jennie, herself an enthusiastic rider who is also a partner 
и in the company - coincided with a watershed moment in each of their 
B» lives. 

Dan had just sold the eco-friendly packaging-material company he'd 
founded and was looking to use the $2.4 million in proceeds as fuel to 
| alter his direction, and Dave was ready for a change in his life after 17 
managerial years in the trucking business. Hanging out at the home- 
coming for the American cruising fraternity at Sturgis, they noticed that

motorcycles as collateral, the brothers worked hard to attract outside 
investors to bankroll their plans to

competition from another corporate giant 
besides Harley was now looming, after 
their nearby neighbors Polaris, the snow- 
mobile and personal watercraft giant, 
decided to go Hog-hunting as well with 
the Victory V-twin. 

But, astutely realizing that one reason 
for Harley's commercial impregnability is 
its 96 years of American-made heritage, 
the Hanlons went shopping for history - 
and found that Schwinn had allowed the 
Excelsior and Henderson trademarks to 
lapse. 

So they picked them up, and in March 
1996 Hanlon Manufacturing became the 
Excelsior-Henderson Motorcycle Co. - 
complete with readily identifiable Big-X 
badge and a quarter-century of glorious 
history, before Schwinn sent the marques 
into a deep slumber that would last 68 
years. 

“Using the Excelsior name gets us to 
the essence of the American soul," says 
Dave Hanlon, "because it embodies the 
history of American motorcycling - 
there's no better name." 

After taking E-H public with a $27.6 
million flotation in 1997 (though the Han- 
lon family continues to own a majority of 
the stock), Dave and Dan completed con- 
struction of a $30 million, energy-effi- 
cient, 160,000-square-foot, state-of-the-art 
factory in their hometown of Belle Plaine, 
35 miles southwest of Minneapolis, with 
a projected capacity to build 20,000 bikes 
a year by 2004, produced by an eventual 
500-strong workforce working a single 
eight-hour shift - the 175 people currently 
on staff are targeted to manufacture 5000 
motorcycles in 1999, the first full year of 
operation. 

The Hanlons could now focus 100 per- 
cent on creating the product, a process 
that had already begun in 1994 with the 
first design work on the bike that sat 
awaiting me five years later in the Main 
Street side lot at Daytona - the Super X. 

To acquire the technical and manufac- 
turing expertise they needed, the Hanlons 
set out on their travels, visiting Britain in 
1995 to contract with Ricardo for proto- 
type development, and then to inspect 
the Triumph factory, where John Bloor 
had pulled off an equally unlikely 
Lazarus act on a similarly defunct historic 
marque. 

There they were shown around the 
modern, high-tech plant by Allan Hurd, 
Bloor's key aide in getting born-again Tri- 
umph production up and running. 

“We got a lot.of visitors from all over 
coming to check Triumph out, including 
more than one other start-up American 
bike manufacturer," recalls Hurd, “but 
what impressed me most about Dan and 
Dave was that, besides being obviously 
very enthusiastic about what they were 
doing, they asked all the right questions 
and were completely realistic about what 
problems to expect. Their hearts were in 
it, but their heads were in charge.” 

So when the Hanlons asked him to 
join E-H to head up their manufacturing 
operation, Hurd said yes, moving to 
America in June '96 and soon after bring- 
ing with him another key player in Tri- 
umph's revival, now in charge of Excel- 
sior-Henderson's in-house R&D: chief 
engineer Neil Wright. 

“This isn't a gamble,” says Hurd. “I'd 
a family to consider in moving conti- 
nents, so I wouldn't be here if I wasn’t 
sure it would work out. This is a serious 
operation, fueled by an awareness of the 
market and an enthusiasm to meet its 
needs." 

That much is apparent when you look 
closely at the 85-cubic-inch (1386cc), 50- 
degree V-twin Super X, and the feeling is 
reinforced when you ride it. For a start, 
though replete with design cues which 
recall Excelsior's historic trademarks - 





like the chrome-dome headlamp, high-set 
external chromed fork springs, art-deco 
horn prominently displayed between the 
fork legs, curved frame downtubes, lead- 
ing-link forks running through the front 
fender, or the X-twin engine format with 
side-by-side conrods and offset cylinders 
- it's a V-twin cruiser design that looks 
forward rather than back, with no out- 
standing dues to Harley: like the Excel- 
sior ad slogan says, "Cloning is for 





So while H-D's new-generation Twin- 
Cam 88 engine still retains two valves per 
cylinder and push-rod valve operation 
(and the eight-valve Polaris Victory has 
SOHC cylinder heads), the air/oil-cooled 
Super X engine measuring 3.66 x 4.02 in. 
(93 x 102mm in metric money) is also an 
eight-valve design, but with double over- 
head cams driven on the right side of the 
meaty, square-finned cylinders, by a com- 
bination of gears and short high-set chain, 
in the same manner as the TL1000 Suzuki 
- or the Rumi Supermono which preced- 
ed it. 

This is the Ducati of cruisers, whereas 
its rivals are a functional rather than 
charismatic modern product, like the Vic- 
tory or any of the J-model bikes, or else - 
well, a Harley, which is still unique, but 
also quite different. 

The Super X's paired 1.40-inch 
(35.5mm) inlet valves (with 1.18- 
inch/30mm exhausts) are fed by a multi- 
point electronic-fuel-injection package 
with a single injector per cylinder, spe- 
cially developed for Excelsior-Henderson 
by Sagem in Britain - the same company 
that supplies Triumph with its equivalent 
engine-management system, recognized 
as the most sophisticated featured to date 
on a catalogued street bike. 

The same handle can be applied to the 
whole Super X engine package, which, 
again like Triumph, is entirely assembled 
in-house, not by outside suppliers, along- 
side the three robot-welder chassis pro- 
duction lines and an advanced, comput- 
erized paint shop. By cruiser standards, 
this is indeed high-tech hardware - but 
most important, says Allan Hurd, it's

technology with a purpose, aimed at 
enabling Excelsior to satisfy noise and 
emissions requirements well into the next 
millenium, as well as deliver a reliable 
product aided by the extensive all-weath- 
er road-testing undertaken since August 
'96, and to facilitate homologation for 
export markets, when overseas sales 
begin in 2001. 

Though the original Ricardo-built 
engine (on which TWR is also rumored to 
have worked) powering the prototype 
unveiled at Sturgis in '96 had a semi-unit 
design, this was dropped soon after in 
favor of the heavily revamped production 
engine developed in-house by Neil 
Wright's team that, like the 1929 Super X, 
is unit-construction with gear primary 
drive and offset cylinders, combining to 
achieve a remarkably compact design for 
such a meaty megamotor - it's much 
shorter than any Harley, in turn aiding 
chassis packaging. But there's a five- 
speed gearbox with belt final drive, 
diaphragm clutch and readily accessible 
shim-under-bucket tappets, plus a crank- 
driven torsional shock absorber, helping 
to iron out some - but not all - of the 
vibration derived from the 50-degree V- 
twin format. 

^We wanted to be different," admits 
Allan Hurd, when asked what deter- 
mined the choice of cylinder angle (all 
Harleys use a 45-degree vee, except the 
60-degree VR1000 Superbike), "plus we 
wanted our own sound, with a free- 
revving, modern engine that has strong 
torque at relatively low rpm, and a good 
power curve that focuses on ridability 
rather than performance. We've not 





detuned the engine - it gives the mid-70s 
in horsepower, as designed, but in a mus- 
cular manner. But there's lots of room for 
development, and we have other models 
in the pipeline using the same configura- 
tion of engine." 

Yes - and presumably a longitudinal 
four-cylinder tourer somewhere down 
the line, to revive the Henderson brand? 
Hurd just smiled... 

E-H has gone further in refining, 
rather than eliminating, vibration from 
the 50-degree motor, by locating it in the 
tubular-steel-backbone frame (with cast 
steering head and swingarm pivots) at 
four points, via their patented TAVAS 
rubber mounts - standing for Torsion 
Activated Vibration Absorbing System. 
The result allows Wright & Co. to dial in 
just as many vibes as the customer is like- 
ly to call for, a fact I realized after slinging 
a leg over the Super X, turning the igni- 
tion key inside my right knee where the 
carb would be on a Harley, and cranking 
the start button to light up the motor and 
join Dan Hanlon for a cruise down Main 
Street and out past the Speedway into the 
Florida forests. 

The engine may be rubber-mounted 
and have a torsion balancer, but it hasn't 
lost its personality. There are enough tin- 
gles through the handlebars, and even 
more through the footrests, to remind 
you you're riding an American V-twin - 
but only enough to please, until the nee- 
dle on the small tacho in the bottom left 
of the dash shows 3750 rpm, when the 
vibes intensify and start to disturb. How- 
ever, by that stage the legible speedo will 
tell you you're clocking a tad under 90 
mph in top gear - 100 mph is right on four 
grand - so in real-world cruising mode at 
70 mph, when the tacho shows 2750 rpm, 
there's no annoyance, and at between 
2500 and 3500 rpm, there's a smoothed- 
out beat to the power pulses that portrays 
a feeling of relaxation rather than aggres- 
sion or complaint. 

And that's the surprise - for the Excel- 
sior-Henderson is a comfortable cruiser 
yet with performance potential, one that's 
equally happy loping along at 40 mph, or 
haulin' ass at double that speed. Fitted 
with the optional slash-cut twin-pipe 
exhaust, as the test bike was, the X-twin 
engine produces a staccato crack when 
you rev it up at rest that delivers on its 
promise at speed on the highway. 

But not at the expense of making the 
rider hold on too tight. The riding posi- 
tion is really rational, with a 27.5-inch seat 
height that is tall enough not to let longer 
legs get cramped but that still allows you 
to feel you sit in the bike rather than on it. 
Handlebars are well wide but also swept 
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back, so that even at high speed you're 
not clinging on for dear life, just leaning 
forward In The Wind and enjoying the 
thrill of the chase - yet rumbling around 
town or in a line of traffic, you feel comfy, 
but in control. 

The positioning of the twin-intake EFI 
throttle body behind the rectangular 
cover on the left, between the cylinders, 
means you have a much more rational 
riding stance than on a Harley, without 
the need to perpetually lean your right 
leg outboard to avoid the projecting carb, 
and this helps make a three- or four-hour 
span of swift saddle time seem enjoyable. 
This bike is fun to ride, fast or slow. Other 
factors in this are the easy-shifting gear- 
box with its rocker-arm lever that encour- 
ages you to use your heel for upshifts - 
neutral is as hard to find at rest as on a 
Moto Guzzi, though - with a progressive 
but fairly heavy smooth-action clutch, 
and excellent - if firm - ride quality both 
from the monoshock rear suspension 
(hidden urider the seat, in pursuit of the 
hardtail look) and leading-link forks. 

These soak up freeway joints and 
junior potholes well, but may delude a 
rider not used to their action into thinking 
that the front brake doesn't work too well 
- whereas it does, and not just because 
this, too, is Made in England (by AP). 

In spite of the hefty 675-pound 
claimed dry weight of the Super X, the 
single 11.5-inch front disc and its four-pis- 
ton caliper do a surprisingly good job of 
stopping the bike - except that because of 
the fork design, it brakes very flat when 
you squeeze the lever, with minimal 
front-end dive that will cause some to 
underestimate its effect. 

Most cruiser customers will rely equal- 
ly on the same-size rear disc (gripped by 
a two-pot caliper) to throw off most of 
their speed, though, and using the two 
together maxes out stopping power - big- 
time. 

Another area where the Excelsior 
excels is, rather surprisingly, in the han- 
dling - a surprise because with a 65-inch 
wheelbase, this is a B-I-G bike. But its 
steering geometry has been very well- 
thought-out and, helped by the low cen- 
ter of gravity, it is not only stable but also 
steers easily. 

Okay, it's not a sportbike - but by. the 
standards of the maxi-cruiser class, the 
Super X turns in to the right-angle bends 
that will be its second home as if on 
autopilot. You don't have to lug it from 
side to side like some V-twins of my 
acquaintance. 

And the precise, responsive pickup 
from the dialed-in EFI's easy-action throt- 
tle adds to the feeling of refinement. 
Compared to the equivalent products of 
four other makers that I’ve sampled in 


the past year, riding the Super X opens a. 


new chapter in cruiser competence - even 
if the fact that the quite low-set floor- 
boards don't hinge upward is a major no- 
no. The Dunlop tires give quite enough 
grip to get them scraping if you start hus-

tling through turns overenthusiastically, 
and there’s no safety margin left for panic 
avoidance. Needs fixing: Hinge that 
bracket! 

It's a credit to the Hanlons and their 
team that this motorcycle is as good as it 
is, straight out of the box. Remember - 
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name of one of America's most historic 
marques, but also has to compete with an 
established giant for even a small slice of 
a market which may be moving on from 
the neo-retro look that the Super X repre- 
sents. Customers must decide whether - 
at $17,950 for the all-black base-model 


model deserves their attention, even with 
the good quality of manufacture repre- 
sented by the heavy chrome and thick 
paint of the early-production test bike, 
albeit at prices around 10-percent more 
expensive that the equivalent Harley 
model. 

But the view from the bridge as you 
settle into the spacious seat of the Super-X 
Starship Cruiser and peer forward over 
the prow of the big, silver headlamp, 
between the thick, chromed fork springs 
and the dome-backed turn signals hang- 
ing from the handlebars, is unique in 
motorcycling, meriting due consideration 
by those in the marketplace. And the way 
those fork springs oscillate gently before 
your eyes under the vibration from road 
shock, or shimmer in the sun as the light 
glints off the headlamp, makes you glad 
that the dream of two men and a woman 
to provide an alternative definition of 
motorcycling The American Way came 
true. 

They've done it right, so far. Let's 
hope the market backs them up, and cus-

A little history 


T: best appreciate the significance of the Hanlons' revival of the 





Excelsior marque and its companion Henderson brand, you either 

have to be a student of American antique motorcycle lore or on the 
downhill run-in to that great garage in the sky and blessed with a long 
memory. 

For it's been nigh on half a century - since Indian's 1953 demise, in 
fact - that Harley-Davidson has monopolized American motorcycle 
manufacture, currently laying claim to around 40 percent of total bike 
sales in the United States, the world's richest motorcycle market. By 
contrast, Honda is next up, with just 22 percent of what is a multi- 
billion-dollar business. 

But before Harley started hogging things, back at the dawn of the 
century now about to end, there were three main players in American 
motorcycling, out of the more than 200 marques that existed back then: 
Harley-Davidson, Indian - and Excelsior. So, alongside GM and Ford, 
read Chrysler - or to Norton and Triumph, add BSA. 

In fact, the British bike analogy is a good one, for just as BSA, the 
gunmaker-turned-motorcycle manufacturer, was iri Britain, Excelsior 
was the leading builder of bicycles in America at the outbreak of World 
War I, having been founded as a pedal-cycle supply company in 1876. 

But in 1905 the Chicago-based concern built its first motorcycle, an 
F-head /inlet-over-exhaust (“pocket valve” or IOE) push-rod single that 
was joined in 1910 by the first of the famous line of similar-format 61- 
cubic-inch (1000cc) X-twin Excelsiors - so called because, though a 45- 
degree V-twin like its H-D and (40-degree) Indian rivals, its offset cylin- 
ders denoted connecting rods that sat side by side on the crank-pin, 
rather than the fork-and-blade system the other two used (and Harley 
still does). The X-twin was an instant hit in the fast-growing U.S. bike 
market of the day, prompting bicycle tycoon Ignaz Schwinn to buy 
Excelsior in 1911 as his entry ticket to motorcycle manufacture and 
build a new factory in Chicago that was one of the architectural won- 
ders of its day - a six-floor, all-concrete building housing the world's 
largest motorcycle plant, with a test-track on the roof! 

Schwinn's acquisition of Excelsior saw the company swiftly become 
a volume manufacturer and one of America's Big Three, as well as a 
major player in world motorcycling, with the X-twins exported to 
Europe under the “American-X” label, to avoid confusion with the no- 
relation British and German Excelsior marques. 

Though a money man at heart, Schwinn became a keen biker who 
realized the importance of engineering excellence, as well as competi- 
tion, in raising the profile of his company and endowing its products 
with customer appeal. Hence the development of the Big-X Excelsiors 
which collected a host of world records over two decades, all based on 
the stock 61-inch (1000cc) IOE X-twin, and on one of which Lee Humis- 
ton became the first man in the world to be officially timed at over 100 
mph on two wheels, in Los Angeles in December 1912. 

Star Excelsior racers such as Jake DeRosier, Bob Perry and Joe Petrali 
carved out daredevil reputations as aces of the U.S. board tracks and 
dirt ovals during the teens and ‘20s, initially riding Excelsior's cata- 
logued SC (as in "short coupled," or short wheelbase) customer racers 
to victory against their Indian and Harley rivals, in events from one 
mile up to 300 miles in length, at speeds as high as 90 mph. 

Then, in 1920, Excelsior designer J.A. McNeil - himself an ace dirt 
tracker - produced one of the finest American V-twin engines ever built, 
the bevel-drive overhead-cam Excelsior racer, which helped the factory 
riders continue winning into the Roaring '20s. Racing success helped 
fuel the boom in Excelsior sales, aided by a wide range of street models 
varying from a two-stroke single Ladies' model to the meaty 45-inch 
(750cc) IOE Super-X introduced in 1925. 

With its unit-construction aluminum-crankcase engine used as a 
stressed frame member and fitted with gear pri drive, this was an 
immensely avant-garde design that humbled the period technology of 
its rivals. 

Its immediate, and deserved, commercial success, and Excelsior's 
influential presence at the industry's three-way power table, forced offi-

cial adoption of the 45-cubic-inch class for racing in 1926 - a formula . 
that remains in force for AMA dirt Nationals even today. Thank Excel- ` 
sior, Harley fans... A 

In the meantime, Ignaz Schwinn had added the respected Detroit- : 
based Henderson marque to his stable in 1917, allowing Excelsior to be 
the first of the Big Three to offer a range of prestige four-cylinder mod- 
els, on one of which adventurer Carl Clancy had been the first motor- 
cyclist to circle the globe back in 1913. 

Henderson only ever made fours: Harley never got around to it, and © 
Indian only did so by acquiring the failing Ace company in 1927, which 
the Henderson brothers (William and Tom) had founded in 1919, after ' 
leaving Excelsior, disillusioned with Schwinn's way of doing things - ' 
i.e., commercially. 

The fact that the range of Ace fours (later renamed Indians) was 
designed by former Excelsior engineer Art Lemon, who left the compa- 
ny to join them, makes the connection all the more poignant - but the 
Henderson was the catalyst of four-cylinder American motorcycle 
design, and a long-distance record breaker, too: Henderson rider Wells 
Bennett set a new world 24-hour record at over 65 mph in 1922, which 
stood for 15 years. Prestige Henderson owners included Henry Ford - 
who also owned an Excelsior X-twin given to him by his chum Charles 
Lindbergh, of flying fame... 

In 1929, Excelsior launched the benchmark version of the Super X, 
the streamline styling of which set the future standard for the American 
Way of building twin-cylinder motorcycles, and in doing so created the 
pretotype for today's V-twin cruisers, whether made in America - or 
Japan. Long, low and lean, with a seat height of just 27 inches, the new 
full-fender Excelsior introduced design features that have been a signa- 
ture of all such bikes (i.e., Harleys) ever since. These included the split- 
teardrop fuel tanks surmounted by instruments and located atop the 
frame tube, rather than below it as before, with the IOE X-twin engine 
(a limited-edition OHV version allowed Excelsior to win National Hill- 
climb titles in 1929 and 1930, but was never adapted to the street) set 
low in the frame, and - an Excelsior trademark - the leading-link forks 
passing through the front mudguard. 

The Super X also introduced the motorcycle world to bright, vibrant 
colors, including two-toned paint schemes like the green-and-yellow of 
the Hanlons' own such bike, and had its introduction not coincided 
with the Wall Street crash, it would surely have been an even bigger 
commercial as well as style-setting success. 

But the harsh effects of the Depression on motorcycle sales, coupled 
with the need to devote resources to his conversely buoyant bicycle 
business, persuaded Ignaz Schwinn - by now in his mid-70s - to close 
shop. At a March 1931 meeting with his key management, he announced 
the shutdown of Excelsior-Henderson production with the famous state- 
ment, “Boys, today we quit." And they did - just like that.

ust for a moment, you held your 
breath. 
As the winningest rider in AMA 


road racing history went tumbling 
through the scrub and dirt, his immacu- 
lately prepared black-and-red Honda 
RC45 cartwheeling like a cheerleader 
run amok, you held your breath and 
hoped he'd stand up on his one good 
leg and his one bad leg, and walk away. 
The crash - another burst of equal 
parts passion and indiscretion - encapsu- 
lated all that is Miguel DuHamel, a rider 
with the biggest heart in racing, but one 
whose judgment is sometimes lacking. 








He has won more AMA Superbike 
Nationals - 22 - and more Supersport 
races - 37 (36 in 600. and 1 in 750cc 
Supersport) - and more championships - 
one superbike and five in 600cc Super- 
sport - than any rider in AMA history. 
But there are those, including some at 
Honda, who feel that he's lost too many 
championships, pointing to mistakes 
he's made in pursuit of glory. 

Honda made a Faustian bargain 
when they re-signed the eminently lik- 
able 31-year-old French Canadian for 
two years at the end of the 1997 season. 
They knew that he cóuld do wonderful, 
transcendent things on the motorcycle, 
that he could bring them fame and glory 
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and success. His nonpareil career shows 
ample proof of that. They also knew that 
he could do wonderfully infuriating 
things - win race after race, but lose 
sight of the big picture and the champi- 
onship in the process - of which there 
was also ample proof. His last four races 
are illuminative. 

Four races ago, in June of 1998, the 
rider with the ready smile and facile 
quip was on a roll. He'd won four of the 
previous six races, finished second in 
the other two to the rider he sarcastical- 
ly describes as "the most naturally tal- 
ented human being ever built by man- 
God-kind," Anthony Gobert. (“I keep 
reading that in every other paragraph; 
it's starting to irritate me," he says.) 
He'd erased the deficit he'd made for 
himself when he crashed while chasing 
Scott Russell at Daytona and was back 
in the points lead. At New Hampshire 
International Speedway there was a 
point to be gained for taking the pole 
position, even if it meant trying to cheat 
nature by getting in one final lap on a 
wet track. He got no further than turn 
one. 

“T still stand by what I said: If it 
wouldn't have been for that slower rider 
guy going around there - he was going 
around doing whatever he had to do - 
that lap would've been my last lap," 
DuHamel explains a year later, still 
limping, but now rid of his cane. "I fig- 
ure I'll just try to squeeze another one in 
and it was just pouring in that corner. It 
started raining, the water was probably 
flowing down from the banking into 
that area where I brake, and I didn't 
know that the patch there was more 
slippery when it rained and the pace of 
the track. I got spat off the bike and hit 
an unprotected wall. The crash was me 
pushing it, which is my forte. Some- 
times you might get a blistered tire or 
oil or something; it's happened. That 
was my fault and I take full responsibili- 
ty for that. That's part of my job. That's 
why I'm one of the highest-paid guys 
out here and (one of) the winningest 
guys, because I'm always putting it out 
there. There's no other way of doing it, 
in my book. But not to have any hay 
bales or an airfence on that wall, that's 
not my problem. If that would've been 
there, who says I wouldn't have just 
walked away?" 

Instead, he badly fractured his left 
leg and knee, which required hours of 
surgery and months of recuperation. 
Even now, 10 months later, DuHamel 
figures he's only at 30 percent strength 
in the leg. 

“With this leg here (the right one), I 
can do 300 pounds on the leg press, and 
this one I can do 75 pounds. Twenty- 
five percent. And I just did 75 pounds 
before coming here," he says. 

Nine months after the accident, he 
felt good enough to race the Daytona 
200. No one expected much. One of his 
fellow riders picked him to finish sixth, 








and collectively they chose him to finish 
sixth in the AMA Superbike Champi- 
onship. 

"They're not rocket scientists, they're 
just racers," he says. "One guy told me 
that he picked me sixth or seventh to 
finish at Daytona and | sprayed him 
with a beer. He didn't like that, but I 
didn't like when he said 1 finished sixth 
or seventh and he was serious. I thought 
he was kidding. When he said that seri- 
ously, I said, "This is what you deserve - 
this Bud's for you.’ " 

What they didn't know, and what he 
didn't know until he got to the track, 
was how stable the new dual-sided 
swingarm made the RC45 on the bank- 
ing. 

“In years past I was so scared, but I 
was wide open, but I was scared," he 
says. "This year I was thinking, ‘Man, 
this thing is nice.’ As soon as I got on the 
bike and I rode it, and it wasn't too vio- 
lent on the banking, it didn't require me 
to be like stressed up all the way, I’m 
thinking, ‘Man, this is good.’ It just kept 
getting better and better. And the bike 
got better. I’ve got to give a lot of credit 
obviously to Al Ludington, Ray Plumb, 
Joey Lombardo." 

The not-terribly-taxing Daytona lay- 
out, which allows for plenty of rest, 
favored the gimpy DuHamel, even 
though the race was two hours long. In 
one of the most exciting Daytona 200s 
ever, he used his clear power advantage 
as an equalizer for his bum leg to nar- 
rowly defeat Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat 
Mladin in a performance that was one 
for the ages. 

“Nobody picked me to win, for 
sure," he says. “I don't know what hap- 
pened there. I showed up, the bike was 
doing good. First practice out, I was the 
fastest guy - 51.9 in the first practice - 
and I came in and, I'm like, ‘I don't 
know.' I was just riding the bike. I knew 
the track was going to be good on me 
because it's so good and Гуе got time to 
set up for every corner, there's long 
entries to every corner - especially the 
left-handers. And it just worked out a 
lot better than I thought." 

That he'd won the 600cc Supersport 
race two days earlier only added to his 
legend. 

Then came Phoenix, a horribly dan- 
gerous tight-and-twisty track that 
afforded him no rest and taxed him 
physically. He crashed a few times dur- 
ing the weekend but salvaged an eighth 
and was right in the thick of the points 
chase. 

From there it was on to Willow 
Springs, a track where he beat Gobert in 
an epic duel last year, and one which 
has predominantly right-hand turns. 
With five laps remaining, DuHamel 
braked far too late, hitting Yamaha's 
Jamie Hacking and narrowly avoiding 
Vance & Hines Ducati's Ben Bostrom 
before somersaulting through the 
desert. In an instant he was back in sixth 


place in the points with some very fast 
and consistent riders ahead of him, and 
Honda was again in a very deep hole. 

Last year he crashed twice, Daytona 
and the fateful one at Loudon. In 1997 
he also crashed at Loudon, the lone 
DNF which derailed his championship 
and all but handed it to Muzzy Kawasa- 
ki's Doug Chandler. A year earlier, 1996, 
he suffered an unexplained crash in turn 
two at Laguna Seca, which may have 
been due to a mechanical failure. Chan- 
dler won the title that year by a mere 
five points. 

Honda has very deep pockets and 
very long arms and can have virtually 
any rider they want. And, at the end of 
the 1997 season, they decided they 
wanted to keep DuHamel, though they 
made.a very strong push for Doug 
Chandler and DuHamel had an exten- 
sive flirtation with Harley-Davidson, 
and also talked with Muzzy Kawasaki, 
Vance & Hines Ducati, and Yoshimura 
Suzuki, before re-upping with Honda. 

“It was so close you can't even imag- 
ine," he now says of his move back to 
Harley-Davidson, the team which chose 
him to spearhead their debut into 
Superbike racing in 1994. "The thing 
that was funny about - and that a lot of 
people don't know this - is that I agreed 
to ride Harley first. I called up (H-D race 
team manager) Steve Scheibe and I told 
him, 'Okay, we're going to go with you 
guys, but you need to change one little 
thing.' It sort of involved money, but 
not money. It was like depending on 
races and stuff and winning and how it 
was going to go. I said ‘Everything’s 
good, call the president (H-D president 
and chief executive officer Jeffrey 
Bleustein), tell him we're going to ride, 
he needs to change this. I think this is 
worth more' - not moneywise again, it 
was a point system. And he said, 
‘Okay.’ He was real excited and I was 
excited. I felt confident I could deliver 
the goods and do good on the Harley- 
Davidson. And Honda was putting 
some pressure on me, putting a lot of 
pressure on me. They were putting it 
not just in that way, but other ways. 

^We called up Steve Scheibe and 
Steve called us back and Honda were 
putting a lot of pressure, like I men- 
tioned, in various ways, not just with 
signing Doug Chandler - I mean I could 
have gone to Kawasaki if the Harley 
thing would have fell through. I think I 
could have gone anywhere. For sure I 
would've gotten myself a ride. Harley 
came back and they said, ‘No, we're not 
changing this. This is our final offer.' 
Like I said, it implicated kind of money, 
if I won... it’s hard to explain. It wasn't 
really straight-up money. It was a point 
situation. It was our own little point deal 
that we had with Harley. We looked 
down at it and I was just like, you know, 
‘We just need one more point.’ It was 
that much, it was just that little thing 
and they decided to go, Мо.” 

So he came back to Honda. After 
crashing at Daytona, the word around 
the pits was that they were tired of him. 
It was the same sort of talk he'd heard 
after crashing at Loudon a year earlier. 
Then came the Loudon '98 crash. When 
his leg didn't heal as quickly as was 
expected, the sniping increased. There 
was talk that he wasn't working hard 
enough to heal the leg, that he was keep- 
ing something from someone. In the end, 
he admits that he might have made the 
wrong choice. Instead of waiting on the 
surgery, having it done sooner rather 
than later may have been prudent. 

"The reason there was no news com- 
ing down the pike is because there was 
nothing happening,” DuHamel 
explained. “My leg was really slow to 








heal and we just kept thinking, ‘Well, 
we're shooting for this test and we're 
going to shoot for that test,’ and obvi- 
ously Daytona was the point where I 
thought for sure I was going to make 
that test. When I didn't, when I 
couldn't, after having a CAT scan, I 
said, "Well, three days or four days after 
that, having a bone-graft operation in 
Montreal.’” 

DuHamel said that, of the five doc- 
tors he consulted, only Dr. Arthur Ting 
advised him to have it done sooner. 

“He was the first one to call it out,” 
DuHamel said. “I guess I definitely 
learned a lesson right there. He was 
right. And I had like five other doctors 
that were not agreeing with him. Maybe 
he would’ve just said it’s a bone-graft 
operation I would’ve been willing, but 
he said bone-graft and plate it, and a lot 
of doctors didn’t agree with that. 
Whether that was right or wrong, we'll 
never know, because I didn't take that 
route because I thought I was going to 
heal by myself." 

All of which caused some friction 
within the Honda camp. 

"I'm getting to the point - maybe 
because when you're with somebody's 
family - l've been with Honda so long, 
it's kind of easier - it's always easier to 
be mean to somebody in your own fami- 
ly," DuHamel reasons. "You meet a 
total stranger and he'll be an ass, and 
you'll almost be kind to him because 
you don't know him. Maybe that’s the 
effect. I know that I get a lot of support 
from Honda. Every time I speak to the 
people, they're really happy for me and 
they cheer me on - obviously after Day- 
tona. But even before Daytona, I’ve got 
some key people that really support me 
at Honda, and for those guys, it means 
the world to them. I feel like I’m at the 
point in my career, with all the wins I've 
accumulated on the superbike and 600, 
that I’m at a point now that they need to 
maybe change that look and start look- 
ing at me like a Fred Merkel or Eddie 
Lawson or a Wayne Rainey - getting a 
bit more respect, I guess. I don't mind 
going out there and proving it, but I 
don't want to feel like I have to." 

What Merkel and Lawson and 
Rainey all have that DuHamel doesn't is 
multiple World and American Champi- 
onships. Each won the AMA Superbike 
title at least twice and each won at least 
two World Championships. For that 
they earn respect, something which has 
eluded DuHamel. Call it the Rodney 
Dangerfield issue. It's the reason that 
DuHamel doesn't get asked to do the 
prestigious Suzuka 8 Hours when far 
less talented riders are invited, and it's 
the reason he's not asked to race World 
Superbike. 

“I don't know why I don't get offered 
more stuff from Honda," he says. "Even 
to test the 500 or something like that. 
Obviously, we could go over there and 
go decent on that bike. I don't know. I’m 
just ranting. I’m just talking here. The 
best I could come to is maybe one day 
when I was in Japan for a while - I was 
going quite a bit in Japan in '89, stuff 
like that - I must've made somebody 
angry at me for some reason or some- 
thing, probably the head guy or some- 
thing. Maybe he doesn't like me or 
whatever. I don't know. Also what I 
hear, though, is that Honda of America, 
they like me a lot, they want to keep me 
here. So, knowing that, they don't ask 
me to do other stuff." 

DuHamel has mixed emotions about 
going World Superbike racing. On one 
hand, he'd like to win a World title; on 
the other, he won't short-change himself 
to do it. 

"It's been more and more on my 





mind - I’ve wanted to be World Cham- 
pion more and more," he said. "I just 
figured I could do it anytime, so I don't 
have a time limit on it. Like if I go next 
year, I'd be World Champion next year. 
If I go the year after that, it'd be the year 
after that. That, I guess, is a lot of confi- 
dence. I just feel that I can do it anytime, 
pull it off anytime." 

DuHamel was there once before, in 
1992, when he rode the for the Yamaha 
of France 500cc GP team. It isn't an 
experience he remembers fondly. 

"For sure, '92 was such a bad thing 
for me, too - a bad year,” he begins. “As 
far as the bike, the Yamaha was so bad 
that Wayne Rainey was the only guy 
who could put it close to victory circle. 
And many times you would go out and 
crash, and I knew I was going to crash, 
but I just had to try it. But that's where I 
gained a lot of respect for him. My dad 
is still number one, but Wayne Rainey is 
right up there as far as riders." 

In that season's final Grand Prix, 
DuHamel had a brush with a track-safe- 
ty issue and there was almost a rider 
boycott. The sad truth is that things 
haven't significantly improved in the 
intervening years. One need only look at 
Loudon and Phoenix for evidence. 


"There's absolutely no excuse why _ 


there should be no hay bales there," 
DuHamel says of turn one at Loudon, 


_ the place where he and H-D's Thomas 


Wilson both saw their seasons end 
viciously. "Not only by common sense, 
but after what happened to Thomas 
Wilson, not to have anybody go out 
there and say, 'Listen, we're going to 
stop this, especially in this rain condi- 
tion,’ or the condition that was coming 
up. It was tricky, to say the least. It's 
unforgivable. It really is. For the longest 
time I played with the idea of suing the 
AMA for gross negligence because I 
thought that was just the stupidest 
thing. On top of that I went to see, I 
talked to (AMA national technical man- 
ager) Rob King and I told him to do 
something about it. They had the whole 
lunch break, about an hour and a half 
before our session went out, and they 
said they were on it. I guess they meant 
the next day. It's just mind-boggling. I 
think changes are on the way, and I 
think ourselves, as riders, we need to 
start hanging together now and putting 
our foot forward as far as that safety 
thing." 

If not, there is the option of boy- 
cotting race tracks, which DuHamel 
thinks sends the wrong message. 

“It's the worst thing you can do, boy- 
cott a race like happened in Joliet, 
because all the wrong people get the 
wrong message and they all get frustrat- 
ed, the promoter and the spectators," 
DuHamel said. "They're nothing to 
blame at all, people that didn't do their 
job before that." 

What's needed, he believes, is a more 
forthright exchange among the various 
powers-that-be. 

"There's a lack, there's definitely a big 
lack of communication between teams 
and riders because it costs a lot of money 
and stuff and obviously Phoenix is defi- 
nitely (a venue) where we shouldn't be 
riding. It doesn't take a rocket scientist to 
figure that one out. I think AMA on some 
levels is excellent, they do a great job of 
teching bikes and checking all the bikes’ 
parts and stuff like that. But there's defi- 
nitely a big old vacuum, there's a dead 
spot there between the on-track facility 
stuff, and the management and organiza- 
tion of the AMA and as far as the pro- 
moters go. And I don't know who's to 
blame for that, which is kind of sad. If I 
don't know if that means I'm not a very 
vocal person. I've been here for so long, 








you don't know sometimes what's got to 
be done. 

“I was for the split, when NASBO 
(NASB) came out with Roger Edmond- 
son, I wanted to go with NASBO. I was 
one of the first, because first of all, 
AMA’s going to be there every day - it 
doesn't matter if we race with AMA or 
not - and it would have been a good kick 
in the pants for the AMA to get their act 
together. But we stayed with AMA and 
now we see what happens. First year at 
Loudon we got airfence and hay, bales 
and then we got hay bales and then we 
get cones. And we get two severe 
injuries because of it. One guy's still not 
riding, and he's got a two-year contract. 
And then we race at Phoenix, like you 
just pointed out. And there was like four 
or five helicopter air evacuations. I think 
you guys need to start drilling the right 
people about this. Obviously, I don't 
want to be part of the helicopter, I don't 
want to be doing this. But there's not 
that much empowerment that I have." 

Dangerous tracks may slow him 
down, but his leg doesn't. He goes as 
hard as he can with the leg, always 
pushing it to the next level. 

^] just take it to that limit, take it to the 
left side of the corner to that limit and the 
right side is a different ballgame," he 
says. "I go in there and every time it's a 
new experience. I’m trying to push that 
limit and push it and see what I can get 
away with. And that's the only way to 
keep it true. If you put yourself a barrier 
where you go, ‘I’m doing this here every 
time, you're putting a barrier, you're not 
going any further. It doesn't say on the 
next lap that you can't do it a little bit bet- 
ter, or different. It’s a work in progress." 

As is his season. On the eve of his 
Willow Springs crash, he felt that, 
becaüse of the AMA points structure, he 
still had a shot at the Superbike title. 

“T'I definitely try to work it that 
way," he said. "Try to ride and do noth- 
ing stupid, keep ourselves in there - and 
I think we're doing a great job of that, 
considering. It's hard, you know; the 
caliber's so strong. You've got so many 
good riders out there." 

Now come two very difficult tracks - 
Sears Point and Laguna Seca. Both 
require two healthy legs. Then comes 
the less-taxing Road Atlanta, and then 
back to Loudon. By June he figures his 
left leg will be at about 80 percent. 
Between a bad leg and a bad crash, by 
then it may be too late. 

Honda has been known not to sign 
riders who've won championships for 
them. See Ben Bostrom, 1998. They also 
seem to be on a youth kick, signing 22- 
year-old Eric Bostrom and developing 
17-year-old Nicky Hayden. Where 
DuHamel fits into their future is unclear. 

"I'd like to say that we've developed 
a really close relationship with Honda 
since '95, since I've got a good following 
of fans and a lot of people at Honda like 
me a lot," he says. "I think I'm still 
doing a good job of racing. I don't antic- 
ipate any problems. I think I’m going to 
stay with Honda for at least another two 
years, three years, for as long as they 
want to keep me. As long as my results 
are up there, I'm definitely going to be 
one of their first picks to stay with 
Honda. As you mentioned, you never 
know what's going to happen. You 
never know which side of the bed some- 
times people could wake up." 

If they don't bring him back, he 
won't be out of work for long. Infuriat- 
ing as he can be, no one puts it on the 
line like DuHamel. 

“I still want to win,” he said. "There's 
still only one goal. It's kind of easy 


when you keep everything simplified

like that." 
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By Henny Ray Abrams 


hen all of the preseason testing 
Wes done, after he’d logged 

innumerable laps on four con- 
tinents, Aaron Slight felt pretty good. 
The 33-year-old New Zealander’s times 
had improved at a number of tracks, 
and refinements to the Castrol Honda 
RC45 had made it a better overall 
motorcycle. In his sixth year on the 
Honda team, the rider with the consis- 
tently eclectic hairdos felt that this sea- 
son he had as good a chance as ever to

win the title which has so narrowly 
eluded him far too often. 

Then came the first race, and reality 
hit hard. At the first leg of the opening 
round in Kyalami, South Africa, the 
Ducatis of Carl Fogarty and Troy Corser 
made a mockery of the class, finishing 
one-two in the first race, with Slight dis- 
placing Corser for second in race two. 
At the next round in Phillip Island, Aus- 
tralia, it got worse. Homeboy Corser did 
the double, Fogarty was the only rider 
who could put up a semblance of resis- 
tance, and the rest of the field was at 











least 15 seconds behind in both legs. For 
Slight, who's been battling the dominant 
V-twins all his superbike career, it was 
too much. 

"I'm fed up with making the Ducati 
riders look good," Slight said after his 
second drubbing in a row, fourths in 
both races at Phillip Island just behind 
teammate Colin Edwards II. Slight 
spent six laps trying to hang on to 
Corser in the first race. After losing the 
front going over the brow of Lukey 
Heights, he thought better of it and 
backed off. "I don't dismiss that Ducati 





has good riders, but their World Super- 
bike achievements have all come on 
Ducatis, so there's a gray area there. I'd 
just like to see everyone equal, and at 
the moment we are not. If the argument 
is that Troy and Carl are better riders 
than me, Colin and (Noriyuki) Haga, 
then so be it, but they are not one sec- 
ond a lap better than all three of us. I 
reckon Ducati must be a bit embar- 
rassed about this. At the end of the day, 
it's the cc issue that matters, and right 
now the difference is the equivalent of 
racing a (Honda) CBR600 in a super- 
bike race and expecting to beat all of 
the 750s. The gap is too great, and we 
need some action from the FIM and the 
championship promoters. That first 
race in Phillip Island had a great dice 
for third place; superbike used to be 
about battles like that, but for the lead. 
If you need proof of the Ducati advan- 
tage, look at (Pier-Francesco) Chili: five 
wins last year on a Ducati; where's he 
finishing now he's on a four-cylinder?" 

It will get worse before it gets better. 
Yamaha's Noriyuki Haga won both 
races at Donington Park last year, but 
that was on Dunlops, and he'll likely not 
be the hero on Michelins when they 
arrive for the next World Superbike 
round this year. Corser could win both 
races. The next race at Albacete should 
also favor the Italian V-twins. 

Even for Ducati fans, that sort of 
dominance isn't good for the show, as 
the television coverage at Phillip Island 
showed. The battle for third at Phillip 
Island was compelling - four riders 
fighting over the final podium spot with 
less than a second covering all four at 
the line - and that's what the cameras 
focused on. 

The organizers of the World Super- 
bike series have taken note. The week- 
end after Phillip Island, they were 
meant to meet with the FIM at the 
Japanese Grand Prix in Motegi to dis- 
cuss changes. The downtrodden teams 
are skeptical. Unless there's a straight-, 
displacement formula, equal for all 
bikes, with a weight break for twins and 
three-cylinders, it will be viewed as 
nothing but window dressing. 

Compounding the problem is that 
this year the Ducatis are not only fast 
but also reliable. The beefed-up race 
department has been working nonstop 
to keep fresh Ducati engines supplied to 
all of their teams. The rumor floating 
around the World Superbike pits is that 
they're racing the 1998 machinery and 
that the 1999 bikes they've tested are 
about a second per lap faster. 

What Slight has said is that the 
Ducatis roll through the corners a lot 
better than they have in the past. Fogar- 
ty has said that the Hondas are getting 
in his way in the corners. He also said 
that if Castrol Honda wants to win the 
title, it should rehire John Kocinski, the 
rider who gave Honda its only super- 
bike title in 1997. 

Slight rode alongside Kocinski in 
1997, one of several teammates he's had 
during his tenure at Castrol Honda. 
Kocinski proved the bike was good 
enough to win, but Slight was third. It 
was the same position he took when he 
raced on the Muzzy Kawasaki team in 
1993, the year Scott Russell won his one 
and only World Superbike title. 

Since 1993, the only World Superbike 
rider more consistent than Slight is Carl 
Fogarty, the Briton who's won three 
titles. Slight’s come close, finishing sec- 
ond in 1996 and again last year, a season 
where he carded five race wins, the 
most of his career. He's been third three 
other times. And he's won the presti- 
gious Suzuka 8 Hours three times. 
None of which matters to him as 


much as the title which has eluded him 
all these years. 

It isn't that he hasn't had the equip- 
ment. Russell won the title in 1993, but it 
was nothing short of a miracle given 
that it was the team's first crack at the 
crown and that they did it on a shoe- 
string budget. 

The following year he moved to Cas- 
trol Honda, teaming with Doug Polen 
on the team that would reintroduce the 
Honda factory to World Superbike rac- 
ing, but which would also mean consid- 
erable development work on a machine 
which, five years later, still has its flaws. 

Even so, the Honda RC45 was good 
enough for John Kocinski to win the title 
on, beating Fogarty, with Slight third. 

Slight knows that he's had his 
chances and doesn't feel that this year is 
better than any other. In fact, after get- 
ting soundly pilloried by the Ducatis in 
the first two races, his chances look a lit- 
tle worse. 

"| want to win the championship, 
and that's the whole thing," Slight said. 
“And I can jump up and down and tell 
you that I’m going to win 20 races and 
win it, but I’m just going to see what 
happens. Who cares? I want to win races 
and ride the motorbike. I don't want to 
sit here and talk about it." 

Coming to America last year for the 
Laguna Seca round of the champi- 
onship, Slight was in a good spot. When 
he left, after missing the first World 
Superbike round of his career, he strug- 
gled. 

"| felt last year that we could have 
been on the podium in both races if 
things would've gone better with the 
brakes," Slight said. The problem in the 
first race was that the brakes were stick- 
ing, a problem which put his teammate 
Colin Edwards II on his head during a 
March test at Laguna Seca. 

In the second race, Slight was 
involved in a gruesome start-line pileup 
that took him, and a few others, out of 
the race. 

"| had a problem in my leg for about 
a month,” Slight said. “It affected me 
badly. But my results actually got better 
and better. Had a double at Austria, so I 
had as good a results as any. It just put a 
damper on things, not so much as in the 
races to come I had a bit of a sore knee, 
but to miss a race. I’ve never, ever 
missed a race in my life. Actually sitting 
out of a race and seeing all of those 
points going by was really hard. I've 
never, ever done that before. Гуе always 
managed to be on the bike, no matter 
what. But there was no way I could get 
on the bike. And that was probably — 
what disappointed me most." 

By the time the series got to 
final race at Sugo, Slight : ras baci 
in the title hunt 








have the tire, it's as plain as that,” he 
says matter-of-factly. "We went back 
there three weeks later, had a better rear 
tire, and went 10 seconds faster race dis- 
tance. Once again, it's not Michelin's 
fault. And Carl could get away with it 
where I couldn't. Once again, I'm 
always complaining about the tires, and 
they're winning on them, because it's a 
different machine. So that was a bit dis- 
appointing. Even the Michelins, they'd 
struggled. The top 12, there was only 
Carl and a few others on Michelins. The 
rest were Dunlops. So they were strug- 
gling, but Carl was able to use the tire 
better on his bike." 

The Ducatis are not only easier on 
the tires, they're easier to set up. Slight, 
as do others, believes that if the Ducatis 
get close to their average setting, they're 
very hard to beat. After taking the top 
two spots with resounding wins at 
Phillip Island, plus Corser's double at 
the opening round in Kyalami, it's a 
hard point to argue against. 

"They're going to have a good aver- 
age setup everywhere and they're going 
to be on the podium everywhere and if 
one of them just falls over the right set- 
ting, they're going to win races,” Slight 
said. “So that’s their strong point and 
it’s not too hard to get it right. They go 
good everywhere.” 

The Ducatis work everywhere, but 
the Honda works very well at a number 
of places. Slight did the double at Aus- 
tria and Misano last year, and Edwards 
did the same at Monza. Between them 
they won eight races. 

“If you can get the bike set up per- 
fect, you can win races everywhere,” 
Slight believes. “It’s just that some 
weekends you just miss that setting and 
you're off the back. Like Misano - three 
years ago I was 13th and 15th. This year 
I had a double victory. The bike works 
everywhere. It’s just that you've got to 
get it spot on. Where I think that the 
competition, the Ducati, their bike is 
never spot on, it's just always average 
and average is good enough. And if 
they get it spot on, you don't see them. 
You get a miracle lap from Corser at 
Donington two years ago, because it 
was perfect. But they never get 
them perfect. They just have 
them okay everywhere. 








Where we've got to have it perfect. If it's 
not perfect, you're up the ass. That's the 
thing: You don't see any other four- 
cylinders up there, either. It's us and 
them. That's the biggest thing - some 
weekends, you just can't get it right. 

"The places we won, like I won the 
double at Misano, the bike was perfect. I 
won one race at Nurburgring in the rain; 
I would've won them both if it was dry, 
because I was a second a lap faster than 
anybody. I won the double at A-1 Ring. 
At Brands Hatch the bike was really 
good. For the first time ever I had a sec- 
ond and a fifth. That was pretty good. 
We struggled there and the bike was 
pretty good there, but we just couldn't 
match the speed of the Ducati. The first 
race, we walked away with it. We had 
the perfect setting. We won first and 
second. The next race they found the 
perfect setting, they walked away with 
it. That's probably a perfect example of 
getting it right. Here (Laguna Seca), the 
bike was working really well. I thought 
the podium was in the grasp, but just 
the brakes stuck on. Phillip Island, the 
bike was working really well, got 
knocked off by a backmarker. Monza 
was working well, got a second to Colin 
and then it blew up. So, we didn't actu- 
ally get too many wrong." 

But Slight admits that, because of the 
original design of the chassis, which 
can't be changed, it's always been hard 
to steer. 

"There's no denying that since '94 
we've always have found it hard to turn 
the machine," Slight said. "But I have 
never found a miracle cure that makes it 
good and bad, it's just always been the 
same. You put up with it and you get 
the best results you can with it." 

Since Slight rides over the front end 
of the bike, and since he's been in on the 
development of the bike since it began 
racing, but not in preproduction, there is 
an erroneous belief that the machine is 
built around his style. 

"That's what everybody says, but 
every teammate I've had has always 
complained about this and that. There is 
a problem, you get on and get the best 

results you can," 
he said. 














After an extensive off-season testing 
program on four continents, the 
machine is better, but still not great. 
Mostly it's in the details. 

"There's not a big improvement in 
any area, because the bike is very good," 
Slight said. "Some of the things feel real- 
ly good but don't actually make any dif- 
ference in lap time, but do make it easier 
to ride. If you go over everything, the 
front forks are better, the rear-suspen- 
sion unit you could go over, the differ- 
ent swingarm. It's just everything. It's 
easier to work on, it's easier to come in 
the pit and change things. 

“It improves a little bit, but the times 
don't, actually. You just feel more com- 
fortable. You know that next weekend 
you're going to- pull it out on Friday 
morning and you're going to be on the 
pace, because you feel just so comfort- 
able.

Earlier in the year, Slight's teammate 
Colin Edwards said that he could win 10 
races and the championship. 

“If he can win 10, I'll win the other 
16. Let's just win them all. The bike is 
good enough to win everywhere," Slight 
says before turning serious. "I wouldn't 
put a number on race wins. I just want 
to win the championship. Like I said 
before: just get the best out of the bike 
on the weekend and if second's all I can 
do, it's all I can do. I'd like to win 10 
races. l'd rather win the championship 
than win 10 races. I won more races this 
year, the most this year, and didn't win 
the championship. I'd rather win the 
championship than races. But I’m not 
going to settle for points. You've got to 
win races to win championships. As 
long as you win more than everybody 
else." 

Despite all the off-season work, 
Slight won't commit to the possibility of 
this being his best chance.

17 
eam Green got a one-two punch 
out of its racers at the Tonopah 
300 - round two of the Best in the 
Desert Silver State Series - as 
Destry*Abbott partnered with Brian 
Brown for the win. Abbott and Brown 
completed the 300-mile event in five 
hours, 16 minutes and 48 seconds, and 
their Kawasaki cohort Shane Esposito 
soloed to second in five hours, 22 min- 
utes and one second. Both "teams" used 
KX500s, while Honda's Johnny Camp- 
bell and Cole Marshall claimed third on 
their big XR with a time of five hours, 25 
minutes and 23 seconds. 

Making it doubly sweet for the win- 
ning duo was the fact that it was 
Abbott's first victory in a Best in the 
Desert race in six years of trying. As for 
Brown, it simply stretched a hot streak 
that he has been on, following his win at 
the AMA National Hare & Hound 
Series event in Utah seven days earlier. 

"I've been going good the past cou- 
ple weeks, so hopefully I can keep it 
up," Brown said. 

In addition, Team Green came out on

top in a fiercely contested 250cc race 
when the Steve Hengeveld /Oakley 
Lehman team took the class win and 
ninth overall on their KX250 in five 
hours, 38 minutes and 29 seconds.

turned out to be comparatively unevent- 
ful. After a disappointing first half of the 
race, they picked off riders during the 
second half until they found themselves 
in third. 

“Things were looking up, and I tried 
to catch the Kawasakis,” Campbell 
noted, “but they were having too good 
of a day, so I just rode it in.” 

Marshall, a resident of Northern Cali- 
fornia, was more comfortable in the 
woods. 

“I just can't judge the speeds of cor- 
ners when they come up,” he admitted. 
“Esposito, he passed me before we came 
into pit three. I got a little ways out of 
his dust, and you could see he was 
going. He was definitely keeping it 
clipped that much faster, never really . 
slowing down for corners but just 
enough to make it through. After that, I 
started getting it down a little better. It 
does help you out to watch these guys. I 
need to go riding with them more." 

The best racing of the day turned out 
to be for the top 250cc spot, as four 
teams hacked away at each other, 
including the teams of Hengeveld and 
Lehman, FT James Construction Yama- 
ha-sponsored Danny Cooper and Dave 
Hamel, KTM/Pro Circuit-backed Bryan 
Folks and David Pearson, and Team 
Green's Doug Chiapuzio and James 
Summers. Hengeveld and Lehman 
inched away from the rest only in the

“I kind of wussed out today,” Daryl 
Folks admitted. “I’ve got a bad back, 
and it's been bothering me all week. I 
thought it was okay until I got done 
with my second section. I rode my third 
section, and I told my girlfriend, Sherry, 
‘If Rick's feeling good, I'm going to 
leave him on for the last 57 miles.' He 
kept making time, and I kept losing a lit- 
tle bit. It could partly be mental because 
of the back. I don't know, but it's defi- 
nitely hurting me. The original plan was 
for me to ride most of the miles, and 
Rick actually wound up riding a little bit 
more than me." 

Under 450cc Four-Stroke-class win- 
ners Tim Staab and Garth Sweetland 
ended up beating the two Vet teams,

ERNEE, FRANCE, APR. 18 
{f n what is turning out to be a very com- 
[ petitive World 250cc Motocross Cham- 
pionship Series, Marnicq Bervoets 
eked out his second consecutive GP win. 
And, for the first time since 1996, the 
Winfield Kawasaki rider is atop the series 
point standings. 

It was back in mid-1996 that Bervoets 
was leading Stefan Everts in the Grand 
Prix charts but ended up losing the 
series overall to Everts. Since then, he 
has not been the same. Yet, in the past 
two weeks, the Belgian has certainly 
proved that the change to the Jan De 
Groot Winfield Kawasaki team has revi- 
talized his career. Bervoets is again a 
serious challenger. 

It was the Bervoets of old in Ernee, 
first taking a solid third place in moto one 
and then rounding out his day in the 
mud with a very powerful win. 

"I was still a little lucky," Bervoets 
said. ^I fell again in the first moto - 
crashed very hard in the end - though I 
still won the overall, and that says some- 
thing about my riding." 

Bervoets' Kawasaki teammate Pit Beir- 
er is also showing signs of his best form. 
Racing with his head instead of his heart, 
the German finished the GP with a small 
crash but still controlled the action 
enough to take the runner-up position. 

“We keep winning," Beirer said. "We 
are riding very smart. Marnicq is a good 
teammate, and the atmosphere in our 
team is helping both of us." 

The fourth round of this year's series 
looked likely to be dominated by French 
riders after Saturday's qualification. 
Yamaha-mounted David Vuillemin and 
Mickael Maschio filled the top two places 
on the undulating French track, while 
third place was filled by another local: 
Frederic Bolley from the L&M Honda fac- 
tory team. 

"The French all rise for this race," 
Vuillemin said. “We all want to win here; 
on these hard-packed tracks, we are dan- 
gerous anywhere." 

After some heavy rainfall, on Sunday 
morning the track looked more like a 
swimming pool than a motocross circuit. 





4 Round 4: Moto-Club d'Ernee 
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“This is not fit for a Grand Prix,” said 
American Ryan Hughes. "They must 
have better tracks than this one in 
France." 

Hughes' first moto would end too 
early for him to find out just how bad the 
track actually was. 

The opening race of the day proved 
that the French riders were on the gas, as 
Maschio led Bervoets, Bolley, Pit Beirer 
and Dutch sand specialist Leon Geisbers 
early on. Vuillemin, who many consid- 
ered a sure thing for the day's win, trailed 
in 15th place after the first turn, and he 
would again be fighting to reach the lead- 
ers. 

“I got caught in with some riders," 
Vuillemin said. "Everyone was sliding 
around and my goggles got really misty. 
I eventually took them off, but, again, it 
was a big job to get around some guys." 

Hughes was not having a good moto, 
either, with a broken clutch on the start 
straight; then, as he trailed nearly in last 
place with the mud on his goggles 
obscuring his vision, it looked likely that 
his race would not go very far. And it 
didn't. ^ 

“I got out of the start really slow,” 
Hughes said. "Then, after a few corners, 
my clutch started playing up. As I came 
around to the pit area, the clutch didn't 
work and the bike lunged forward; then 
it stopped. I got back to the pits, but it 
was broken, so I stopped." 

Maschio looked brilliant up front, and 
the 20,000-strong crowd gave the Yamaha 
rider all the help he would need to fight 
with the Winfield Kawasaki riders, 
Bervoets and Beirer. 

“I knew they were coming," Maschio 
said. "I could see them. I could not hear 
them, though; the crowd was really help- 
ing me." 

Lap after lap, Maschio edged away 
from Bervoets, and then, on lap seven, the 
Belgian crashed, giving second place to 
Beirer. 

“I made a mistake and got out of 
shape coming over a jump," Bervoets 
said. ^I crashed hard and Pit (Beirer) and 
Bolley got by me." 

Also making an impression on the 
local crowd was Vuillemin. The young 
Yamaha rider had moved into fourth

place on lap 
nine and was moving nearer to 
Bervoets. 

"| can ride as fast as anyone," 
Vuillemin said. "The track is terrible - one 
line - and on the hills it's dangerous com- 
ing down, but I have good control and 
had little trouble." 

Maschio, with a larger lead, cruised on 
to win, with Beirer second. Bervoets 
passed Bolley for third, and Vuillemin was 
fifth after another come-from-behind ride. 

The second moto's conditions 
improved as the rain stopped, and it was 
to Bervoets' advantage. The three-time 
World number two pulled a great 
holeshot, ahead of Maschio and Beirer, 
with Hughes in a strong fourth place. As 
the others fought in the spray of thick 
mud, Bervoets looked in total control. 

“1 really got a good line into the first 
and second corners," Bervoets said. "The 
track had dried out and many of the lines 
were now usable." 

Just as Maschio had done in the first 
moto, Bervoets picked his places on the 
open track and made a small breakaway 
from the French rider. Then, with three 
laps completed, Maschio dropped back to 
third place, leaving Beirer with the job of 
catching his Kawasaki teammate. 

“I wanted to keep with Marnicq," 



















Beirer said. "I knew if I could put him 
into second place, I could get the overall, 
but Marnicq was riding very fast." 

For Beirer, the chances of winning 
evaporated as Vuillemin came onto the 
scene. The Yamaha rider had charged 
past Hughes and Maschio and was now 
looking at Beirer as his next target. 

“1 felt fast,” Vuillemin said. "My lines 
were better and I could hear the crowd. It 
was very exciting. I told myself not to get 
stupid and not to listen too much to the 
crowd." 

Beirer, on the other hand, was dealing 
with his new rival, marking some sensi- 
ble lap times but not trying to get away 
from the young French rider. | 

“I knew if I could keep Vuillemin in 
third, Marnicq and I could fill the top two 
positions on the podium,” Beirer said. 
“He (Vuillemin) was riding hard, and I 
did not do anything - just kept riding the 
same as І knew I could.” 

While Beirer and Vuillemin battled 
with each other, Hughes was also having 
some trouble. First he crashed on a left- 
hand turn, and then he did the same on a 
right-hander, both times just slipping off. 

"I crashed a couple of times," Hughes 


said. “I lost a place to Vuillemin, then to 
Leon Geisbers. I tried to keep it going and 
was riding okay, but this track was not 
good. After the first moto, I wanted to do 
whatever I could to get some points.” 

With laps running out, Bervoets 
slowed down his pace, and Beirer and 
Vuillemin climbed a little closer. Beirer 
suddenly had the overall in his sights. 

“ could see I was catching Marnicq,” 
Beirer said. “Time was running out, and I 
didn’t expect to get him. Then, with a lit- 
tle over a lap to go, I slipped on a tight 
right-hander and crashed. Vuillemin got 
by and I had to get going before Geisbers 
arrived." 

While Beirer would let Vuillemin 
through, the second-moto outcome 
failed to stop the Winfield Kawasaki rid- 
ers, as Bervoets went on to take the sec- 
ond-moto victory and the overall. Beir- 
er's third place let him keep second 
overall, with Vuillemin taking third 
overall. 

“We have done very well," Bervoets 
said. "Our team is in perfect shape. After 
the Valkenswaard win last week and now 
this, I feel we are in the driver's seat." 

Beirer, some three points behind 
Bervoets for the series lead, was also 
happy with the result. 

“In the end, the fall meant nothing," 
Beirer said. ^First and second overall and 
also in the championship points - we are 
going all the way. It's a great day for Jan 
(De Groot), also - he has worked very 
hard for this win." 

Vuillemin was happy to get back on 
track after failing to score any points in 
Valkenswaard. 

“1 wanted a lot of points from this 
GP,” Vuillemin said. “My aim is to finish 
top three by the end of the year, then 
head to America to race. I could have 
done better had it not been for the first- 
turn problem in the opening moto, but a 
podium finish is always good for me. We 
can go to the South American rounds a 
little confident." 

Frederic Bolley, who had led the series 
going into the French GP, was not smil- 
ing. A crash in the second moto left him 
with no points and saw him lose the 
series points lead. 

“It was a bad day," Bolley said. “First 
moto, I got only fifth place; then, in the 
second moto, I crashed and DNFed after 
only two laps. It's been a tough day. I usu- 
ally can score many points in my home 
GP.Maybe today I tried too hard.” см

OSUNA, SPAIN, APR. 18 
44 S mets is back,” beamed a grin- 
ning champion after winning 
the Spanish 500cc MX GP at 
Osuna and taking over the lead in the 
championship just over a month after 
his return to the saddle after a hiatus 
due to an injury. Also returning was 
Trampas Parker, to give the 380 KTM its 
first GP moto win in 20 months. 

The duo ended the day with a win 
and a third-place moto finish apiece, but 
Smets took the overall GP win by virtue 
of his better second-moto result. 

Austrian Rupi Walkner was not at all 
satisfied with his 11th place in race one. 

“I told factory engineer Sepp Holl- 
bacher this morning I was convinced a 
380 KTM would win the start today,” 
said Walkner. “My only regret is that it 
wasn't me." 

Instead, the holeshot in the first moto 
clearly went to Parker. 

“No problem,” said Parker. “I led it 
from the gate and just kept going 
away. Did that prove the 380 can still 
do it?" 











The American's only problem came 
at the halfway point. 

"(There were) three backmarkers," 
Parker said. "They must have known I 
was there, because my team had been 
out on the track telling them, as well as 
me yelling, but they were. so busy trying 
to pass each other, they rode me right 
off the track. That put Demaria and 
Smets on me. It was pressure, but l'm 
used to that. I knew I only had to avoid 
mistakes to stay in front." 

The mistakes came from the chasers, 
not Parker. 

“Smets went under me and knocked 
me off," said Yves Demaria. 

"| waited until the half-hour to attack 
and got under Yves in a turn," saíd 
Smets, "but we touched and went 
down, and it took me a long time to 
restart the bike." 

Peter Johansson was fourth after a 
typically mistake-free ride, while 
Swedish compatriot Jocke Karlsson 
threw away an early fourth-place run- 
ning of his own. 

“It was a silly mistake," explained 
Karlsson. "I went over a berm into the 
mud, my front wheel stopped dead and 
I went over the bars." 

Mud was indeed a factor. With tem- 
peratures soaring to the 80s, the orga- 
nizers had correctly watered the track 
heavily overnight, but they did not 
scrape off the excess after morning prac- 
tice. Worse still, they actually watered 
the track again until half an hour before 
the first moto. 

Yamaha race manager Carlo Rinaldi 
was furious. 

“1 am very angry,” said Rinaldi. "We 
should have won today. They were told 
what to do and didn’t start until 10 min- 
utes before the first race. Alessandro 
Puzar went down in turn one because of 
this (the mud).”

"They said they did 
not háve enough time to test FIM-regulation unleaded fuel and make the 
necessary adjustments to their bikes. The regular GP teams will race with 
FIM-regulation fuel, and team association MIAG have agreed to the 
exception for the Americans.

FIM motocross commission president Wolfgang Srb. There was a protest 
against Hughes after he had been brought over to interfere with the World 
Championship struggle. Coincidentally, Georges Jobe was refused per- 
mission to ride in Spain; hearing of his probable fate prior to-his arrival, he 
did not attend. His final attempt to influence the decision was a telephone 
call at 2 a.m. local time to Francesco Zerbi in Malaysia. It is believed 
that the FIM president was not amused. 


Bernd Eckenbach found the perfect training route during the trip from 
France to Spain. "I got out of the camper down in the valley and cycled 
the 12 miles up to Andorra (nearly 7500 feet above sea leveD." The Ger- 
man hopes the stretched ligaments in his left shoulder will have healed by 
round three.

recovered to 12th, while Rob Herring, 
who had flattened his Honda's pipe after 
hitting the prostrate Yamaha on full bore, 
sulked back to the pits. 

Andrea Bartolini was fifth. 

“ just rode for what I could," said Bar- 
tolini. "After starting midpack, I was cov- 
ered with mud from head to toe - my 
goggles, my gloves, everything." 

Run under regular conditions, the sec- 
ond race provided Smets with the win 
after he disposed of Parker, who again 
got the holeshot. Smets moved into the 
lead on the second lap. Bartolini also 
passed the American after 10 minutes, 
and the only other action was the late 
retirement of Demaria. The Frenchman 
crashed in a slow corner while running 
fourth, and it took him a few minutes to 
persuade his bike to restart, thereby relin- 
quishing his lead in the standings. 

There was no brotherly love in the 
King camps after the race. Shayne, the 
1996 champion, was fuming at his brother 
Darryll. 

“I don't care who he is,” said Shayne. 
“Next time I get the chance, he is in for it. 
I went for an outside pass early on. I 
wouldn't have made it anyway, but he 
quite unnecessarily rode me into the 
fence." 

From dead last, the KTM-mounted 
King kept up an incredible pace to 
recover to 13th, taking two places on the 
very last lap. However, Darryll King, 
who has struggled all season, was a 
poor seventh. cn

EMGO Suzuki rider Tray 

Batey - now riding for 
Arclight Suzuki - picked up right where 
he left off in WERA National Endurance 
racing, by not just helping his new team 
win but by helping it dominate as it 
took its Pirelli-shod GSX-R750 to a six- 
lap victory over its nearest competitor 
by the end of the four-hour race, turning 
in a total of 206 laps. Batey was a main 
ingredient is his old team's endurance 
success, and after several years chasing 
Formula USA championships he has 
returned to the kind of racing he so 
obviously enjoys. 

Second overall and first in the 
Mediumweight Superbike class was the 
Suzuki GSX-R600 of Tapeworks Racing, 
also on Pirelli slicks. The Heavyweight 
Superstock class was won by Team 
Xtreme Endurance on a Suzuki GSX- 
R750 and Mediumweight Superstock 
was won by Team Chicago on an older- 
model Yamaha YZF600R. 

This race was also the premiere for 
the long-anticipated electronic scoring 
system that teams have wished for since 
the advent of such devices. While the 
Suzuki-sponsored AMB system WERA 
officials used was still in the testing 
stages, it was well-received by all 
involved and hopefully will make tim- 
ing the many bikes on track for the 
four-, six-, eight- and even 24-hour 
events easier in the future. 


HOUR ONE 


At the drop of the green flag, Batey, 
the lead-off rider for the Arclight Suzuki 
team, set sail around the 1.3-mile, nine- 
turn track at a blistering pace. The 
majority of Batey's laps were in the low- 
59-second-to-high-58-second range. The 
current and defending WERA National 
Endurance Champions - Semoff Broth- 
ers Racing's Glenn Szarek on the team's 
Yamaha R1 - was able to maintain a sim- 
ilar pace as Batey only lost 20 seconds 
by the 30-minute mark. Batey was able 
to lap up to and including the third- 
place team, fan favorites Army of Dark- 
ness, leaving only Arclight and SBR on 
the lead lap. Forty minutes into the 
event, Dale Davenport crashed the 
Team Twister Suzuki entering turn one,

bringing out the first red flag of the sea- 
son. During the red flag, teams are not 
allowed to touch their machines while 
the corner workers clean up the debris 
on the track. With only a minute and a 
half remaining in the first hour, the 
bikes were gridded for a restart. From a 
standing start, Batey turned in a 1:02 lap 
time compared to the 1:05 lap time 
turned in by Semoff Brothers, giving 
Arclight an immediate three-second 
lead after one lap. At the start, Brian 
Lantz, who was a last-minute replace- 
ment for Brian Stokes on the Firestorm 
Racing GSX-R600, stalled the bike on the 
front row and miraculously missed 
being hit from behind by the entire field. 
Lantz, after years of campaigning 
Kawasakis, had to come to grips with 
the unfamiliar Suzuki and got under 
way last from the grid. 


HOUR TWO 


Only three laps into the restart, the 
Nielsen Racing entry began to smoke 
while braking for the turns. At first, offi- 
cials thought that it may be tire smoke 
from an unorthodox rear-braking tech- 
nique, but a sharp-eyed corner worker 


. recognized the smoke for what it truly 


was. Last year, WERA rules stated that 





all endurance vehicles must be 
equipped with the AMA-mandated oil- 
catch belly pan to keep as much oil from 
a blown motor from reaching the track 
surface as possible. In the case of the 
Nielsen Racing GSX-R750, just enough 
oil had filled the pan so that when the 
rider hit the brakes, the oil sloshed onto 
the hot headers, producing the smoke. 
The red flag flew again just three min- 
utes into the second hour. What could 
have been a disastrous oil spill and a 
lengthy clean-up was avoided by an 
innovative product and good corner 
working. It took only 10 minutes for the 
corner workers to check the track sur- 
face and the bikes to get back under 
way. This time, Lantz would not stall 
the Firestorm Suzuki on the line and the 
field would get away without incident. 
By the end of the second hour, Arclight 
Suzuki, now piloted by Lee Acree, had 
lapped the entire field, including second 
overall, Semoff Brothers Racing. 


HOUR THREE 


Ten minutes before the end of the 
third hour, reports came in from the cor- 
ners that the new transponder module 
attached to the Firestorm Racing bike 
was dangling from its mount. The team 





was running third overall, first in the 
Mediumweight Superbike class at the 
time officials asked them to bring its 
machine in to resecure the timing device 
to the bike. The team owner, Chris Nor- 
mand, was less than thrilled with the 
prospect of losing class position as well 
as overall position to Tapeworks Racing, 
which was shadowing them on the track. 
After several minutes debating with offi- 
cials about the need to bring in the bike, 
Normand was told he could be assessed 
a stop-and-go penalty if he didn't volun- 
tarily bring the rider into the pits. The 
signal was given to bring the bike in for 
a quick fix and Firestorm was officially 
eight seconds behind Tapeworks at the 
close of the third hour. Team Xtreme and 
Team Chicago were having fairly 
uneventful races while still managing to 
win their respective classes. Both teams 
simply put together quick, consistent 
laps along with smart pit stops to stay 
ahead of the competition. 

Scott Brown on the SBR Yamaha 
crashed entering turn one five minutes 
before the end of the third hour, hand- 
ing second overall and in the Pirelli- 
sponsored Heavyweight Superbike class 
over to Team Dreaded, on another 
Yamaha R1. At the close of the third 


hour, Arclight Suzuki held.a four-lap 
lead over second place. 


HOUR FOUR 


Improvements in crash-worthiness 
have made modern race bikes better 
able to stand up to the abuse of a lower- 
speed crash - as Semoff Brothers was to 
find out when Brown crashed in turn 
one at a relatively low speed. He 
remounted and continued around to the 
pits to be reteched with very little time 
lost. Glenn Szarek took over and went 
out to try to reclaim a few positions dur- 
ing the last hour. Team Dreaded, which 
had inherited second in Pirelli-spon- 
sored Heavyweight Superbike and sec- 
ond overall when SBR crashed, main- 
tained a quick pace until they crashed in 
the middle of the banked "bowl" going 
onto the back straightaway with 15 min- 
utes left to go in the race. 

That allowed Tapeworks to move 
into second overall, first in Medi- 
umweight Superbike, ahead of 
Firestorm Racing, 32 seconds behind at 
the finish. Both GSX-R600s were six laps 
down on the flawless Arclight Suzuki 
GSX-R750. Army of Darkness and 
Semoff Brothers Racing were fourth and 
fifth overall, respectively, and both were 
another lap down to Arclight at the final 
flag. 

Arclight Suzuki, with riders Batey, 
Acree, Chris Hughes and Joe Prussiano, 
took the first step toward the National 
Endurance title that they so narrowly 
missed out on last year. Second through 
fourth overall were first through third in 
the Mediumweight Superbike class, 
establishing this as the most competitive 
class of the series. cn

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Superbike to win the Formula One 
National Challenge race and set the 
fastest official lap of the day, a 57.7-sec- 
ond lap time. Unofficially, the fast lap of 
the weekend was turned in by Ves- 
rah/Marshall Distributing-sponsored 
rider Mark Junge to win the 600cc 
Superstock race. Junge wasn't using the 
new AMB timing system, sponsored by 
American Suzuki, that WERA is putting 
into place this season; therefore, Junge's 
fast lap was caught by none other than 
Batey on his hand-held stopwatch at 
57.5 seconds. 

Also at Talladega this weekend were 
three of the fastest young racers in the 
country: Jason DiSalvo, Ben Spies and 
Ben Walters. For most of the day, DiSal- 
vo was in possession of the official 
fastest lap of the weekend at 58.4 sec- 
onds, set during his runaway win in the 
125cc Grand Prix National Challenge 
race on his Alien Racing Honda RS125. 

The first National Challenge race of 
the day was the Open Superstock class. 
The race was red-flagged after one lap 
when Marietta Motorsports rider Chris 
Caylor crashed on the front straight in a 
bizarre accident that badly damaged his 
Suzuki GSX-R750. 

At the restart, Caylor's teammate 
Brian Stokes took advantage of his 
front-row starting position to rocket his 
Rodney Vaughn-tuned GSX-R750 into 
the lead. Stokes held the lead over the 
Marshall — Distributing-sponsored 
Kawasaki ZX-9R of Mark Junge and 
Billy Eisenacher's Peachtree Perfor- 
mance-backed Yamaha R1. Junge and 
Eisenacher both made their way past 
Stokes on the brakes into the high-speed 
sweeper on the back straight on consec- 
utive laps. Stokes' bike didn't give away 
too much horsepower to the Open-class 
bikes and he was able to maintain third 
ahead of the rest of the field. Junge was 
pressured by Eisenacher the entire race; 
Eisenacher would close the gap on the 
brakes into every corner, but Junge's 
ZX-9R would always outaccelerate the 
R1 to the next turn. Junge held a small 
advantage over Eisenacher at the check- 
ered flag. The ride of the race had to be 
that of Joe Prussiano on an Arclight 
Suzuki GSX-R750 from the last row of 
the second wave to fourth at the finish. 
He was followed in fifth by his Arclight 
Suzuki Racing teammate Lee Acree on 
another Pirelli-equipped GSX-R750. 

The Michelin 750cc Superstock race 
started out the same way the Open 
Superstock race did: with Stokes getting 
the holeshot on his Michelin-shod GSX- 
R750. Unlike the first race, Acree started 
his Arclight Suzuki from the second row 
instead of the second wave. Acree 
quickly began pressuring Stokes for the

lead, followed by fast starter Wade Buff- 
ington. On lap four of 10, Acree passed 
Stokes around the outside entering the 
turn-seven/eight switchback area, but 
that put him out of position for the drive 
onto the front straightaway, where 
Stokes regained the lead for another lap. 
Entering the fast sweeper on the back 
straight, Acree made the pass for the 
lead stick just as Junge and Eisenacher 
had earlier in the day. At the halfway 
flags, Buffington surrendered third to 
David Rose entering turn one. Rose 
soon came under threat from Prussiano, 
who again started on the last row of the 
second wave. Prussiano briefly made 
the pass for third on Rose but was 
unable to keep his bike out front and 
had to settle for another fourth-place 
finish. 

The Pirelli 600cc Superstock class 
should have been the most competitive 
race of the weekend, with the new 
Yamaha R6 in the hands of Billy Eise- 
nacher and the well-developed Suzuki 
GSX-R600s of Acree, Prussiano and 
Rose going head to head with the 
superquick Kawasaki ZX-6Rs of Junge 
and Lantz. What spectators got instead 
was an exhibition of flawless riding by 
Vesrah-backed Junge. From the green 
flag, Junge pulled the holeshot and 
quickly began to distance himself from 
the pack. Entering the front straight, 
Robert Crawford duplicated the exact 
same crash that caught local hotshoe 
Caylor out in the Open Superstock race 
earlier in the day. As Crawford's bike 
slid down the front straight, the red 
flags flew and everyone would have to 


try it again. 





The restart was a mirror image of the 
first, with Junge getting the holeshot 
and pulling away. Rose slipped into sec- 
ond, chased by Lantz and Eisenacher. 
Junge continued to stretch his lead over 
the pack and it was during these laps 
that Batey timed him at the unofficial 
fast lap of the event. At the halfway 
point of the race, Lantz slid past Rose on 
the entrance to the sweeper and Eise- 
nacher made the exact same pass one 
lap later, relegating Rose to fourth for 
the rest of the race. By the finish, Junge 
had a sizable lead over Lantz and Eise- 
nacher in second and third. 

Since its inception, the 125cc Grand 
Prix race has always helped to show- 
case the up-and-coming talent in Amer- 
ican road racing. Tommy and Nicky 
Hayden, Rodney Fee, and Chris Ulrich, 
to name just a few, have all competed in 
the WERA 125cc Grand Prix class and 
have all gone on to greater success in 
racing. If they are any indication of the 
caliber of racing coming out of this 
series, then the newest generation is 
right on schedule to join them in the 
near future. The story of this race was 
15-year-old DiSalvo. The race was all 
but decided when the green flag flew. 
By the back straight, DiSalvo had 
opened a three-second lead over 
defending champion Michael Himmels- 
bach and fellow teenager Spies. All 
were on Honda RS125s. DiSalvo, whose 
bike was outfitted with the new timing 
system supplied by WERA, turned a 
string of 58-second laps, with a best of 
58.4, before relaxing the pace but still 
managing to turn 59s until the end. 
Spies came under attack from John 











Bellinger, who was able to wrestle the 
final podium position away from the 
youngster. 

The Formula Two National at the 
WERA National Challenge Series is the 
only race in the country where 600cc 
superbikes and 250cc Grand Prix 
machines get to race head to head to 
prove which is the better bike. Defend- 
ing Champion Lee Acree has been cam- 
paigning Honda and Yamaha 250s in 


this class for quite some time, but in 1999 


he will be riding for Arclight Suzuki, so 
the two-strokes are off limits this year. 
Lantz got the holeshot from the middle 
of the front row, followed by Rose from 
the outside of the front row and Acree, 
carrying the number-one plate on his 
GSX-R600, in third. American Super- 
camp owner Danny Walker's protégé 
Spies was in fourth and followed Acree 
for two laps. Acree outbraked Rose into 
turn one and Spies outbraked Rose two 
turns later to take over third. Lantz used 
his time at the front wisely and opened a 
sizable lead over the pursuing duo. Spies 
dogged Acree, but years of Grand Prix 
bike experience told Acree where to put 
his four-stroke to block the progress of 
the Keith Cherry Racing TZ250. David 
Boosales, using the Tri-City Honda 
RS250 he purchased from Acree, closed 
on the battle for second on the white-flag 
lap. Boosales passed Spies at the spot in 
which he had been unsuccessfully trying 
Acree for the past several laps: the high- 
speed sweeper. Boosales had just two 
corners to make the pass on Acree before 
the checkered flag and he rode around 
the outside of the Arclight Suzuki rider, 
only to be outdriven off the corner to the 


line. Lantz took the win, with Acree sec- 
ond and Boosales third. 

The premier class of the WERA 
National Challenge Series is the Formu- 
la One class. Any configuration of 
motorcycle can compete in this class, up 
to and including a 500cc Grand Prix 
bike. From the outside of the front row, 
Chip Lincoln grabbed the holeshot on 
his Rodney Vaughn-built Suzuki GSX- 
R750 and led the field around for the 
first lap. Scott Carpenter used the power 
of his Reward Racing Yamaha R1 to 
motor by Lincoln on the back straight- 
away on the second lap. Batey started 
on the last row, using the Arclight Suzu- 
ki endurance bike, and worked his GSX- 
R750 Superbike into fifth by the second 
lap despite two minor off-track excyr- 
sions on the first lap. Entering the turn- 
three-and-four double 90s on the third 
lap, Batey tried the inside line on Lin- 
coln and Scott Brown. Lincoln, in second 
place, dragged the sidecover of the 
Suzuki 750 and washed the front wheel 
out in the middle of the tight group of 
himself, Brown and Batey. On his Yama- 
ha R1, Brown had nowhere to go but 
over the top of the sliding Suzuki and he 
and Lincoln both went down, leaving 
Batey with clear track ahead to Carpen- 
ter. Batey made the pass on Carpenter in 
turn eight before the front straight but 
Carpenter retaliated with a pass of his 
own. At the exit of the 90s, Batey dived 
to the inside of Carpenter and began to 
open a lead. On that same lap, Carpen- 
ter came under assault from Boosales on 
the Tri-City Honda RS250. Batey turned 
the official fast lap of the weekend, a 
57.7, two laps in a row to break away. 
Boosales made the pass on Carpenter 
stick a few laps from the end to secure 
second, with Carpenter third. 

Spies used his Honda RS125 to man- 
handle the Suzuki TL1000Rs of Brian 
Honeycutt and Tony Sawyer in the 
Heavyweight Twins Expert race, while 
the TL1000Rs of Greg Callahan, Rob 
Watson and Adam Mashike swept the 
top three positions in the Heavyweight 
Twins Novice class.

And luck 
has nothing to do with it. Watts, riding a 
KTM 125, made the fast and technical 
Racer Productions-prepared Loretta 
Lynn's course look easy as he worked

up from a midpack start into a minute- 
and-a-half lead by the fourth of six 
grueling laps. Watts' lead was cut down 
to 17 seconds on the last lap as fourth- 
placed Barry Hawk made a big charge, 
trying to make his first podium in the 
bike class. In the end, Watts cruised in 
for another of what looks to be many 
wins this season. 

“1 expected to have a good year, but I 
didn't know how good," Watts said. 
"The guys out here are really good, and 
I wasn't sure what to expect. I just found 
my openings and went for it. Luckily, it 
worked out with the win." 

The fourth round of the GNCC 
series, which was also round three of 
the National Hare Scrambles series, was 
set to begin on a beautiful, clear and 
sunny day at the Loretta Lynn's Ranch. 
Tennessee hadn't seen much rain in the 
past few weeks, so the course was on 
the dry side, but dust was not expected 
to be a factor. All in all, the riders were 
in for a fast and rocky course that would 
get significantly rougher as the day pro- 
gressed. 

As the flag dropped for the large Pro 
class, KTM's National Enduro Champi- 
on, Mike Lafferty, was the quickest into 
the trees and across the first creek cross- 
ing. Right behind Lafferty were Kawasa- 
ki rider Jim Jarrett and Suzuki's Paul 
Edmondson, with the rest of the Pro rid- 
ers bunched up right behind. Lafferty 
was able to maintain the lead position 
through the first lap, but the fast mover 


' was Kawasaki's Fred Andrews, who 


moved into second before the riders 
went through the barrels the first time. 
Watts - fifth through the barrels - was 
nine seconds off the lead at this point. 

As the riders began the second of 
what would eventually be a six-lap race, 
Watts made his move for the lead. In 
short order, he passed Rodney Smith, 
Edmondson, Andrews and Lafferty to 
take an 18-second lead by the end of the 
second lap. 

"The conditions were pretty good," 
Watts said. "I tried a new strategy of 
going past these guys early and not rid- 
ing in a pack and just going for it. I 
guess they weren't ready to go that fast 
that early in the race." 

Watts' strategy may have had some- 
thing to do with it, but other things 
were happening in the pack that the 
Australian rider didn't know about. As 
it turns out, two of the fastest riders, 
Smith and Andrews, were both suffer- 
ing from bad colds, and neither rider 
was up to full speed. 

"| was sick all week and I was con- 
tent to just ride with Fred," said a tired 
Rodney Smith after the race. “I had no 
energy or strength today to fight, so I 
rode with Freddy, who also wasn't feel- 
ing that great, either. I didn't even really 
see Shane today. After he passed me, I 
crashed." 

Besides his cold, Andrews had other 
problems to contend with. Right after 
Watts passed him, Andrews smashed 
his foot, and he had to slow down to 
come to grips with the pain. 

“I just did not charge hard enough,” 
said Andrews as he iced down his 
swollen foot after the race. ^I got off the 
line and started cruising. I smashed my 
foot with two laps to go, and I think 
some bones are broken." 

Up front, Watts was cruising with 
more than a minute lead on the rest of 
the field. Behind Watts, Smith - cold and 
all - had moved into second, while 
Andrews gritted his way through the 
pain to hold down third. Former leader 
Lafferty was not able to hold'on to the 
blistering pace set by the GNCC regu- 
lars and he faded back to fourth. GNCC 
ATV Champion Barry Hawk was mak- 











ing up for a terrible start on his Yamaha 
thumper, moving into fifth place after 
coming through the barrels in 14th place 
on the first lap. 

With Watts clearly in charge up 
front, the real battle was for second, 
third and fourth. Entering the last lap, 
Andrews moved in front of Smith, but 
both riders were only separated by 
one second. Hawk came through 20 
seconds later but was showing much 
more speed than the former and cur- 
rent champion. Hawk, who had rid- 
den a two-hour National the day 
before to take the ATV win, was cut- 
ting seconds from the gap separating 
him from Smith and Andrews. Before 
the end of the lap, Hawk was within 
striking distance of his first podium 
finish. However, it was not to be. Both 
Smith and Andrews turned it up 
enough to just stay in front of the 
determined Hawk. 

As the riders came into the finish, 
Watts took the win, but Hawk had man- 
aged to cut more than a minute out of 
Watts' lead. In the end, Watts would fin- 
ish 17 seconds ahead of Andrews and 35 
second ahead of Hawk. 

"Barry really pushed us in the end,” 
Andrews said. "We rode that last lap 
really fast. Last year we rode the last 
three laps like that." 

As Watts was presented with the tro- 
phy for his third Wiseco/ Yamaha /Dun- 
lop/Moose/FMF/Klotz GNCC win and 
his first Hare Scrambles win, he cele- 
brated by performing a tire-smoking, 
rubber-melting burnout on the back 
deck of the country store at Loretta 
Lynn's. 

When asked about the display of 
enthusiasm, Watts was heard to say, 
“АҺ, they loved it.” см

determined Brian Garrahan 
Ja \ maintained a 30.61-mph speed 

average over a 19.5-mile course 
for four laps on his Maxxis KTM to claim 
the overall victory at the Shasta Dam 
Grand Prix National Hare Scrambles. 
The event was round four of AMA's 
National Hare Scrambles Series and the 
10th round of District 36's Northern Cal- 
ifornia Cross Country Series. 

“1 was motivated by knowing I had 
to win," Garrahan said. "I had to make 
up for doing bad at Wilseyville and get 
my standings back up." 

Garrahan's victory moves him to 
within two points of the series leader, 
Yamaha's Doug Blackwell. 

At the start, an overanxious Luca 
Trussardi, riding a TM, jumped out too 
soon when the Christmas Tree flashed 
from red to yellow, causing the need for 
a restart. 

Trussardi ignored the sneers and 
jeers coming from the other riders and 
the crowd for his false start and snagged 
the holeshot in the 150-foot dash to the 
first hard-right turn around a large 
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bush. At the second sharp turn to the 
left, about 275 feet later, Trussardi 
lengthened his lead and raised a victory 
fist to*signal his accomplishment to the 
noisy crowd. 

Blackwell was riding in second place 
coming out of the first turn, followed by 
Garrahan and Team Green's Jimmy Jar- 
rett. At the second turn, Garrahan 
passed Blackwell; Jarrett held fourth 
and Badges PCP Yamaha's Erik Kohler 
passed much of the pack on the outside 
to grab the fifth position. 

Several twists and turns up and 
down a hill and through thick manzani- 
ta were next, and then the riders 
dropped onto a motocross section that 
the Redding Dirt Riders built just for the 
event. 

After passing through the scoring 
tent and over the last section of jumps, 
racers went up a hardpan hillclimb, 
dubbed "The Chute" - a mile and a half 
to the first high-speed fire road. The 
leading riders settled into their respec- 
tive racing paces, and dust became the 
primary factor in determining distance 
between riders. 

Trussardi and Garrahan took advan- 
tage of the poor visibility caused by the

dry road and pulled further away up 
front, leaving a thick cloud of dust for 
the riders behind them to breathe. 

“Tt was extremely dusty,” Blackwell 
said, "so everybody spaced out right off 
the bat, and I pretty much rode most of 
the first lap by myself." 

Kohler also rode by himself much of 
the time. 

“Tt was easier to stay out of the dust, 
but harder to be by yourself and not 
have anyone to key off of,” Kohler said. 
“I probably should have been riding 
faster." 

A Jeep two-track section with some 
technical spots was next, and racers skirt- 
ed along the outside edge of a recovery 
mine while riding up a ridge to the first 
woodsy section, called "Dead Santa." 

A few miles and two wooded sec- 
tions later, riders were on another dirt 
road that led to the highest point of the 
course, nearly 4000 feet in elevation, at 
an area often used for launching hang 
gliders. 

The order of the top five remained 
the same as the leaders worked their 
way through the check-out. 
Maxxis/KTM rider Patrick Garrahan 
was in sixth, and Travis Sluder and 
Steve Silvestri weren't far behind. 

Several downhill sections and trails 
took riders back down to the Sacramen- 
to River, below Shasta Dam, and back to 
the motocross course, through the scor- 
ing tent and over the finish line. 

Trussardi and Brian Garrahan pulled 
into the pits at the end of the first lap, 
and Blackwell and Jarrett opted to head 
straight out onto lap two. Brian Garra- 
han's quickness in the pits allowed him 
to easily regain the lead during the sec- 
ond lap. 








At the end of the lap, Brian Garrahan 
was still leading, followed by Trussardi, 
Blackwell, Jarrett, Kohler and Patrick 
Garrahan. Gaining on them all, however, 
was A 250cc class Team Green's Craig 
Wesner, who worked his way up from a 
second-row start to seventh place. 

"Things were really falling together," 
Wesner said. “I was riding as hard as I 
could, knowing if I kept it up a notch, I 
might have a strong finish." 

The order of the top riders changed 
as they came through the scoring tent at 
the end of lap three. Brian Garrahan was 
still first, but Blackwell was in second 
and Trussardi, who was riding on a flat 
tire that later disintegrated, was third. 
Jarrett, still holding fourth, was riding 
without brakes. His brake fluid had 
boiled out and he had to make a longer 
and unplanned pit stop. Kohler was still 
riding firmly in fifth and Wesner was 
now in sixth. Roderick Kreiss, another 
second-row starter and an A 200cc-class 
rider, pulled into seventh place as he 
started lap four. 

“I just put my head down and rode," 
said Kreiss. "I didn't think about any- 
thing else but riding hard and catching 
Craig. I could hear him just up ahead of 
me." 

Brian Garrahan pitted at the end of 
the third lap and barely got back onto 
the course before Blackwell came 
through just a few seconds later. 

^| knew I had to hustle to make it 
back out before Doug could pass me," 
Brian Garrahan said. “I got onto the fire 
road and rode in the looser dirt on the 
berms. I drug my feet and made as 
much dust as I could, knowing it would 
keep him back." 

Garrahan's lead held and Blackwell 
worked diligently to close the gap 
caused by the dust. 

"| rode as hard as I humanly, possi- 
bly could," Blackwell said. 








On the fourth and final lap, Trussar- 
di's tire couldn't hold together any 
longer. He made it just past the check- 
out, and he had to stay there and watch 
the others continue on. 

Trussardi's disappointment didn't 
override his good humor; he compli- 
mented the Redding Dirt Riders for pro- 
viding a great course and explained 
how much fun he was having riding on 
terrain that reminded him of his home 
in Italy. 

"The only thing different I would like 
you to do was end the race after the first 
lap," laughed Trussardi while talking to 
RDR's president, Rick Bowser. “Then I 
would be winner." 

Kreiss and Silvestri swapped posi- 
tions several times on the final lap. 

“Steve and I battled the entire lap 
and kept passing each other," Kreiss 
said. "We were having a great time 
going fast and having fun." 

Near the end of the final lap, when 
the leaders came out of the bushes and 
into the crowd's view, Brian Garrahan 
was still in the lead, but Blackwell was 
closing in on him. They approached a 
short, steep uphill that went directly 
into a hard right turn, and Garrahan and 
Blackwell came across some lapped rid- 
ers. As the group hit the hill, Blackwell 
passed Garrahan and the others at the 
top and made the next two turns first. 
Then Garrahan gassed it and blasted by 
Blackwell on the high side of the trail 
through a bush, and Blackwell struggled 
in the lower, looser dirt. Garrahan was 
first at the checkered flag, five seconds 
ahead of Blackwell. 

Kohler had a fast last lap and crossed 
the finish line third, and Wesner fol- 
lowed in fourth. Kreiss was fifth 
through the scoring tent, followed by 
Silvestri and Jarrett. 

“It was great to cross the finish line 
third,” Kohler said. “The course was like 











a freeway, smooth and fast - especially 
compared to the whooped and bumpy 
courses back east.” 

“The course conditions at the top 
were ideal,” Wesner said. “The loamy, 
black dirt was perfect, traction was 
excellent and it was fun having a break 
from the dust.” 

Rob Zimmerman, another A 200cc- 
class second-row starter, rolled through 
the finish eighth, and Ty Spooner was 
close behind in ninth. The 10th rider to 
cross the finish line was A 250cc rider 
Ben Hatch, who also started on the sec- 
ond row. 

When the lap times were adjusted, 
the finishing places changed. Brian Gar- 
rahan’s elapsed time of 2:36:55, average 
lap time of 0:39:14 and average speed of 
30.61 mph gave him the overall and AA- 
class victory. 

Blackwell's 2:37:06 was next best, 
leaving his physical second-place finish 
intact. Wesner's outstanding ride netted 
him a 2:41:57, moving him to third. 
Kreiss, who also had an exceptional day, 
finished with 2:42:41 and in fourth, 
while Kohler’s 2:44:05 held strong for 
fifth. 

Zimmerman’s 2:44:55 upped his posi- 
tion to sixth. Silvestri's 2:45:14 gave him 
seventh. Jarrett finished in eighth with a 
2:45:30. Hatch completed the race with 
2:45:57, good for ninth. Spooner round- 
ed out the top 10 with a 2:47:06. 

“What can I say?” Blackwell said. 


“Brian rode a great race - he maintained _ 


the gap he gained and held it to the end. 
I pulled up on him at the finish, but it 
was just too little, too late.” 

“I tried to ride smoother, more con- 
sistent and smarter," Brian Garrahan 
said. "I'm glad my strategy paid off." 

After the scores were totaled and the 
protest period was over, RDR's Bowser 
presented Garrahan with a $500 Pro- 
purse check for his overall victory. 
Wesner won the A overall prize - a tire 
- as did the B overall winner, Brian 
Bertolini, and the C overall winner, 
Johan Bruins. см

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, APR. 18 
here are four-stroke-only races, and 
C there are bigger races, but there are 
no bigger four-stroke races than the 
White Brothers Four-Stroke World 
Motocross Championships, now 14 edi- 
tions old. And for the third time in his 
career, veteran racer and defending 
champ Doug Dubach proved to be the 
fastest of the 36 pros on thumpers, seem- 
ingly cruising to a pair of wins on his 
White Brothers/O'Neal/Enzo/Scott- 
sponsored Yamaha YZ400F at Glen Helen 
Raceway. He earned $600 per moto of the 
$4500 purse, plus a $500 overall bonus. 

Dubach's only competition for the 
day proved to be his White Brothers 
teammate Spud Walters, who recently 
wrapped up his second consecutive 
Thunder Bike crown in the PACE U.S. 
Off-Road Championship Series. Walters 
finished second in both motos. Of 
course, with temperatures suddenly 
shooting into the low 90s, heat certainly 
played a part in the day for many. 

Third went to former motocrosser Ty 
Davis, who raced the Tonopah 300 desert 
race the day before and then drove seven 
hours in order to take part on his. Mont- 
clair Yamaha/Moose/FMF/Oakley- 
backed YZ-F, carding consistent 3-3 
scores. Of the 36 pros, 33 rode Yamahas. 
There was one Kawasaki, one KTM and 
one Vertemati rounding out the field. 

The White Brothers event also filled 
the role of round two in the Southwest 
Zone of the Sound of Thunder Four- 
Stroke MX Series. Round-one winner 
Tony Amaradio didn’t enjoy the sort of 
day he had in Arizona last month on his 
Team Alba/DSP/Xtreme Yamaha, 
going 8-10 for eighth. 

“1 got arm pump the first moto, 
crazy," he said. "Then, the second moto, 
I tried to pace myself too much. The last 
lap I was trying too hard and fell. It was 








basically a stock bike with a pipe on it 
(in Phoenix). Now our bike's completely 
different from that, but it's the bike 
we're going to ride in the National, so 
it's important that I get used to it. I don't 
know; I'm definitely not happy, not 
happy at all. But we're going to fix that. 
The next couple weeks, I’m going to ride 
every day." 

Amaradio actually got a decent start 
in moto one, but Dubach cut inside of 
him in the first turn and was gone, with 
Walters close behind. The two White 
Brothers racers quickly put.a gap on the 
rest of the pack, which desert racer 
Davis headed. Following closely were 
Amaradio, Dustin Nelson (who won the 
Sound of Thunder Central States Zone 
opener in Texas last month on his 
MotoWorld of El Cajon/ THOR/FMF 
YZ-F) and Applied Racing/The Racer's 
Edge rider Scott Myers. 

With Dubach and Walters leading 
the 25-minutes-plus-a-lap parade and 
Davis fairly comfortable in third, most 
of the action took place behind. Amara- 
dio's arm pump would force him to 
back off the pace and drop as low as 
12th before recovering to finish eighth. 
Myers had a worse time and slid back to 
a dismal 29th. 

On the other hand, NCY /DeMari- 
ni/Axo racer Donovan Mitchell worked 
his way up from eighth on the opening 
lap to finish fifth, not too far behind 
Nelson, whose presence concerned 
Davis for a while. 

"Dustin Nelson was kind of catching 
me a little bit, then he faded; I’m really 
shocked that these guys are not in that 
good a shape," Davis said, shaking his 
head. "That really surprises me. I don't 
train like I used to because I can't, being 
(my own) wrench. Man, they were just 
falling (off the pace) like flies. I mean, 
it's hot, but when the National's here, 
it’s going to be miserable. I’m thinking, 
‘These guys are falling off this fast?’ I 





don’t know; maybe I’m just having a 
good day. Who knows?” 

Moto two played out very much like 
moto one, with Dubach getting a great 
start and Walters shadowing him 
throughout. 

“1 knew Spud was a little bit hurt- 
ing; he had some blisters and stuff in 
the first moto,” Dubach revealed. “I 
thought, ‘If I can just buckle down here 
and ride 15 hard minutes, it'll put me 
in a good position,’ and that’s what it 
did. About halfway, I had a pretty com- 
fortable lead. It just allowed me to 
move around and ride my own race, 
ride my own pace. It was easy from 
that point.” 

“Tt was frustrating (not being able to 
catch Dubach) because I feel that I was 
probably just as fast as Doug,” runner- 
up Walters noted. “I didn’t really get 
tired. I just had a hard time concentrat- 
ing with my hands (being blistered). I 
had to kind of change my riding style 
when my hands started’ getting blis- 


tered. I’m happy with the way every- - 


thing went. White Brothers, they put on 
a really good race. I’m just happy to be 
one and two.” 

Carter Gurnee, who stalled his bike 
on the opening lap of moto one and 
rode from dead last to 14th, got a much 
better start and actually held third for 
the first few laps. The Mach 1/FMF/JN 
racer eventually finished sixth for the 
moto and 10th overall. 

Davis, on the other hand, got a slightly 
worse jump out of the gate but tossed his 
bike into turn one with a move that netted 
him fifth. He soon claimed third, followed 
in short order by Mitchell and Nelson. 

"I guess I did the right things at the 
right times,” Dubach explained. "That's 
what took me to the checkered flag and 
the top of the podium. It's all easy that 
last 10 minutes, but it's what you do up 
until then that gets you there. I made 
some good decisions and rode really

Lewallen 
wins big at 
Ocotillo

ELOY, AZ, APR. 11 
t the end of the day's racing, Jimmy 
A: found himself in a win- 
win situation, earning top honors 
in 250cc Intermediate and Over 30 Vet 
Intermediate in round eight of the Grand 
Canyon State Classic Series, held at 
southern Arizona's Ocotillo Raceway. 
Lewallen completely dominated both 
classes with four moto wins aboard his 
ҮЅА /Piper-sponsored Yamaha. 
The action unfolded for the first com- 
bined 125/250cc Intermediate moto at 
the drop of the gate, and Lewallen 


found himself leading the 250cc class | 


but chasing the 125cc riders Greg Brydle 
and Brandon Schlensig. Behind 
Lewallen was Marty Estes, Jason Bird- 
song and Ryan Phillips. Brydle and 
Schlensig set a torrid pace for the first 
half of the race, and it was not until lap 
six that things started getting interest- 
ing. Brydle found himself pushing the 
tires too hard and he washed out a turn, 
letting Schlensig, Lewallen and Estes go 
by. Lewallen pressed the rest of the 
moto but Schlensig managed to hold 
him off at the checkers, taking the win 
for the 125cc Intermediate class. 

Lewallen secured the first-moto 
250cc Intermediate win by six seconds 
over Estes, who was slightly ahead of 
Birdsong and Phillips. Lewallen was not 
about to chase anyone in the second 
moto, as he nailed the holeshot and took 
off for the checkers. Hot on his tail were 
Birdsong, Brydle, Schlensig, Phillips and 
Estes. Lewallen managed to pull out a 
few seconds' lead over Birdsong during 
the first few laps. Schlensig managed to 
pass Brydle on lap three and then 
moved to catch Birdsong. Schlensig put 
Birdsong behind him on lap five and 
then looked ahead for Lewallen. Schlen- 
sig maintained his pace and passed 
Lewallen during lap six, but Lewallen 
had his eye on the bigger prize of the 
250cc Intermediate overall. 

At the checkers, it was Schlensig with 
the overall for the 125s and Lewallen 
taking the trophy for the 250s, followed 
by Birdsong, who secured second over- 
all; Phillips, in third for fourth overall; 
and Estes, who took third overall. 

It appeared that one class just was 
not challenging enough for Lewallen, as 
he went to the starting line for an encore 
performance. Coming off the first gate 
was the Vet Pro, Over 30 Intermediate 
and Over 25 Intermediate classes, with 
the Over 30 Novice class coming off the 
second gate. Over 30 Intermediate Mark 
Mortensen emerged from the first turn 
with the holeshot, followed by 
Lewallen, Vet Pro Wade Morlock, and 
the rest of the Over 30 Intermediates. 

Morlock went around Lewallen 
before the halfway point of lap one and 

‘closed in on the leader. Morlock made 
the pass on Mortensen over the finish- 
line tabletop, grabbing the lead and 
never looking back. Lewallen engaged 
Mortensen in a battle for the lead of the 
Over 30 Intermediates, and the pair 
pulled away from Lenne Suppes, James 
Brosius and Ted Mink. Mortensen once 
again gave up the inside line at the end

of lap two, and Lewallen took advan- 
tage to make the pass for the lead over 
the finish-line tabletop. As the lead trio 
pulled away, the real racing action was 
coming from back in the pack, as Bro- 
sius and Suppes dueled for fourth over- 
all, third in class. 

Further back was the struggle for the 
Over 30 Novice podium between David 
Erwin, Steve Hendrix, T. Carlson and 
the six other racers in the class. Erwin 
managed to pull out a nice lead over 
Hendrix, who was racing with Carlson 
for second place. Carlson made the pass 
during the second lap after a Hendrix 
bobble. Richard Schumate engaged 
Hendrix, and the pair raced to the 
checkers. 

Morlock brought out the checkered 
flag to end the first moto. Lewallen 
came across the stripe second for first 
Over 30 Intermediate, followed by 
Mortensen and then Greg Brydle, with 
Over 25 Intermediate honors. By the end 
of the moto, Erwin had managed to 
catch and pass some of the Intermedi- 
ates, finishing ahead of Suppes, Brosius 
and Slaughter to easily win the Over 30 
Novice moto. Carlson maintained sec- 
ond, Hendrix held on for third, and 
Schumate was fourth. 

Mortensen proved to be the holeshot 
master, as he managed to put together 
another holeshot to make the start of 
moto two seem like déjà vu. Morlock and 
Lewallen were in second and third. Mor- 
lock and Lewallen made the pass on 
Mortensen during lap two. Lewallen 
stayed close to Morlock throughout the 
moto, but at the checkers it was Morlock, 
Lewallen and Mortensen. The big differ- 
ence in the moto came from Brosius, who 
put together a better start than Suppes 
and carried it to the checkers for third 
overall.

Leivan 
gets nasty

STEELVILLE, MO, APR. 11 
teve Leivan began the defense of his 
Qu plate with a convincing 
win at the opening round of the 
Missouri Hare Scrambles Championship. 
Leivan, a six-time and. defending cham- 
pion, took over the lead early on the 
opening lap and stretched it out to more 
than a minute by the end of the race. 
The series kicked off under ideal rac- 
ing conditions with an 11-mile course 








laid out by the Nasty Creek Dirt Riders. 
The event was one of the most technical 
and challenging rounds of the series, 
with many rocky, off-camber trails, 
creek sections, and a grass-track section 
thrown in for spectator appeal. 

At the start, Chris Nesbitt shot his 
J&W Cycles Yamaha in front of the 13- 
rider AA pack. Chris Thiele, in his first 
race since a knee injury last year, fol- 
lowed in second, with Illinois rider John 
Roth and Yamaha-mounted Brandon 
Forrester in tow. Leivan's race began 
from the sixth-place position. 

After blasting down the open creek 
section right off the start, the riders 
headed up a hilly, off-camber section. 
While trying to remove a tear off, Nes- 
bitt lost control and went down, moving 
Thiele into the lead. Nesbitt was able to 
hold on to second, though only briefly, 
as he went down again just a few yards 
down the trail, this time collecting For- 
rester with him. Due to the two-man 
crash, Roth moved up to second and 
Leivan took over third. 

Leivan closed in on Roth a couple of 
miles into the lap, while Thiele opened 
up a comfortable lead. 

^When I caught up to John (Roth), I 
couldn't see Chris (Thiele), which made 
me a little nervous," said Leivan. "John 
moved over and let me by as soon as I 
caught him, which was pretty cool, and 
I picked it up and went after Chris. It 
took me until about halfway through 
the lap before I ran him down." 

When Leivan reeled in Thiele, he was 
surprised that Thiele moved over and 
allowed him to take over the lead. 

“1 was a little tentative out there,” 
said Thiele. "It was my first race back 
and all. I didn't have anything for Steve, 
so I let him go and tried to follow.” 

Now in the third position, a minute 
and 20 seconds back, was Brock Busen- 
bark, with YZ400 rider Ken Yount close 
behind. 

" After the creek section, the bike 
missed a couple of times," said Leivan 
about his second lap. "I thought maybe 
we had some water get into the fuel or 
something, but after a few seconds, it 
cleaned out and was okay for a few 
miles." 

Thiele maintained his cushion over 
the Yount/Busenbark battle. Yount took 
over third after two laps, while Busen- 
bark followed only three seconds back. 
Mike Windmann, the runner-up in the 
1998 series and the overall winner of the 
Nasty Creek event last year, moved up 
from seventh on lap one to fifth at the 
end of the second circuit. 

Leivan's third lap was quite eventful, 
as the water problem surfaced once again. 
This time it was a little more severe. 
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"After the second lap, I should have 
known to take it easy in the creek, but I 
didn't and my bike sputtered some 
more," said Leivan. "It was a little 
sketchy there for a mile or so, but once it 
dried out, I was able to pick up the pace 
again. It really wasn't much of a prob- 
lem, except for the really tight stuff." 

When the white flag came out, 
Leivan still maintained a comfortable 
lead - 52 seconds over Thiele - while 
Yount had distanced himself from 
Busenbark by nearly 40 seconds. Wind- 
mann's KTM was in a lonely fifth, a 
minute behind Busenbark, but a minute 
and a half ahead of Roth. Bobby Duncan 
had complete control of the A class by 
this time. 

The final lap saw Leivan pick up the 
pace on his SCR Yamaha/ Answer/Dun- 
lop/Silkolene-backed WR400 and claim 
the checkers with a minute and a half to 
spare. 

“1 felt really strong today, and 
despite a little problem with the water, 
my bike worked great," said the race 
winner. “I feel really comfortable after 
having a whole year on the four-stroke, 
and riding the GNCC series this year 
has helped make me stronger, both 
physically and mentally." 

Thiele completed a great first ride 
back to claim runner-up honors on his 
Team Green-backed KX250. Teenager 
Busenbark completed the podium in 
third, matching the best ride of his 
career. Yount slowed on the final lap but 
still held tough to finish in fourth. 
Windmann cruised in to take fifth and 
some valuable points toward the series 
championship. 

Roth negotiated the rocky trails on his 
YZ250 to claim sixth, while Duncan 
raised many an eyebrow with his con- 
vincing win in the A class and seventh- 
overall performance despite riding the 
final lap with a flat front tire. Eighth 
went to Dan Burgard, who has just made 
the jump to the AA ranks. Burgard fin- 
ished only six seconds ahead of Tanner 
England, who in turn had just seven sec- 
onds on the XR250 of Kevin Boyle, who 
is also riding in the AA class for the first 
time. Boyle filled out the top 10. CN

Casey, Sweeten sweet on 
Woodland Motocross

Although his Vintage Motocross season had a late 
start due to injuries, Joe Casey and this season's 
winningest rider, Dennis Sweeten, clashed in two 
classes during round seven of the Northwest Vin- 
tage/Evolution Series, held at the Woodland 
Motocross Park.

Hicks doubles at

At the start, Ermolenko's bike really hooked 
up - so much so that it left Ermolenko behind 
Ermolenko was fine, but the bike did not fare so 
well and the eight-man main became a seven- 
man event. On the next try, Ackroyd tangled 
with Hicks coming out of two, putting them 
both on the ground and causing Venegas to lit- 
erally spin his bike in the air to keep from hit- 
ting the rest of the field. Deemed to be the cause 
of the red, Ackroyd was sent to the pits, which 
left it a six-man race. Cooley, with a 20-yard 
advantage, took it to them as he tried to put 
some daylight between himself and the freight 
train bearing down on him on the restart - but 
there was to be no such luck for Cooley, as 
Hicks took over the lead. One lap later, Cooley 
had bike problems, and Venegas and Schwartz 
moved into contention. 

Hicks was not to be denied. On the white- 
flag lap, Venegas ran into problems, and Oxley, 
having gotten by Schwartz, took second 
Schwartz held on to third, and Castro finished 
fourth. Rounding out the field were Venegas 
and Cooley. 

Brayton and King got the best start in the 
Sidecar main, and to no one's surprise they held 
on to take the win. The Support main victory 
went to Tom Winchell, as he topped Bryan 
Thompson and Ryan Fisher. The Support B win 
went to Dave Delbridge, who went from pit 
steward to racer. Phil Harmatiuk and Brent 
Smith were second and third.

It 
appeared that Hall was quicker in the front sec- 
tion of the course while Dilkey held the advan- 
tage in the back canyon, where the more-open 
sections allowed him to stretch the legs on his 
big Yamaha. For the first half of the moto, the 
two racers were never more than a second apart. 
Meanwhile, Dennis Boulware was blitzing up 
from out of nowhere; the Yamaha rider had 
moved all the way up to be in a position to take 
advantage of any mistake by Blackwell. While 
riding in third, Blackwell bailed off his machine 
just before the two-laps signal was given and 
turned the third spot over to Boulware. 

Out front, Dilkey was holding strong, but 
Hall was picking up his pace, and Boulware was 
beginning to close in. When the white flag was 
given, Dilkey still held a one-second lead, while 
Hall and Boulware were side by side. On the last 
lap, Dilkey rode mistake-free and held his 
advantage to the checkers. Hall was able to out- 
duel Boulware for the second spot. RM125- 
mounted Skinner claimed fourth, and Kukla fin- 
ished up in fifth. 

Dilkey proved he had the 180-degree first 
turn dialed, as he grabbed another holeshot at 
the start of moto two. Scott stuck his screaming 




















YZ125 into the second spot, while Blackwell ran 
third on his CR250. Skinner held fourth, and 
Boulware, who gated a little better this go- 
around, rode fifth as the pack came through the 
scoring section for the first time. 

Dilkey cut a couple of clean laps and opened 
up a three-second lead on Scott, who still held 
second. First-moto runner-up Hall was involved 
in a first-lap crash and was in ninth. Boulware 
was again moving up, as the Yamaha rider put 
the pass on both Skinner and Blackwell and 
moved into the third spot. Scott dropped off the 
pace after crashing, and Boulware moved into 
second just before the halfway mark. 

The battle for the third spot was a three-way 
affair, as Blackwell, Kukla and Skinner diced 
hard for the position. Meanwhile, Boulware had 
sliced into Dilkey's lead, and soon he was only 
one second back. Dilkey held strong, and Boul- 
ware shortly began to tire and drop off the pace 
Blackwell got the best of the battle for third, and 
when the two-laps signal was given, he was 
right on Boulware's rear fender. 

When the checkered flag came out, it was 
Dilkey cruising in for the win. Blackwell made a 
last-lap pass and took second, while Boulware 
rode in for third. Kukla finished in fourth, and 
Skinner came in fifth. On the day, Dilkey's 1-1 
Score earned him the overall win. Boulware's 3-3 
finishes placed him second, while Blackwell's 6- 
2 tally put him in third. Kukla came in fourth 
with 4-4 rides, and Hall filled out the top five 
after posting 2-6.

Martinez masters Moroso RR

WEST PALM BEACH, FL, MAR. 21 
Marco Martinez and Gabriel Henning went 
head to head during the Moroso Road Race 
Shootout, the two swapping positions for the 
lead on almost every lap. In the end, Martinez 
rode his ZX9 to victory, with Henning just a 
couple of bike lengths back on his GSXR750. 

Martinez grabbed first place early in the race 
and kept his machine out front as he charged 
down the long straightaways. But Henning was 
on an incredible ride of his own. At the drop of 
the green flag, he charged through the turns and 
maneuvered his machine in between Martinez 
and Manny Manusuthakis for the lead. As they 
ran toward the start/finish line at the end of the 
first lap, Martinez had moved his way back to 
the front. 

Henning swept through turn two, again 
choosing an inside line that enabled him to slip 
underneath Martinez and retake the lead. They 
ran side by side until Martinez pulled a draft- 
slingshot pass, which just barely worked. With 
Martinez back out in front, the race for the lead 
was intense. 

As they worked their way around the 
course, the leaders powered. their machines 
down the front straight and lined up for battle 
through turns one and two again. Each complet- 
ed lap was marked by Martinez in the lead, as 
Henning continued to demonstrate that he had 
turn two wired as he cut a narrower path to 
retake the lead in the two-man battle. With the 
field closing in behind them, Martinez drafted 
past Henning again down the back straight, 
determined to gain the victory. In third place, 
Joseph Fletcher was closing in, but he still had 
about a second and a half to make up before he 
could join the two-way battle for the lead. Mean- 
while, a battle for fourth place between 
Manusuthakis, Pat Weekley, Shane Prieto, Colin 
Gilbert and John-O Bowman was going on 
behind the leaders, who were turning times in 
the low 1:24s. 
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During the white-flag lap, Martinez charged 
through turn one in first place again, but this 
time, when Henning tried to'slip underneath 
him in turn two, he held on to the lead, and he 
continued to hold it through the checkered flag. 

After the race, Henning commented on his 
unbelievable passes in turn two. 

^We ran together this morning in the GT 
race," Henning said, "and I know that Marco 
likes a nice, wide line, which gives him a great 
drive out. But 1 knew that if I could sneak it in 
there, I could hold him off for a little while." 

“1 was not expecting to be in the lead,” 
Marco said on the podium, "at all." 

Power Sports/Dunlop-sponsored Martinez 
also claimed victories in the Unlimited Super- 
sport and GTO events.

Justice does it at Carlsbad MX

CARLSBAD, CA, MAR. 20 

Bill Justice rode his Kawasaki to victory in both 
motos of Open Novice class. He defeated his 
competition by using smart riding and good 
starts. In the first moto, the Yamaha of Jim Pool 
was the first bike around the sandy, 180-degree 
first corner that leads into the infield section of 
Carlsbad Raceway. Pool's lead was short-lived, 
though, as he dropped to the back of the pack by 
the end of the first lap. Justice was the first to 
drop off of “Devil’s Drop,” followed closely by 
Russ Gibson, Steve Holtman and John O'Grady. 
Justice began a charge that would ultimately put 
him way ahead of the rest of the pack. O'Grady 
made his move on Holtman for third place, and 
the two battled for at least a full lap until Holt- 
man retook third place from O’Grady on the 
third lap of the race. 

Justice was long gone when the white flag 
came out, and it was surprising to see him 
charge the whole moto, since he was running 
back-to-back motos and this was his second race 
of the day. Justice crossed the finish line with 
ease, ahead of Gibson, who ran a lonely second, 
and Holtman, who was able to shake O'Grady 
for the third position. 

As the 30-second card was turned sideways 
for the second moto of the day, the pressure was 
all on Justice to repeat his dominating perfor- 
mance of the first moto. With the threat of rain 
on the horizon, Pool once again pulled the 
holeshot, followed by O’Grady and Justice. 
O'Grady made a bobble that allowed Justice and 
Gibson to get around him. Pool was in the lead 
but, just as in the opening moto, it would not 
last. Pool was once again in last place when the 
field circulated the infamous finish-line sweeper. 
Gibson was not letting Justice pull away this 
time, however. He knew that if he put pressure 
on Justice, the leader might tire and allow a pass 
to take place. Gibson applied the power for four 
straight laps, but Justice did not crack under the 
immense pressure. 

With a little over a lap to go, Justice had 
opened up a two-second advantage over Gib- 
son, who had a commanding lead over O'Grady, 
who in turn had pulled away from the fourth- 
placed rider, Holtman. At the finish, a double 
arm pump was all Justice needed to top his per- 
fect moto finishes. Gibson and O'Grady round- 
ed out the top three.

e most surprising thing about 
Kenny Roberts' first win is not that 
it came in his first ride on the facto- 

ry Suzuki. After all, Kenny has been 
right there with Mick Doohan and John 
Kocinski and Max Biaggi as either the 
fastest or one of the fastest in all the pre- 
season testing. 

For me, the real surprise is the manner 
in which he won. He only needed a cou- 
ple of laps to get past Kocinski and Alex 
Criville - and then he just smoked 'em. 

You could see on the last lap, when 
Kenny shook his head as he came up to 
the last corner before the checkered flag, 
that he could hardly believe it. He didn't 
really know what to expect when he got 
here, but he knew he was ready. Physi- 
cally, he's trained harder than he's ever 
trained in his life. He's worked hard on 
and off the bike since winter testing 
began, but there were times over the 
winter when I got the feeling that when 
I was talking to him, he was asking, 
“Am I doing good?” It was like he need- 


ed confirmation that he was really doing . 


this, really breaking Mick Doohan's 
record at Phillip Island, really running 
right up there - the quickest or almost 
the quickest everywhere he went. 

I was at Daytona this spring, talking 
to his dad. Kenny Sr. smiled at me and 
said, "I got a call from Junior, and he 
beat Mick's record at Phillip Island." 

“What'd you say?" I asked. 

“1 told him to back it off a little and 
not to show his cards, too soon," Kenny 
Sr. said. 

But in Malaysia, Kenny couldn't help 
it. He showed his cards, and nobody 
else had an ace in their hand. 

This is one of those times when 
everything just seems to be coming 
together for Suzuki. They are a hungry 
team and they have a hungry rider. 

I’ve worked with little Kenny a lot 
over the last couple of years when he 
was riding for Modenas, and the main 
problem he had in the past is gone. He's 
stronger than ever. He used to fade in 
the middle of races, but in the heat of 
Malaysia he was just as strong at the 
end as he was at the start. 

I started this column by saying that 
what most surprised me was how easy 
it looked for him - how much he won 
by. Well, maybe a lot of people were 
surprised that he won so early, or that 
he won at all. I think because he was 
riding a bike that wasn’t competitive for 
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much attention. Kenny has a lot more 
experience than people think, and he 
learned a hell of a lot dealing with the 
problems of a prototype bike like the 
Modenas. 

In Malaysia he put it all together and 
it worked. I was talking to him after the 
race and he said that he had looked at the 
video of the warmup session when he 
was running with Doohan. He was sur- 
prised to see how smooth he’d looked. 

“1 sure didn't feel that smooth," he 
said. "I felt like I was rough and ragged 
and having trouble sometimes getting 
the bike where I wanted it. But when I 
looked at it on tape, I said to myself, 
"Man, if I look that smooth when I'm 
working so hard to get around, just 
think how smooth Га be if I could just 
back it off a bit and concentrate on being 
smooth and fluid.” When I got past John 


` апа Alex and Max, I just concentrated 


on staying within myself and being 
smooth, and I started pulling away." 

Once Kenny got in front, he cracked 
off a string of 13 laps with never any 
more than three-tenths of a second 
between them - and the difference 
between the slowest and the fastest lap 
of the string of 13 was just half a second. 
That's the way it goes when a rider has 
really got it all working. It's the kind of 
performance we're used to seeing from 
somebody like Mick Doohan. 

Now, that's got to be a surprise, but 
why don't I feel that surprised? I mean, 
this is a kid who has only ever led a 
500cc race once before, and that was at 
Donington Park in 1996. And he only 
led for six laps before starting to drop 
back and ultimately falling off. I call him 
a kid because I’m getting ready to turn 
40, and I’ve seen him growing up in the 
paddock, running around at our feet. 
But here he is out front and I kind of 
hold my breath and wonder how he's 
going to deal with all this pressure. 

I mean, he's never won a GP - and 
here he's sitting out front with a five-time 
World Champion behind him, and a four- 
time 250cc champion, and another guy 
who's won World Superbike and 250cc 
titles, yet he's not making any mistakes. 
In fact, he's pulling away and lapping in 
2:07 while all the rest of the guys are 
slower and less consistent in their times. 

This is just one race, but you just feel 
that he's going to be up there all year. 
Next comes Montegi, a track he loves and 
where he's been real fast in preseason 
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I knew Kenny was training hard with 
Dean Miller, as “Deano” is working 
exclusively with Team Suzuki this year 
as trainer for all three riders - Kenny, 
Nobuatsu Aoki and Yukio Kagayama. 
When I finally saw Kenny after a couple 
of months of working out, I was 
impressed. I was looking at a different 
kid. He's lean, but he looks stronger and 
his muscle tone is better - you can even 
see it in his face. And you see something 
in his eyes, too. The mind is a reflection 
of the body, and when you work hard to 
perfect the body, you also improve the 
sharpness of focus. 

Before testing really got under way 
he asked me, "Randy, do you think I 
could train with Mick sometime?" 

And I thought to myself, "He's not 
thinking about anybody else. He's look- 
ing to the master to find how to make 
himself better." 

I had told him before that he should 
think just about beating Mick. I said that 
if he aimed high and focused on Mick, 
and then he fell a little short, the worst 


| *he would be is second. But when I saw 


him later, I realized that I didn't have to 
tell him that anymore. He was working 
to race Mick. 

He never actually got to work out 
with Mick, but they did work out once 
at the same gym, and Kenny said he 
saw that Doohan was working as hard 
as it's possible to work. 

I've seen Doohan work out. Back 
before his accident, he was a runner. 
Now he can't run, but he pushes himself 
so hard in the gym and on the bicycle 
that it's inspiring just to see it. 

Now, looking at the other guys, Га 
say I was pleased to see John Kocinski 
on the pole because he's working hard 
to get back up front, and we all know 
how hard Erv Kanemoto works. It's too 
bad John and Norick Abe went down, 
because I'd like to have seen if they 
would have fought for that second place 
with Checa and Criville. 

Criville had a tire problem in 
Malaysia. I didn't know it at the time, 
but he was lucky to keep third place 
from Doohan. Another lap and he 
would have lost it. But even before the 
problem with the rear tire, Alex looked 
like he was having a lot of trouble 
keeping the Honda from running wide. 
John was as well, and you could see 
that Sepang didn't like the Hondas 
much. 








the Yamaha. It was turning in better and 
seemed to be staying on line better, but 
Max surprised me because he looked 
like he was behind the bike all day. He 
was making little mistakes and looking 
like he was about to make a big mistake, 
but that may have been because he 
wasn't used to riding that fast on a full 
fuel load. When he got that burned 
down a bit, he was looking a little better, 
but still not as good as Checa. Then 
there was some electrical malfunction 
and it stopped. 

I think Mick knew when he got here, 
and maybe even before that, that this 
was going to be tough. He's been say- 
ing that this is going to be a long sea- 
son, and I think he's got himself mental- 
ly prepared to be second or third or 
fourth sometimes - but to keep getting 
points. He's been saying for a year or 
more that Honda was falling behind 
Yamaha, and now, at least at the first 
race, it looks like both Yamaha and 
Suzuki have caught up. 

I know Mick doesn't like having peo- 
ple follow him around in practice, but I 
told him on Sunday evening after the race, 
"You know, Kenny is going to be out 
there in practice looking to follow you, 
and you know that that's what you'd be 
doing yourself if you were him." 

I know I did it when I first came over 
here. Back in 1979, I'd latch on to the 
rear of Kenny Sr.'s Yamaha any chance I 
had and, man, that helped me! 

It's too early to say anything yet, 
other than to note that in Sepang, Kenny 
had it all working and he made the most 
of it. Montegi should be better for the 
Honda guys, but the Yamahas and 
Suzukis have gone real well there, too. 
Montegi is going to be a big test for the 
brakes because there are some real hairy 
downhill braking sections that are going 
to be exciting - especially if anybody 
gets in too hot. And just because Monte- 
gi has some long, fast straights doesn't 
necessarily mean that they are going to 
be “Honda lanes." 

Remember: The Yamaha was the 
quickest in a straight line at Sepang, and 
the Suzuki is no slouch, either. 

Mick's right. It is going to be a long 
season - and maybe a great one.
